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At the Board’s organizational meeting in March fol- 
lowing the annual town election, Robert C. Coch- 
rane, Jr. was elected chairman. Other Board mem- 
bers during 1974 were Sumner Z. Kaplan, Herbert 
Abrams, Eleanor Myerson, and Edward Novakoff. 
Richard T. Leary was reappointed to serve as Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Board for the ensuing year. 


The Selectmen again utilized a long-range calendar 
planning procedure in determining which programs 
and projects should be accorded priority status well 
in advance of their consideration. The initial long- 
range calendar for 1974 was developed shortly after 
completion of Town Meeting. Major issues sched- 
uled for consideration during the year included the 
Norfolk County tax assessment litigation; approval 
of revised rules and regulations for the Fire Depart- 
ment; the filing of applications for several federal 
grant programs; further changes in the organization 
of the Police Department; reorganization of the 
town’s code enforcement function; preparation for 
thetransition to Community Development activities; 
implementation of the Town Meeting vote relative to 
construction of a solid waste transfer station; trans- 
fer from the Commonwealth to the town of the 
state-owned land on Boylston Street at Warren 
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Street for parking purposes in connection with the 
new Lincoln School; and pending appointments to 
various boards and commissions. 


The preparation of such a long-range calendar has 
greatly assisted the Board in planning its work pro- 
gram over a period of several months. We will at- 
tempt in this section of the Annual Report to com- 
ment in general terms on those major projects and 
policy issues which were of primary importance dur- 
ing 1974. While these problems received many 
hours of attention, the usual ongoing functions of 
town government had to be dealt with on a continu- 
ing basis as well. The details of those activities 
which chiefly involve departmental concerns will 
not be summarized here, as the several boards and 
commissions have furnished complete reports on 
their responsibilities and programs in later sections 
of the Report. 


The Selectmen have been increasingly careful to 
see that in conducting their meetings, both the spirit 
and the letter of the Open Meeting Law are adhered 
to. As aresult, very few matters are now discussed in 
executive session. In adopting the final report and 
recommendations of the Committee to Study the

Open Meeting Law, the Selectmen agreed that “... 
each week the minutes of any executive session 
held during the previous week shall be reported to 
the public unless the Board determines there is jus- 
tification for not doing so. Executive session min- 
utes not made public in accordance herewith 
should be reviewed no less than monthly by the 
Board and made public as soon as the Board deter- 
mines there is no longer a necessity for secrecy.” 
The Selectmen rigidly adhere to the practice of re- 
leasing these executive session minutes each week 
except for those matters which obviously should 
remain confidential. 

A new statute was enacted in 1974 relating to the 
definition of public records and their availability for 
inspection by any interested parties. The Selectmen, 
in transmitting copies of these laws to all town 
boards, commissions, and department heads, em- 
phasized the importance of interpreting the 
amendments so as to afford members of the public 
maximum access to all departmental records except 
those specifically excluded. 


Community Development 


During 1974 the Board of Selectmen spent consid- 
erable time planning for the transition from categor- 
ical grants to Community Development methods of 
funding such programs as urban renewal and code 
enforcement. Brookline has long availed itself of 
opportunities for federal assistance for community 


improvements, some of which are cited in the fol- 
lowing section of this Annual Report. 


The federal “categorical grant’ programs provided 
federal assistance to communities through the fund- 
ing of urban renewal plans which were prepared by 
redevelopment authorities and approved by both 
their communities and states. Under this system, the 
amount of money to be awarded was determined by 
Projecting a total project cost in each case, of which 
two-thirds would be paid for by the federal govern- 
ment and one-third by the town with state reim- 
bursement for one-half of the town’s share. In addi- 
tion, the community’s share could be paid either in 
cash or in an upgrading of services and utilities 
(school construction, road repairs, lighting, etc.) in 
the general area of the project. All of the Farm Pro- 
ject, U.R. 1-15, and the Marsh Project, Mass. R.-37, 


through the calendar year 1974, were funded in this 
manner. 


During the 1950’s and 1960's, as communities 
throughout the nation gained firsthand experience 
In administering urban renewal programs, new 
methods of urban renewal began to emerge. In- 
creasingly, communities began to consider rehabili- 
tation as a means of dealing with deteriorating 
urban areas. The federal government bolstered this 
idea by drawing up several types of code enforce- 
ment and rehabilitation programs. Brookline im- 
plemented two Concentrated Code Enforcement 


Programs in the Washington Square and Coolidge 
Corner areas, the financial details of which are men- 
tioned below. 


When the Community Development Act was signed 
by President Ford in August, 1974, an entirely new 
approach to renewal and development activities 
was established. However, the town is fortunate in 
that it has engaged in a considerable amount of 
planning and implementation with various citizen 
groups in connection with the basic objectives of 
providing housing assistance for low and moderate 
income persons and eliminating slums and blight. 


The major direction of Brookline’s renewal and 
Community Development for the decade of the 70’s 
was established in the Community Renewal Pro- 
gram final report, Program for Town Renewal, 
adopted by the Board of Selectmen in 1969. This 
report, which culminated a five-year process of 
coordinated planning studies on all major aspects 
of Community Development in Brookline, focused 
on three basic issues or needs facing the town: 1) 
declining residential areas, 2) the need for publicly 
assisted housing, and 3) the decline or obsoles- 
cence of existing commercial areas. The intervening 
years since that report have seen changes in federal 
funding levels and funding mechanisms, but these 
three basic issues remain the most critical for 
Brookline in terms of Community Development 
programming. 


In response to the specific citizen participation ob- 
jectives of the Community Development Act, the 
Board of Selectmen on November 11, 1974 desig- 
nated the Council for Planning and Renewal to 
coordinate the citizen participation effort; and two 
public hearings were held in December to obtain 
citizen views on Community Development needs 
and priorities. 


As a result of these hearings and based on the vari- 
ous objectives contained in the Act, the Board of 
Selectmen on January 20, 1975 adopted a policy for 
the future allocation of Community Development 
funds not already committed to an existing project: 


That it is the policy of the Town of Brookline that 
funds received under the Housing and Commu- 
nity Development Act of 1974 be expended in 
accordance with the following priorities: 


1. Elimination of conditions in housing oc- 
cupied by persons of low and moderate in- 
come which are detrimental to the health, 
safety and public welfare through code en- 
forcement and rehabilitation assistance; 


2. Expansion and improvement of the quantity 
and quality of community services for per- 
sons of low and moderate income, in accor- 
dance with the provisions of paragraph (8) 
of Section 570.200 of HUD Rules amd Regu- 


lations for Community Development Block 
Grants; and 


3. Improvement of the existing retail and 
commercial areas in order to provide for the 
Town's citizens attractive, efficient and 
economically viable centers, offering a wide 
range of goods and services. 


On January 27, 1975 the Board held a formal public 
hearing on these priorities and on a discussion draft 
of the town’s first year Block Grant Application. On 
February 3, 1975 the Board authorized the submis- 
sion of a final application to the state and regional 
clearing houses for review, which was done on Feb- 
ruary 20. The basic activities and allocations con- 
tained in this application are as follows:

Upon receipt of clearing house comments, the ap- 
plication was sent to the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development prior to the April 15 deadline, 
with approval expected within 75 days from that 
date. As can be seen from the list of activities above, 
a substantial portion of the available first-year funds 
has been allocated to the Central Village area in 
recognition of the need for rehabilitation in this area 
as well as in recognition of the various planning 
efforts directed toward this area over the past sev- 
eral years. The other activities, though less substan- 
tial in terms of amounts, are seen as necessary to 
maintain an effective program of community im- 
provement. In succeeding years, it is anticipated 
that more emphasis will be placed on the social as 
well as: the housing needs of low and moderate in- 
come persons in Brookline. 


Selectmen's Steering Committee 
on Planning and Rehabilitation 


The Selectmen’s Steering Committee on Planning 
and Rehabilitation was formed by the Selectmen in 
September. Among the chief concerns in its charge 
were: 


“That the Committee formulate policies for the 
planning, rehabilitation and revitalization of the 
community's commercial and residential areas, and 


“That, in studying and making recommendations 
concerning proposals to upgrade the quality and 
aesthetic characteristics of development activities 
in the town’s commercial and residential areas, 
the Committee accord priority to Coolidge Corner, 
Brookline Village, Washington Square, lower Bea- 
con Street, and other areas deemed in need of atten- 
tion by the Board of Selectmen or the Committee.”’ 


In addition to Selectman Abrams, Chairman of the 
Steering Committee, representatives of the major 
town agencies dealing with planning and renewal 
were appointed, including:

The Committee met with representatives of mer- 
chant groups, retail and commercial property own- 
ers, and residents of neighborhoods abutting the 
major commercial areas in order to hear their con- 
cerns. Frequently cited were the problems of un- 
sightly marketing activities and storefronts; inade- 
quate parking facilities; and improper traffic con- 
trol, both vehicular and pedestrian. 


The Committee sponsored a graphic slide presenta- 
tion of visual pollution and what has been done 
about it in numerous New England communities. 


The primary policy recommendation of the Commit- 
tee, approved by the Selectmen, has been to allo- 
cate the sum of $30,000 over the next two years for 
coordinated design planning and market studies for 
commercial and retail properties, principally in the 
Coolidge Corner and Central Village areas. The 
funds will be allocated from the town’s entitlement 
under the Community Development Act.

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Federal Grant Programs 


The town, largely through the efforts of Special 
Counsel Sara K. Wallace, has been very successful 
over the past several years in obtaining federal 
funds under various grant programs. 1974 was a 
particularly fruitful year in this regard with the town 
receiving approximately $986,731 from the federal 
government under the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development and Bureau of Outdoor Recrea- 
‘tion programs. Specific grant awards were as fol- 
lows: 


e Schick Playground, a BOR-approved project 
for which the town may receive up to $34,000, 
or 50% of the cost, was started and completed 
during the year. This playground received the 
Massachusetts Landscape Contractors’ As- 
sociation Award for excellence of design. 


e The Lawton Playground, also approved by the 
BOR for $29,843 — 50% funding — was com- 
pleted during the current year. It too received 
the Massachusetts Landscape Contractors’ 
Association Award for excellence of design. 


e The completely renovated Outdoor Skating 
Rink located at the top of Anderson Park and 
dedicated November 22, 1974 is the bene- 
ficiary of a BOR grant, returning to the town 
$152,500 representing 50% of the total cost. As 
now reconstructed, the rink can be used as a 
year-round multi-use recreation facility. It pro- 
vides for ice skating and hockey, street hockey, 
tennis, roller skating, paddle tennis, shuffle 
board, dancing and concerts. It has been 
commended by the BOR “as a truly excellent 
facility;” received the ‘‘wholehearted en- 
dorsement of the Massachusetts Office of 
State Planning and Management”’ as a crea- 
tive, innovative, valuable recreation resource 
in an urban area; and earned the commenda- 
tion of the Department of Community Affairs 
for the town “‘for its long-term approach to a 
never-ending demand for recreational fa- 
cilities.”’ 

e The Pierce Playground, completed in 1974, 
was the recipient of $46,488 in BOR funding. 


e Brook Street Playground, constructed under 
an Open Space Land Grant Program of the 
Department of HUD, received a grant of 
$104,544 for acquisition and construction and 
$12,206 for relocation and was completed this 
year. 


e The Kent Playground was assisted to the ex- 
tent of $18,190 in BOR funding and was com- 
pleted in 1974. 


e The most recently approved project for BOR 
funding was the acquisition of Hall’s Pond, the 


only remaining natural pond in the town, and 
the reconstruction of the Amory tennis courts 
adjacent to the pond. They will receive up to 
$111,750 (50%) in such funds. Additionally, 
$18,950 in state self-help funds for assistance 
in acquiring Hall’s Pond will be used toward 
payment of the town’s share of the total cost. 


The Bureau of Outdoor Assistance Fund projects 
are administered by the Massachusetts Department 
of Natural Resources. Joel Lerner, Director of the 
Division of Conservation Services in that depart- 
ment, has rendered invaluable assistance in the 
planning and execution of these programs. 


Also completed this year by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works was the extensive sewer program origi- 
nally approved in 1967, for which the town received 
$567,600 under the Water and Sewer Facilities Grant 
Program through the Department of HUD. 


Finally, the Washington Square Code Enforcement 
Program, locally designated as the Neighborhood 
Improvement Program, a three-year program origi- 
nally planned to close in 1974 but extended to June 
30, 1975, has received $1,400,000 representing two- 
thirds of the cost of the program. The town’s share 
was provided in services. Not included in the above 
but as direct grants to home owners was the sum of 
$106,000 and as loans to home owners, the sum of 
$234,500. These latter sums were 100% funded by 
the Department of HUD without any town participa- 
tion. 


The success of the Washington Square Program 
was due in large part to the experience gained under 
the earlier concentrated code enforcement effort in 
the North Brookline area. That undertaking resulted 
in an expenditure of $1,758,909 for various public 
works and property rehabilitation loans and grants 
totalling $651,390. As in the case of Washington 
Square, the federal government’s participation in 
the program consisted of a two-thirds share of all 
project costs. 


Concentrated Code Enforcement 


As indicated above, the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development approved an extension of the 
Washington Square Concentrated Code Enforce- 
ment Program to June 30, 1975. To date, 99.5% of 
the 868 structures in the area have been inspected 
for code violations including the State Sanitary 
Code, the Town Building Code and the Town Fire 
Code. As of April, 1975, of the 648 structures found 
in code violation, 87.3% have subsequently been 
brought into compliance and 93.3% of the dwelling 
units have been brought into compliance. Prior to 
the impounding of federal low interest Section 312 
loan funds in late 1972 by former President Nixon, 17 
structures had been rehabilitated through the Sec- 
tion 312 loan program using $172,550 in federal 


money. There is no direct cost to the community for 
such loans. 


The release of some limited funds by HUD in June of 
1974 enabled the local staff to secure $83,092 in 3% 
loan funds to rehabilitate an additional 17 homes in 
the Washington Square area. To date more than 
$103,808 in federal grant money has been expended 
in the area to bring 32 homes into code compliance. 
Federal grant money is still available to area home 
owners who qualify. Total rehabilitation expendi- 
tures of both private and federal funds total in ex- 
cess of $1,200,000 and are expected to exceed 
$1,500,000 by June 30, 1975. The extension to June 
30, 1975 will enable the staff to obtain compliance 
with applicable codes of those properties still in 
violation and to seek financial assistance currently 
available to those qualified to receive it. This exten- 
sion was due in great part to the recognition by HUD 
of the accomplishments of the Washington Square 
Program in assisting home owners to bring proper- 
ties into code compliance, all of which have been 
achieved within the original budget limitations ap- 
proved by HUD. 


Norfolk County Tax Litigation 


The Selectmen, after several conferences with Rep- 
resentative James Segel and following receipt of 
Town Counsel’s opinion, declined to pay to the Nor- 
folk County Treasurer the sum of $604,646.96, the 
balance due on the town’s 1974 county assessment, 
on the basis that said amount was in excess of the 
10.76% assessment set forth in the 1972 Biennial 
Report of the State Tax Commission. Instead, the 
amount of $26,232.32 was forwarded to the com- 
missioners to satisfy the 10.76% assessment for 
which the Selectmen considered the town respon- 
sible. The reasons advanced to the county commis- 
stoners were as follows: 


(a) That the Norfolk County Commissioners’ 


levies on Brookline for payment of county costs 
were unconstitutional. 


(b) That by statute, the county commissioners 
are required to value property based upon the fair 
cash value given to each piece of property in each 
of the cities and towns in the county in the follow- 
ing proportions: 

1. 75% of the valuation is predicated on the val- 
uation of the property as established in 1945, 
and 
25% as reported by the State Tax Commission 
in their 1961 Biennial Report. 

Based on that method for assessing county costs, 
Brookline is responsible for 16.78% of the Norfolk 
County assessment. 

(c) That the 1972 Biennial Report of the State Tax 
Commission reflects that Brookline is responsi- 
ble for only 10.76% of the county tax. 

(d) A comparison of the 16.78% assessment with 
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the 10.76% assessment set forth in the 1972 re- 
port of the State Tax Commission evidences the 
disproportionate and unreasonable nature of the 
tax levied against the town. 
The decision to withhold payment as outlined above 
was made following a conference between Chair- 
man Cochrane, Representative Segel, Town Coun- 
sel Roseman, and the Executive Director of the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers’ Foundation, which had 
been recommending revision of the county assess- 
ment formula for several years. At the same time 
Town Counsel had informed the Board that the best 
chance to challenge the constitutionality of the 
county assessment was in not paying the balance of 
the tax due and then seek a declaration by the Court 
that the assessment was invalid and unconstitu- 
tional. Accordingly, a bill for declaratory judgment 
was filed with the Supreme Judicial Court on May 3 
on the matter of county assessments. 


Despite the urgings of the Massachusetts Tax- 
payers’ Foundation and other interested parties 
over a considerable period of time, the General 
Court had taken no action to change the valuation 
figures. A major thrust of the town’s bill for declara- 
tory judgment was to encourage the Legislature to 
correct these long-standing inequities. Its effect was 
evident when the Joint Committee on Taxation con- 
sidered Chapter 492 of the Acts of 1974, the remedy- 
ing legislation. The Committee, in its report to the 
Legislature, referred to the suit brought by Brook- 
line and joined in by the Town of Weymouth 
and made the following statement: 


‘The major problem in this area is that the basis 
for apportioning these assessments among the 
cities and towns of each county or area is eleven 
years out-of-date, whereas the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth specifically requires that the val- 
uation basis be updated ‘once in every ten years 
at least.’ ”’ 


C. 492 was subsequently enacted, and the change in 
the county tax formula benefited Brookline by ap- 
proximately $620,000. 


With regard to the petition for declaratory judgment 
on the 1974 county tax assessment, we are pleased 
to report that the Supreme Judicial Court on April 8, 
1975 sustained the town’s position that the valua- 
tions established in 1963 cannot constitutionally be 
employed to establish the proportion of the county 
tax to be paid by the town in 1974. Application of the 
1963 assessment, according to the court, led to an 
added financial burden for Brookline significantly 
above what appears to be the more accurate and 
current proportions set out in the 1972 State Tax 
Commission's valuations. The court concluded that 
a distribution of county taxes based on valuations 
more than 10 years out of date when the distribution 
is based on valuation alone is unconstitutional and 
further represents ‘‘an arbitrary and capricious allo- 


cation of the burden of county costs in complete 
disregard of principles of equality and proportion.”’ 


On the matter of fiscal relief, the court felt that it 
must be determined by the Legislature, which has 
the responsibility for determining the correct appor- 
tionment of the 1974 county tax for Brookline. 


Inasmuch as the allocation of the tax remains a 
legislative question, the Selectmen have requested 
our representatives and senator to file a bill forth- 
with in line with the Supreme Court decision. If 
the legislation is enacted prior to the setting of the 
tax rate for FY 76, the Assessors may use the amount 
withheld for 1974 — $604,646.96 — as a receipt in 
computing the rate. The formula change guarantees 
a reduced payment for Brookline for 1975 and sub- 
sequent years. 


The Selectmen are most grateful to Representative 
James Segel for urging this matter upon us and 
commend Town Counsel David M. Roseman for his 
successful argument before the Supreme Judicial 
Court. 


Parking for the Proposed New Lincoln School 


The Selectmen and Planning Board have long been 
convinced that the best solution to the parking prob- 
lem at the site of the proposed new Lincoln Schoolis 
the use of the state-owned land along Route 9 be- 
tween Warren Street and Hedge Road. 


The 1973 Annual Town Meeting voted under Article 
31 to authorize the Board of Selectmen to lease from 
the Commonwealth a parcel containing 39,920 sq. 
ft. for the purpose of providing parking for the new 
Lincoln School. On June 18, 1973, the Selectmen 
executed the lease with the Commonwealth, acting 
through the Department of Public Works, subject to 
several conditions including provisions that the 
term of the lease would be for a period of five years; 
that an environmental impact statement and report 
would be prepared, signed, and approved if neces- 
sary; and that both parties would have the right to 
terminate the lease by giving the other party a one- 
year notice of termination in writing. 


This lease document was executed by the State 
Board of Public Works Commissioners on June 20, 
1973. Difficulties arose, however, when the lease 
document was transmitted to the Governor’s Office 
for final approval. It was determined at that time that 
the Governor would not sign the lease until a deci- 
sion had been made with regard to the necessity of 
an environmental impact study and the results of 
such a study, if undertaken, could be evaluated. In 
order to expedite this process, the town agreed to 
prepare the required environmental assessment 
form, which is a preliminary statement describing 
the features of the proposed project and forms the 
basis for a final decision by the State Secretary of 
Environmental Affairs as to the necessity of con- 
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ducting a full environmental impact study. This en- 
vironmental assessment form was developed by the 
town’s Planning Department after consultation with 
the Conservation Commission and other concerned 
town agencies and was transmitted to the State De- 
partment of Public Works on August 5, 1974. 


In light of the Board of Appeals’ decision of June 6, 
1974, which stressed the need for a realistic ar- 
rangement for long-term parking, the Selectmen, on 
August 21, 1974, requested the State Department of 
Public Works to consider the possibility of revising 
the terms of the lease agreement to provide-for a 
long-term, perhaps a 75-year or 99-year, lease ar- 
rangement. We also raised with the Department the 
possibility of purchasing the land in question, even 
though the Department had indicated previously 
that its policy was not to sell such property. 


We are pleased to report that the State Department 
of Public Works has agreed to an outright transfer 
agreement on the Boylston Street parcel which will 
be acted upon at the 1975 Annual Town Meeting. 
Also, early in February the Office of Environmental 
Affairs accepted the environmental assessment re- 
port filed jointly by the State Department of Public 
Works and the School Building Assistance Com- 
mission and did not require the completion of a full 
environmental impact study. Subsequently, the 
Secretaries of Transportation and Construction and 
Educational Affairs advised the Board of Appeals 
that the transfer of title of the Route 9 parcel would 
be made upon affirmative action on the school pro- 
ject by the Brookline Town Meeting and approval of 
state aid by the State Board of Education. 


These favorable decisions at the state level were due 
in large measure to the entreaties of Chairman 
Cochrane, John Connorton, Chairman of the School 
Committee, and Representative John Businger, who 
conferred on several occasions with representatives 
of the Governor’s Office and the State Department 
of Public Works. Chairman Cochrane and other 
town officials also appeared before the Committee 
on Local Affairs to urge favorable action on bills to 
authorize and direct the Department of Public 
Works to transfer or lease on a long-term basis the 
land in question. 

On the basis of these assurances the Board of Ap- 
peals on April 17, 1975 granted the necessary var- 
iances and special permits, adopting the Planning 
Board’s recommendation that the school be re- 
quired to provide a total of 55 parking spaces. Of 
these, nine are proposed to be located on the site to 
the north of the Kennard House. The remaining 46 
spaces are proposed to be located on the Boylston 
Street property. 


The Selectmen and Planning Board have consis- 
tently supported this proposal as the most desirable 
solution for the parking problem both environmen- 
tally and economically. It results in the least vehicu-

lar impact on the neighborhood because the park- 
ing lot will be adjacent to and accessible from Route 
9 on the edge of the residential area rather than in its 
midst. The parking lot is designed to preserve most 
major trees on the property and to provide screen- 
ing to minimize the visual impact on adjacent prop- 
erties and streets. Only one-third of the property will 
be paved. Finally, the use of the state-owned land for 
parking will effectively enlarge the school site and 
permit the provision of more play space on the site. 


Solid Waste Transfer Station 


As indicated in last year’s Annual Report, the 
Selectmen have been strongly of the opinion that 
the construction of a solid waste transfer station at 
the site of the town’s municipal incinerator rep- 
resented a practical solution to the solid waste dis- 
posal problem, one which would blend with the 
short-range problem of compliance with the state 
regulations, with the developing regional disposal 
plan, and ultimately with any long-range proposals 
such as an energy plant. 


At the time of the 1974 Annual Town Meeting, it was 
hoped that the transfer station could be constructed 
as a ‘turnkey’ operation with the design, construc- 
tion, and furnishing of equipment combined as a 
total package for bidding purposes. On that basis 
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the sum of $942,000 was appropriated by Town 
Meeting and contracts were awarded shortly 
thereafter for the disposal of the town’s solid waste 
in East Bridgewater, for road and site improvements 
at the transfer station site, and for the “turnkey” 
development of the project. These contracts were 
awarded subject to the passage of special legisla- 
tion on or before June 15 exempting the project 
from the provisions of the bidding statute and con- 
tingent upon the availability of funds on July 1 which 
was also the subject of special legislation. The latter 
measure was necessary to permit the town to bor- 
row the necessary funds and thus avoid burdening 
the town’s tax levy with the entire cost of the transfer 
station. 


Chairman Cochrane made a comprehensive presen- 
tation on these bills on May 1 to the Committee on 
Local Affairs, which reported favorably on the bor- 
rowing aspect of the legislation but recommended 
against the “‘turnkey’”’ construction proposal. Ac- 
cordingly, new bids were solicited for the construc- 
tion of the station resulting in an award of contract 
on July 29 to Edward R. Marden Corporation, the 
low bidder, in the amount of $538,800. This contract, 
together with those executed earlier with East 
Bridgewater Associates for acceptance and dis- 
posal of solid waste at $9.25 per ton and with D. F. 


Frangioso and Co., Inc. for road and site improve- 
ments at the incinerator at a cost of $95,970, assures 
a total project cost that will fall well within the Town 
Meeting appropriation. 


It is expected that the new facility will become oper- 
ational in May, 1975, making it possible for the town 
to transport its entire volume of solid waste to the 
private resource recovery facility in East Bridgewa- 
ter. We will thus fulfill our commitment to the State 
Department of Public Health to comply with the air 
pollution control regulations by July 31, 1975. 


Legal Services Study Committee 


The Selectmen reported last year that a Legal Ser- 
vices Study Committee had been created to review 
the entire gamut of legal services provided for the 
town. The scope of its study included, but was not 
necessarily limited to, the following: 


(a) 
(b) 


The current demand for legal services; 
The manner in which these services are now 
being provided by the firm of Tyler & 
Reynolds; 

The problems, if any, with regard to the 
availability of legal services to the various 
departments; 


How services can be improved; and 


How the manner in which legal services are 
performed in Brookline compared with the 
systems in effect in other municipalities and 
in large private corporations. 


During its deliberations which extended over 16 
months, the Committee, chaired by Gerald H. Lep- 
ler, Esq., conferred with city solicitors and town 
counsels from other municipalities; the Selectmen; 
the Executive Secretary; the heads of major de- 
partments; representatives of certain boards and 
commissions; representatives of the Advisory 
Committee; and David M. Roseman, Esq., senior 
partner in the firm of Tyler and Reynolds. The Com- 
mittee also reviewed the prior legal services study 
committees’ reports of 1968 and 1971, asummary of 
current and past legal expenditures, and data con- 
tained in a legal services survey of the cities and 
towns of comparable size to Brookline. 


The Committee was very much concerned with the 
proliferation of the legal services within the various 
town departments, and all agreed that the town 
should not permit the employment of counsel by the 
respective boards or departments. It was noted that 
the Rent Control Board had legal counsel and attor- 
neys employed by that Board which were not ac- 
countable to Town Counsel. The Committee ap- 
preciated the unique problems arising out of this 
most sensitive agency and concurred in its need for 
its own counsel and staff attorneys. Bond Counsel, 
as well as Labor Relations Counsel, is highly 
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specialized; and the Committee reasoned that both 
Bond Counsel and Labor Relations Counsel need 
not necessarily be members of Town Counsel’s 
legal firm. 


The Committee’s specific recommendations, which 
coincide to some extent with those of the prior legal 
services study committee of 1971, are as follows: 


(1) That the present arrangement of having an 
experienced Town Counsel on a part-time 
basis continue; 

(2) That a full-time Assistant Town Counsel, 
who should be a lawyer with a few years 
experience, be hired and assigned to the 
office of the Executive Secretary and that his 
time and services should be available to all 
boards, departments, committees, commis- 
sions and officers of the town, and in addi- 
tion be the attorney in tort litigation against 
the town in cases in which the exposure to 
the town is not extensive and to perform 
such other legal duties as may be assigned 
to him from time to time by either the Execu- 
tive Secretary, Board of Selectmen, or Town 
Counsel. 


The Selectmen have provided sufficient funds in the 
FY 76 budget to implement these recommendations 
and are now recruiting for a full-time assistant town 
counsel, who will commence employment on July 1. 


Recognition of Department Heads 


The Selectmen are always pleased when depart- 
ment heads are recognized for superior achieve- 
ment in their particular fields of endeavor. On May 4, 
1974 Dr. Evelyn Kirrane, Director of Recreation, was 
presented Boston University’s highest award for dis- 
tinguished public service in recognition of 27 years 
of achievement in the field of recreation in Brook- 
line. Dr. Kirrane also received the 1974 honor award 
from the Massachusetts Association for Health, 
Physical Education and Recreation for varied and 
outstanding contributions to the profession. Not 
only the Boston University General Alumni Associa- 
tion but all of her associates and friends applaud Dr. 
Kirrane’s “innovative, creative programs which 
have gained national recognition, with particular 
attention to her courageous and optimistic person- 
ality which has inspired countless children and has 
lifted the spirits of the elderly.” 


In recognition of her many achievements in the field 
of gerontology, Evelyn Greenman, Director of 
Multi-Service Senior Centers, was elected this year 
to the Executive Committee of the Council of Boston 
University’s Gerontology Center. During the year 
she worked closely with prominent Boston area 
gerontologists to organize the Massachusetts

Chapter of the National Gerontological Society. 
Soon after the establishment of the Massachusetts 
Association of Gerontology, she was appointed 
chairwoman of the Membership Committee and a 
member of the Executive Committee. She also con- 
tinued to serve on the Massachusetts Public Health 
Council, which sets policy for the State Department 
of Public Health and has broad powers over state 
health facilities, environmental affairs, food and 
drug regulations, and provision of direct medical 
services in state programs. 


Purchasing Agent Edward F. Clasby was presented 
with a certificate of merit at the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews for his active assistance to 
the Human Relations — Youth Resources Commis- 
sion in its affirmative action endeavors by contribut- 
ing to the creation and enforcement of a strong, 
meaningful municipal equal opportunity program 
and encouraging successful minority participation 
in the town’s bidding process for services and ven- 
dors. Another outstanding example of Mr. Clasby’s 
activities in this realm was his role in preparing an 
article ina pamphlet and instructing the participants 
in aconference of Massachusetts town and city pur- 
chasing agents on the practical aspects of establish- 
ing, affirmative action programs. 
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The American Bicentennial is the single most impor- 
tant event of this decade and perhaps of our time. It 
presents an unusual opportunity to involve our fel- 
low citizens in a rededication to the principles and 
system of government we cherish. The town is 
deeply indebted to the members of the Bicentennial 
Commission who have assured that Brookline with 
its rich heritage will play a significant role in the 
Bicentennial celebration beginning on April 19, 
Wass: 


The Commission’s chairman, Jason A. Aisner, pre- 
sents the following report of the Commission's ac- 
tivities: 


During the past year the Brookline Bicentennial 
Commission has made substantial progress toward 
developing a program for celebrating the nation’s 
200th birthday that would engender enthusiasm 
through pageantry, provide a stimulus for the crea- 
tive talents of the town’s citizens, and assure lasting 
contribution to the historical preservation of the 
town’s assets. 


The commission has met as a body at least once in 

each month since its inception in the spring of 1973. 

We have coordinated our activities with virtually 

every department of the town; with the merchants; 

and with many civic, religious, educational, social, 

artistic, and other groups in town. We have also. 
maintained a very close and cordial relationship 

with the Brookline Historical Society. 


There are three principal areas in which Bicenten- 
nial commissions generally are working. 


1. Heritage. This includes the updating or the compi- 
lation of an inventory of local historical information, 
sites, buildings, works of art, and the like. 


2. Festivals. Pageants and parades come within the 
purview of this category. 


3. Horizons. This is the generic term applied to pro- 
jects and programs of future, lasting value, such as 
renovation of one or more old buildings, land recla- 
mation, dedication of a bicycle route or footpath, 
and similar enduring enterprises. 


Since all of our intended activities cover those vari- 
ous categories, Brookline applied and was des- 
ignated a Bicentennial Community by the American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission (now Ad- 
ministration) in Washington on November 15, 1973. 
We proudly display the official flag in the lobby of 
Town Hall and all town stationery bears the hand- 
some logo of the American Revolution Bicentennial 
Administration. 


At the outset, we decided it was in the best interests 
of the town to confine our activities to Brookline and 
not become involved in projects with national, state, 
or other local committees, although we have coor- 
dinated our activities wherever feasible with other 
commissions. We have limited our projects to those 
we thought we could manage economically in terms 


of both manpower and funds, it being our theory 
that the quality of our efforts is more important to 
the town than the quantity of our endeavors. Every 
effort is being made to attract the interest of as many 
residents of all ages as possible to participate in the 
program. 


We did not establish any rigid priorities, but we 
agreed not to sponsor a great many pageants and 
parades. They are important to any community 
celebration but are of such fleeting duration that 
comparable efforts could be expended elsewhere 
with more lasting and beneficial results. We have 
planned three events that come under the category 
of pageants. The first, scheduled for April 19, 1975, 
will commemorate the official start of the Brookline 
Bicentennial celebration. Robert Taylor Dawes, a 
collateral descendant of General William Dawes and 
a distinguished citizen in his own right, will be our 
principal speaker. It is expected that the construc- 
tion work at the Devotion School will not interfere 
with our plans to conduct that ceremony at the Ed- 
ward Devotion House on Harvard Street. On the 
Fourth of July, 1975, we hope to have a Family Day of 
picnics, outings, sports events, music, and good fun 
at Larz Anderson Park. At the official close of the 
Bicentennial, on the Fourth of July, 1976, we plana 
gala Hometown U.S.A. rally in the old style — music, 
patriotic speeches, flags flying, and a general per- 
sonal and community pledge to rededicate our- 
selves to the fundamental principles which have 
made America so great that it is able to shrug off the 
occasional slings and arrows from within and with- 
out and advance to an even higher plateau. 


A commemorative map of Brookline ought to be of 
considerable value to the visitor and of historical 
significance to the resident. The object is to use a 
magnificent 1640 map of Muddy River as the base. 
With a series of transparent overlays attached at the 
edges, it will show our town as it appeared in 1705, 
when it was incorporated; in 1776, as it was at the 
time of the Revolution; in 1876, during the Centen- 
nial; and, of course, in 1976. Coupled with this, we 
plan a pamphlet describing the homes, buildings, 
and sites of historical significance in the town anda 
route-marking system. Arrangements are presently 
being made to provide a circuit loop bus that will 
take visitors to the various places, drop them off, 
and pick them up. 


In the field of historical update, we are endeavoring 
to sponsor various projects that should have an ap- 
peal to persons of all ages and interests and, hope- 
fully, will be of enduring significance. Not since the 
John Gould Curtis History of the Town of Brookline, 
Massachusetts, published in 1933 by Houghton Mif- 
flin Company, has there been a definitive updating 
of the history of this town. In 1965, Charles B. Blan- 
chard prepared a complete inventory of the physical 
assets of historical significance, down to the last 
bronze plaque. In the intervening years there have 
been some excellent scholarly articles about Brook- 
line published in The Proceedings of the Brookline 
Historical Society. The commission feels, however, 
that there is a need to consolidate all those items 
and to add more. 
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Data are being gathered by three means: written, 
oral, and visual. The first method, of course, involves 
articles and compositions. The second is quite excit- 
ing — persons who have lived in Brookline for many 
years are being contacted by high school faculty 
and students and asked to record on tape their 
reminiscences about the town, and those interviews 
are being transcribed on paper. Eventually one will 
be able to go to the public library and listen to a tape 
or read the transcription. The visual aspect of this 
project, as the name implies, includes a photo- 
graphic study of the town with emphasis on its his- 
torical sites and an art project among citizens of all 
ages. Hopefully, some of the photographs and 
works of art will be displayed from time to time by 
various merchants and banks and other business 
institutions in the town. 


By far our most ambitious project is the develop- 
ment of a Bicentennial Park. It is our plan to acquire 
by gift, if possible, or by purchase, if necessary, a 
parcel of land in some part of Brookline that can be 
dedicated to active and passive recreation. We vis- 
ualize a small amphitheater seating about 150 per- 
sons, with banking to accommodate overflow. At the 
site small community events associated with the 
Bicentennial could be held. The site could also serve 
as an attractive repository for the old town bell that 
presently languishes in the basement of the 
Museum of Transportation and the granite lintel 
with the town seal that has weathered many a storm 
sitting on the ground behind the Police Station 
since its removal from old Town Hall. A competition 
could be held for a large-scale sculpture piece to be 
placed at or near the site. The piece ought to be of an 
inspirational nature, reflecting the spirit of the 
Bicentennial. We conceive of the park as a place 
where music, dance, school, and theatrical pro- 
grams may be conducted. 


So far the commission has made only one request 
for financial assistance from the town; we have not 
yet been advised by the Massachusetts Bicentennial 
Commission whether our application for a $7,500 
matching grant ($3,750 from the Commonwealth 
and a like amount from the town) for the com- 
memorative map project has been approved. 


We welcome all of the assistance that interested 
citizens of the town are willing to give us to help 
make Brookline’s celebration of the Bicentennial a 
unique and exciting experience. 


In supplementing the efforts of the Bicentennial 
Commission, the Selectmen and Advisory Commit- 
tee have included in the FY 76 operating budget 
sufficient funds to repair and paint the interior and 
exterior of the Edward Devotion House on Harvard 
Street and to paint the exterior of the Putterham 
School, which is located at Larz Anderson Park. 


The Commission’s plans and programs will certainly 
help our community toward a more effective and 
memorable Bicentennial observance, one that has 
dignity and meaning and serves a beneficial public 
service. 


EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


Complying with the vote of Town Meeting, | respect- 
fully submit this, my sixth report on the activities of 
the Executive Secretary. In addition to the broad 
managerial functions of recruiting and recommend- 
ing the appointment of department heads; ensuring 
that orders and policies of the Selectmen are im- 
plemented; participating in the development of the 
capital improvements program; and preparing re- 
ports and data to assist the Selectmen in making 
formal top-level decisions, considerable attention 
has been devoted during the past year to budgetary 
review and control, administrative research and 
analysis, data processing, departmental coordina- 
tion and reorganization, and one of the office’s most 
important responsibilities, public relations. Sig- 
nificant aspects of these matters are related in the 
following sections of the Executive Secretary’s re- 
port. 


Fiscal Concerns 


Considering the inflationary factors that have been 
at work, particularly over the past 12 months, itis not 
surprising that the town experienced a $7 tax rate 
increase for FY 75, even after an extremely ‘hard 
line’ budget review. This increase provided only for 
maintaining previous service levels and not for sig- 
nificantly expanded programs. The factors respon- 
sible for the tax rate increase were, of course, not 
wholly related to the increase in the town’s regular 
operating expenses, although they did include ex- 
traordinary emergency items related to the energy 
crisis. Rather, they were chiefly attributable to a very 
small growth in valuations; no appreciable increase 
in local receipts; the fiscal impact of collective bar- 
gaining as conducted under the statutes, the ulti- 
mate cost of which was $1,904,748; significantly 
higher premium costs for employee health and life

insurance, due mainly to adoption of the so-called 
master medical plan; and substantial increases in 
our charges for workmen’s compensation and 
property insurance. The tax rate increase would 
have been more than $7 were it not for the fact that 
the Legislature enacted an up-to-date formula for 
state and county assessments and distributions 
which benefited Brookline substantially. 


The table below clearly depicts the trend since 1970 
in tax rates, assessed valuation and tax revenue 
required to be raised: 


The decrease in valuations in 1972 was due to 
statutory elimination of the personal property tax on 
domiciles. The overall increase of total valuation 
(tax base) from 1970 through FY 75 is 7.5%; the 
increase for the same period in the amount to be 
raised by taxation is 37.6%. There is no indication at 
the present time that the negative trend in these 
areas will vary substantially in the next few years. 
Dependency on the property tax will, in all probabil- 
ity, increase even further unless a major redistribu- 
tion of all revenues collected at the state and local 
levels is authorized by the Legislature, a not too 
likely prospect and one that might not affect the 
Town of Brookline favorably if adopted. While fed- 
eral revenue sharing has been helpful in holding 
down tax rate increases during the past two years, 
the amount derived from this source (approximately 
$700,000 per year) will probably remain relatively 
stable assuming that Congress agrees to continue 
this long overdue program of federal aid beyond the 
current expiration date of December 31, 1976. It 
follows, therefore, that exceptional measures are 
necessary to prevent Brookline’s real estate taxes 
from becoming even more oppressive than they now 
are. Otherwise, we can expect the annual tax re- 
venue percentage increase, set forth on the table 
above, to continue at a minimum of 10%.

It has been a matter of record for years that 
Brookline’s expenditures per capita have far ex- 
ceeded those of most, if not all, communities in the 
Commonwealth in the areas of park and recreation, 
libraries, health, police, fire, and public works — 
these high per capita costs being in direct relation to 
the nature and extent of programs and facilities au- 
thorized in prior years. In the field of education, 
Brookline has consistently led all other cities and 
towns in terms of per pupil expenditures. While 
these statistics are not completely meaningful in 
and of themselves, they certainly point up the 
necessity of improving productivity in several areas. 
That term, which was our budget theme this year, 
means giving the taxpayers more services for their 
tax dollars, or giving them the same or a reduced 
level of services for fewer tax dollars. It is the path 
between tax increases and service reductions. It is 
not easy to find, but we are firmly convinced that if 
we are to continue to offer essential services of high 
quality to those who live here without markedly in- 
creasing the tax burden, we must reduce the service 
base from which we calculate the operating budget. 
In short, we have passed from the period where our 
objective was to slow down the growth of expendi- 
tures to one where significant cuts in nonessential 
services will have to be made. Since a major portion 
of any community’s budget is in compensation, we 
have no alternative but to gradually reduce the 
number of employees of the town and to expect 
greater productivity from all other employees. To 
this end the administrative staff was particularly 
mindful this year, our second in program budgeting, 
of the necessity of improving productivity in several 
departments. 


Additional refinements in the program budgeting 
process were developed in cooperation with a spe- 
cial subcommittee of the Advisory Committee. All 
departments were requested to further refine their 
statements of objectives, descriptions and activity- 
output data; to further evaluate their current pro- 
grams in terms of their goals, effectiveness and effi- 
ciency; and to list their subprograms and elements 
on a priority basis. With this information at hand, it 
has been possible, at least to some extent this year, 
to propose lower levels of service in those areas 
where it was decided we are now overexpending. 
The intensive review of departmental budgets by the 
Executive Secretary resulted in reductions of 
$996,208. 


With reference to budget control after appropria- 
tions have been made by Town Meeting, the ad- 
ministrative staff now examines monthly appropria- 
tion reports with a critical eye, noting any areas 
where expenditures appear to be out of step with 
appropriations. Seasonal factors are, of course, 
considered when we take note of any appropriations 
that appear to be underexpended or overexpended. 
Close contact is maintained with the various sub- 
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committees of the Advisory Committee in this re- 
gard by means of memoranda which advise them of 
those accounts which are at a disproportionate level 
for that time in the fiscal year. This procedure im- 
proves budgetary control and retains the flexibility 
necessary for the day to day management of the 
town’s fiscal affairs. 


Administrative Studies 


One of the most important functions of the 
Selectmen’s administrative staff is the conduct of 
administrative research studies aimed at insuring 
maximum efficiency in departmental operations 
with a view to reducing annual costs. 


During 1974 the staff looked into the town’s policies 
in the area of transportation for town employees, 
particularly with respect to the availability of au- 
tomobiles to department heads and personnel in the 
Building, Health, Park, Forestry, Recreation, Public 
Works, Transportation, and School Departments. 
Analysis revealed 


(1) that the Building and Health Departments 
offer the best possibility for reduction in the 
number of town-owned passenger cars with- 
out hampering departmental operations;

that it would be economically advantageous 
for the town to purchase smaller cars wher- 
ever possible; and 


that travel allowances should be substituted 
for automobiles wherever possible, particu- 
larly in the case of department heads and 
other administrators who in the past have 
utilized vehicles purchased, maintained and 
fueled by the town.

The major specific recommendation as far as cur- 
rent expenses are concerned was to reduce the 
number of vehicles in the Health and Building De- 
partments by five. As a result, no new town cars will 
be purchased in FY 76. The following policy votes 
were adopted by the Board of Selectmen at the time 
this administrative study was considered: 


VOTED: That the policy be established that stan- 
dard size vehicles assigned to department heads 
and administrators be replaced by compact size 
vehicles as they come due for replacement, and it 
was further 


VOTED: That the policy be established that com- 
pact size vehicles used primarily in supervision and 
building inspection be replaced by subcompact size 
vehicles, unless the need is demonstrated other- 
wise, and it was further 


VOTED: Thatthe policy be established that vehicles 
assigned to employees who are retiring be removed 
from the town-owned passenger car fleet, unless the 
need is demonstrated otherwise, and it was further 


VOTED: That the Report on Town-Owned Pas- 
senger Vehicles and Employee Transportation be 
forwarded to the School Committee with the request 
that it be reviewed carefully with a view to effecting 
reductions in the School Department in line with the 
report’s recommendations and those of the Execu- 
tive Secretary. 
Another area of staff study in 1974 was town rev- 
enues obtained through license fees. In this regard 
the Revenue Resources Committee, in a report a few 
years ago to the Board of Selectmen, commented as 
follows: 
The town’s fee schedules for licenses, permits, 
etc., have not been revised for a number of years 
and are underpriced. We recommend that they be 
reviewed by appropriate heads of departments 
and the charges updated (a) commensurate with 
current costs in administering them (b) in line 
with similar charges by other suburban com- 
munities and (c) in accordance with provisions of 
current state statutes and town regulations. In 
many instances, the costs of issuing legal docu- 
ments can be recovered through the charging of 
a fee. The town should charge the maximum al- 
lowable by law and sponsor legislation to in- 
crease obsolete fee levels. 


Most of the license fees in question are prescribed 
by statute, thus requiring special legislation for 
Brookline in order to revise same. The Legislature 
assisted us in this endeavor by enacting Chapter 70 
of the Acts of 1974, which authorized the Selectmen 
to establish lodging house license fees at not more 
than $20, which fee was set by the Board effective 
July 1, 1974. Formerly, the lodging house license fee 
was $2 per annum. Later in the year authorization 
was also granted for an upgrading in the common 
victuallers and innholders license fees from $5 to 
$25, the rate which went into effect in Brookline on 
October 7. It is interesting to note that there are 
presently 75 lodging house licenses outstanding

and 87 common victuallers; so the projected annual 
increase in revenue from these sources ($3,090) is 
rather substantial. 


Legislative action in these areas was followed by the 
staff's recommendation to the Selectmen that a 
further revision in the lodging house license fee 
schedule be implemented based on the number of 
rooms, a practice which is followed in the City of 
Boston. A further recommendation was that the fees 
for auctioneers licenses, 23 in number, be increased 
from $2 to $10 per annum. A substantial modifica- 
tion in the hackney license fee schedule was also 
proposed. For years the pertinent legislation, C.40 
$.22, stipulated that the town could ‘annually re- 
ceive $1 for each license granted to a person to use 
any such carriage or vehicle therein.” That fee was 
obviously grossly inadequate to cover the adminis- 
trative costs relating to the issuance of hackney 
license permits by the Transportation Director and 
the Police and Health Departments as indicated in 
the following table:

Inasmuch as the cost to the town of administering 
this program is in the vicinity of $12,000 per year, it 
was recommended that steps be taken to amend the 
provisions of C.40, s.22 so that the Transportation 
Board could periodically review and revise the fees 
as conditions change. An example of the kind of fee 
schedule and potential revenues which will result 
are as follows:

The Selectmen presented these recommendations 
to the November Special Town Meeting, which 
unanimously approved the filing of the necessary 
legislation.

coverage and solicitation of new bids on same; 
3) proper allocation of those departméntal charges 
that overlap several departments, e.g., traffic con- 
trol and maintenance of vehicles; 4) consolidation 
of departmental bulletins and reports in the interest 
of reducing printing costs and mailing charges; 
5) capital equipment replacement program as it re- 
lates to the annual budget preparation process; and 
6) codification of the town’s bylaws and special 
statutes which comprise our municipal charter. 


Data Processing 


It is generally recognized that Brookline has taken a 
position of leadership in electronic data processing 
in local government. Data processing, as well as the 
hardware that supports our efforts in this area, is 
under constant review with the objective of reduc- 
ing cost and improving effectiveness. 


Our immediate concern is the various installations 
within the town. The town’s computer performs a 
variety of applications for many departments and 
consists of equipment currently on lease from the 
Burroughs Corporation designated as the B1700 
series. The Department of Public Works has a small 
Wang mini-computer basically for engineering pur- 
poses. The School Department has either pur- 
chased or leased the following hardware: 


(a) On lease an 1130 1BM computer used primar- 
ily for student scheduling and other adminis- 
trative purposes as well as instructional pur- 
poses in the occupational and business de- 
partments; 


(b) A Data General mini-computer in the mathe- 
matics department with eight terminals used 
exclusively for instructional purposes. 


Recognizing the concern that has been expressed 
relative to consolidation of in-house equipment asa 
means of more effectively meeting the total data 
processing needs of the town, a committee has or- 
ganized consisting of the Executive Secretary, the 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools for Funds and 
Facilities, the Comptroller, the Purchasing Agent, 
and key data processing personnel of the town and 
school departments to consider this problem. 


Because of time constraints on all of the above- 
mentioned committeemen and the need for spe- 
cialized assistance, it was agreed that any com- 
prehensive study would require the employment of 
consultants. Accordingly, the committee, after sev- 
eral meetings, has under consideration a draft of a 
proposal embodying the scope of a data processing 
survey. This proposed study would encompass the 
following: 


1) An assessment of the needs of present and 
future applications and requirements of all 
departments on a priority basis for the next 


five years; 


2) asearch for applications having revenue pro- 


ducing potential; 


the possibility of the interfacing of applica- 
tions with other agencies of government; 


interviews with department heads, adminis- 
trators, and program chairmen; 


An analysis of present data processing opera- 
tions including current budget, inventory of

equipment owned or leased, and other data 
processing service contracts, if any; 


Development of alternatives for the im- 
plementation of applications including hard- 
ware requirements and location; personnel 
— numbers and cost; and conversion costs 
including, but not limited to, hardware and 
overall annual cost for the creation of a de- 
partment of data processing. 


Upon the finalization of this proposal, recognized 
consulting firms with governmental experience will 
be asked to submit a proposal for undertaking such 
a survey which will provide the basis for a determi- 
nation and recommendation of our approach to the 
future of data processing and the expanding role it 
will play in our internal affairs. 


Code Enforcement Reorganization 


The town’s organization for code enforcement has 
been substantially improved since the inception of 
the federally-supported code compliance program 
in 1967. The improved methods and procedures 
which have been developed by the staff of the 
Neighborhood Improvement Office will be adapted 
insofar as practicable in the operation of the estab- 
lished town agencies with continuing respon- 
sibilities in the area of code enforcement. Thus 
when the federal program at Washington Square 
terminates on June 30, the town will be prepared to 
continue concentrated code enforcement in the 
Central Village area at the same level of productivity 
as obtained in the federal code areas. 


While statutory authority for enforcement of the Fire 
and State Sanitary Codes will remain with the Fire 
Chief and Health Director respectively, the adminis- 
tration and coordination of day to day work assign- 
ments of fire prevention and of housing inspectors 
will be under the jurisdiction of the Building Com- 
missioner, who has overall responsibility for most of 
the code enforcement activities in the town. 


This reorganization of our code enforcement pro- 
gram resulted from meetings of the Staff Steering 
Committee on Code Enforcement, chaired by the 
Executive Secretary, which had been charged by the 
Selectmen to investigate ways of improving the ex- 
isting organization, bearing in mind statutory and 
bylaw provisions as well as civil service require- 
ments. Planning for the new organizational ar- 
rangement was interrupted in late 1973 when Build- 
ing Commissioner Frederick E. Wegner became ill 
and Code Enforcement Coordinator Edward T. Cal- 
nan left to accept employment with the City of Lynn.

Mr. Wegner’s illness proved fatal, and with his pass- 
ing in July, 1974 the town lost an outstanding public 
servant and a department head whose capabilities 
were of the highest order. Although his career with 
the town was relatively brief, he had revitalized the 
Building Department, demonstrating leadership 
qualities which won for him to an unusual degree 
the admiration and respect of his subordinates and 
associates. 


The town was fortunate in securing as a replace- 
ment for Mr. Wegner, Royce E. Beatty, who was 
previously employed as program control director for 
ITT Sheraton Design and Development, Inc., Bos- 
ton; and between 1960-1970 was employed by the 
City of Philadelphia as chief of port engineering and 
later as director of engineering and construction 
and chief engineer. Mr. Beatty was chosen from a 
field of approximately 60 applicants when the 
Selectmen appointed him on September 3, 1974. He 
brings to Brookline an impressive background in 
the field of building construction and extensive ex- 
perience in public management and code enforce- 
ment organization as well.

The Selectmen and Executive Secretary were grat- 
ified to receive the ‘‘Outstanding Achievement” 
award of the International Institute of Municipal 
Clerks for Brookline’s 1973 Annual Town Report.

A pleasant highlight of 1974 was the above award for the 
1973 Annual Report. 


TOWN MODERATOR 


As a result of the redistricting of precincts which 
required all candidates for the Town Meeting in 1974 
to run from 16 new precincts (formerly there were 
12), many former Town Meeting Members failed to 
run or gain election; and new members in the Town 
Meeting numbered 72, more than the usual annual 
turnover. 


In cooperation with the Town Meeting Members’ 
Association, an indoctrination session was con- 
ducted on Town Meeting protocol. The Moderator, 
as in previous years, was available during scheduled 
calling hours prior to each of the meetings for con- 
sultation with Town Meeting Members who wished 
advice on procedure or assistance in the wording of 
motions. Many Town Meeting Members availed 
themselves of this opportunity, and the Annual 
Town Meeting saw active participation by the newer 
members. 


Moderator’s Appointments 


This year for the first time the Moderator distributed 
a questionnaire to all Town Meeting Members to 
determine their interest in serving on committees as 
well as to obtain as much background on their ex- 
perience and special expertise as possible. Replies 
were received from about 50 percent of the Town 
Meeting Members which have proved particularly 
helpful in making appointments during this change- 
over year. 


The redistricting required a bylaw change with ref- 
erence to the Moderator’s appointment of the Ad- 
visory Committee; and every position on this com- 
mittee of 30 was appointed new. While the Mod- 
erator appointed a majority of the committee from 
former members, many new appointees were taken 
from the questionnaires and many new sources of 
expertise were added to the committee. While the 
work of the Advisory Committee speaks for itself, it 
is gratifying to the Moderator to see how sought 
after appointments to the committee are, when the 
commitment by each appointee is to as many as 36 
full committee meetings per year and as many sub- 
committee meetings (depending upon the sub- 
committee to which the appointee is assigned). No 
other volunteer committee in the town makes a 
greater commitment in time and energy! 


The Moderator appointed the Committee on Town 
Organization and Structure, designating Hannah C. 
Levin as chairman for the sixth year. Mrs. Levin was 
also appointed chairman of the ten-member special 
committee for Articles 13 and 16 created in the fall 


Special Town Meeting. Other members serving on 
that committee include Adrian E. Bessey, Craig 
Bolon, Benjamin H. Lacy, Francis E. McCone, Pa- 
tricia Ostrander, John M. Reed, Thomas C. Robin- 
son, and Richard A. Siegel, and Kenneth Nelson as 
associate member. The Moderator wishes to give 
special recognition to the very effective and talented 
leadership shown by Mrs. Levin as chairman of both 
of these important committees. 


Prospective members have been obtained for a 
Moderator’s committee created under Article 31 of 
the 1973 Annual Town Meeting with reference to the 
state-owned land which the town hopes to acquire 
for use in conjunction with the new Lincoln School; 
but the committee will not officially be appointed 
and organized until the status of the lease or pur- 
chase of the land from the state is resolved. 


Following the election of Michael S. Dukakis of 
Brookline to be Governor of the Commonwealth, the 
Moderator appointed a special committee of Town 
Meeting Members, represented by both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic Town Committees, to con- 
sider presenting a resolution saluting this event 
from the Town Meeting. Members of the committee 
were Luster Delany, chairman; Bertram J. Dane, Lil- 
lian J. Freedman, and Joan B. Lamphier. 


The following resolution to the fall Town Meeting 
was passed unanimously: 


The history of Brookline has been enhanced by 
anew chapter in having one of its former Town 
Meeting Members and Representatives to the 
Great and General Court elected Governor of 
the Commonwealth. Now, therefore, be it re- 
solved that the Brookline Town Meeting Mem- 
bers unite in honoring Michael S. Dukakis. 


His career has left a significant imprint on the 
people of Brookline and the entire state whom 
he has served faithfully and capably for many 
years. He brings to the governorship the high- 
est ideals and standards as well as a deep un- 
derstanding of and respect for the political 
process. His election to this office of national 
prominence gives us great satisfaction and 
pride. 


We congratulate Governor-elect Michael S. 
Dukakis and his family with the knowledge that 
his administration will be one of distinction 
and accomplishment. 


Governor Dukakis will appear to receive a properly 


engrossed copy of the resolution and address the 
opening session of the 1975 Annual Town Meeting. 


Activities Preceding Fall Town Meeting 


An inducement to arrive early at the fall Town Meet- 
ing was provided by the performance of the Brook- 
line High School Woodwind Ensemble which played 
from 7:00 to 7:30 p.m. under the direction of Edward 
J. Madden and was arranged for by the Moderator. 
The recital was extremely well received, and as a 
follow-up the Moderator has invited Roy S. Kelley 
and the Brookline High School Concert Choir to 
perform between 7:00 and 7:30 at the opening night 
of the 1975 Annual Town Meeting. (The Brookline 
High School Choir was invited to Washington to 
perform at the Kennedy Center for the Performing 
Arts representing all of New England during the fall, 
and Town Meeting Members and spectators alike 
will find this recital an unusually rare treat.) 


The fall Town Meeting again contained a number of 
articles on zoning. The Moderator wishes to thank 
the Town Meeting Members’ Association and its 
outgoing president, Luster T. Delany, for having 
continued the innovation of the previous year by 
providing a bus trip so that Town Meeting Members 
could visit the pertinent sites for rezoning or land 
acquisition. This service is extremely important and 
assists those who participate to become particularly 
knowledgeable in their voting on issues before the 
Town Meeting. The Moderator hopes that the Town 
Meeting Members’ Association will be able to con- 
tinue this service in the future and that even more 
Town Meeting Members will avail themselves of this 
opportunity. 


Town Meeting Tapes 


Beginning with the Annual Town Meeting in 1971, 
the Moderator arranged for the taping of the Town 
Meetings so that each may be studied to determine 
ways of improving the operation of the meeting. The 
Moderator has completed studying the tapes for 
1971 through 1973, and they are available at the 
main Brookline Public Library for use and study by 
all. The tapes of subsequent years will be added to 
the collection. 


Moderator’s Shelf 


As established a few years ago by this Moderator, for 
the three weeks prior to each of the Town Meetings, 
the main library and branch libraries have set asidea 
special ‘‘Moderator’s Shelf,’’ which contains books 
and printed matter pertaining to the Town Meetings 
as well as space for the display of photographs, 
plans, etc., by all boards and commissions relative 
to any articles in the warrant. Copies of the complete 
budget and recommendations of the Board of 
Selectmen and Advisory Committee on all articles 
are included. Not only Town Meeting Members but 
other citizens interested in the warrant can avail 
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Town Moderator Justin L. Wyner presides over a ses- 
sion of the Town Meeting.

tion. 


The Moderator wishes to thank Assistant Town 
Clerk John Kendrick for writing the narrative of the 
Town Meeting highlights for 1974 and the summary 
of the Annual and Fall Town Meetings which follow 
this report. The highlights and summary are not 
intended to be a substitute for the detailed official 
report of the Town Clerk as reported in Part 2 of the 
Annual Report and available at all public libraries. It 
is hoped, however, that this summary will impart an 
accurate overview for those citizens unable to at- 
tend the meetings of some of the determination and 
concern of the Town Meeting and its work. 


The Moderator also thanks all members of the 
Brookline High School Key Club who acted as vol- 
unteers for one or more of the Town Meeting eve- 
nings by carrying portable microphones to the Town 
Meeting Members wishing to ask questions so that 
they might address the meeting from their seats. 
Students involved were: Mark Anderson, Michael 
Cline, Ricky Close, Donna Koretsky, Susan Lazarus, 
Linda Marks, Linda Rosenberg, and Daniel Wyner. 
This is the third year that students from the high 
school have participated in this way. It has con- 
tinued to enable both Town Meeting Members and 
spectators to hear all comments and questions 
without the necessity of repetition by the Moderator. 


The Town Meeting in Brookline has proved to be a 
very effective grass roots type of government. To 
continue this effectiveness, it is important that every 
citizen understand that he or she has access to this 
form of government either through Town Meeting 
Members, or, where necessary, by addressing the 
Town Meeting directly. Any citizen wishing to speak 
to the Town Meeting on issues of concern in the 
warrant should contact the Moderator through the 
Town Clerk’s office. Every effort will be made to 
permit such participation. 


TOWN MEETINGS 


HIGHLIGHTS 
1974 Annual Town Meeting 


Town Moderator Justin L. Wyner gaveled the 1974 
Annual Town Meeting to order on the evening of 
March 26, the start of five nights of debate on sub- 
jects ranging from solid waste transfer station and 
reconstruction of Larz Anderson Park Ice Skating 
Rink to acquisition of the Hall’s Pond area and con- 
struction and renovation of the Edward Devotion 
School. 


Town Clerk Thomas F. Larkin recorded 246 out of a 
total of 258 Town Meeting Members. It was the high- 
est attendance of the five sessions of the Annual 
Meeting held in the high school auditorium. The 
lowest attendance came on the evening of the fourth 
session when 222 Town Meeting Members were 
present. 


The entire elected body of Town Meeting Members 
had to be elected at the Annual Election held on 
March 5, 1974, with the redistricting of the precinct 
lines at the beginning of the year. The redistricting 
reduced the membership from 274 in 1973 repre- 
senting 12 precincts, to 16 precincts represented by 
15 members each with 22 at-large members for a 
new complement of 262. 


The Invocation was delivered by His Grace Bishop 
lakovos of Apomeia, President of Hellenic College of 
the Holy Cross Orthodox School of Theology, 50 
Goddard Avenue, and Bishop of the Greek Orthodox 
Churches in New England under the Greek Or- 
thodox Archdiocese. 


After the Moderator’s introductory remarks which 
placed particular emphasis on the procedure for 
articles to be reconsidered, a motion was passed 
recessing the Annual Town Meeting and calling to 
order the first of two Special Town Meetings within 
the Annual Town Meeting. Following unanimous 
approval of the appropriation or the transfer of 
funds to supplement various departments’ ac- 
counts, including Public Works, Police and Comp- 
troller, the Annual Town Meeting was reconvened. 


The Moderator, in traditional fashion, read through 
the articles. Those not held for debate or requiring 
further information were voted on first. Approxi- 
mately 30 percent of the 54-article warrant was dis- 
pensed with on the first evening, including the an- 
nual appropriation article. Opening the discussion 
of the budget, Robert C. Cochrane, Jr., chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, estimated that the town’s 
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tax rate for fiscal year 1975 would be $80 per $1,000 
of valuation or an increase of $7 over the previous 
year. 


The Personnel Board reported that they have not 
reached final agreement with any of the negotiating 
units representing the various employee groups in 
collective bargaining but that substantial progress 
had been made in this most difficult inflationary 
year. The Personnel Board also recommended to 
amend the bylaws of the town by elevating nine 
positions to a higher grade. Eight gained approval of 
the meeting. The adjustment to the annual appro- 
priation for salary increases to town employees was 
based on the 8.5% recommendation of the Person- 
nel Board. 


The Police Department budget was debated and 
reduced on the recommendation of the Advisory 
Committee by eliminating the position of legal ad- 
visor and clerk-typist for the legal advisor. A motion 
to appropriate $1,500 for heating, lighting and venti- 
lation for the Brookline Arts Center was defeated. 
Motions for the addition of a traffic design engineer 
to the Department of Transportation and for two 
park rangers to the Park Department were also de- 
feated. 


The Board of Selectmen prevailed over the Advisory 
Committee’s recommendation regarding the con- 
tingency account. The Advisory Committee recom- 
mended that funding for unforeseen needs come 
from the Reserve Fund. The Selectmen, however, 
maintained that smooth operation of the town 
necessitated a $43,000 contingency account under 
the control of the Board of Selectmen, who meet on 
a regular basis. 


The funds previously appropriated for the recon- 
struction of Larz Anderson Skating Rink were sup- 
plemented by $145,000. However, Town Meeting de- 
feated a proposal of $100,000 for plans and specifi- 
cations for an indoor ice skating facility. 


It was in October, 1973 that the Town Meeting first 
considered the disposition of the St. Mark’s Church 
property, which the town had leased for classrooms 
during the construction of the new Pierce School. A 
resolution was passed authorizing the Selectmen to 
determine the appropriateness of acquiring St. 
Mark’s Church, exclusive of the parsonage, to be 
used by all age groups within the town as a commu- 
nity center for educational, recreational and other 
related public purposes and to report their findings 
to the next Town Meeting. 


The Selectmen’s ad hoc committee appointed for 
this purpose concluded that the town should lease 
the facility for five years at an annual rental of 
$32,000, with an option to either buy the property at 
the end of that period or extend the lease. However, 
the proposed leasing under Article 10 was defeated 
by the 1974 Annual Town Meeting, the Advisory 
Committee voicing strong opposition on the 
grounds that the study was too vague; that the busi- 
ness terms were not clearly spelled out; that sucha 
proposal would disrupt the town’s scheduled Capi- 
tal Improvements Program; and finally, that the area 
already contains many town-owned facilities which 
may be used for such purposes. 


The second of the two Special Town Meetings 
within the Annual Town Meeting was convened on 
April 2, and $942,000 was appropriated for a solid 
waste transfer station. 


The rising popularity of tennis nationwide is no less 
apparent in Brookline and is resulting in heavy de- 
mand and optimum usage of our facilities. Town 
Meeting approved the reconstruction of courts at 
Amory Playground but expressed a desire to adhere 
to the Capital Improvements Program and fiscal 
austerity by denying other tennis facility proposals. 


Town Meeting approved the acquisition by the town 
of the privately owned area of Hall’s Pond. It was the 
first time in the history of the town that the acquisi- 
tion of private property for conservation purposes 
had been allowed by Town Meeting. The Conserva- 
tion Commission’s presentation, utilizing several 
visual aids, won majority support for the $102,000 
proposal. 


The establishment of an Historical Commission 
gained the unanimous support of the Town Meeting. 


As part of the School Committee’s long-range pro- 
gram for equalization of school facilities, a roll call 
vote was conducted on the appropriation of 
$5,388,000 for construction of an addition to and 
modernization of the Edward Devotion School. 
There were 182 voting yes, 34 voting no and 3 voting 
present. The construction of the new Pierce School 
and the renovation of the Lawrence School were the 
initial projects of this program. 


Article 49, seeking to change the date of the Annual 
Town Election to the first week in April in non- 
Presidential election years and to the first Tuesday 
in March in Presidential election years, was referred 
to the Moderator’s Committee on Town Organiza- 
tion and Structure. The findings were reported to 
the fall Special Town Meeting. 


Fall Special Town Meetings 


Perhaps the briefest Town Meeting ever held in 
Brookline was convened on September 11, 1974. 
The meeting gave approval to several items that 
were agreed upon by various employee groups and 
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the Personnel Board, thus disposing of additional 
parts of the collective bargaining process which had 
not been concluded at the time of the Annual Town 
Meeting. The Police, Fire and Engineering unions 
were still in collective bargaining as of December 31, 
1974. 


A 21-article warrant was dispensed with in a three- 
session Special Town Meeting commencing on 
November 19, 1974. Business began with a reso- 
lution honoring the election of Michael S. Dukakis, a 
former Town Meeting Member and present resident 
of Brookline, as the Governor-elect of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. The agenda included 
articles ranging from seeking legislative authoriza- 
tion to reimburse certain town employees for pri- 
vately owned tools stolen from the town garage to 
amending town bylaws regarding budget prepara- 
tion. 


The zoning bylaw, having undergone several exten- 
sive changes in recent years, was further refined by 
text amendments redefining certain dimensiona! 
requirements. The zoning map was also amended. 
Several property owners of the affected areas ap- 
peared on their own behalf or were represented by 
counsel — in some cases, expressing strong oppo- 
sition. Zoning changes calling for several map 
changes failed to receive the two-thirds vote neces- 
sary for passage. 


The ‘“‘downzoning” of the St. Mark’s Church prop- 
erty was the subject of extensive debate, but Town 
Meeting voted to retain the current regulations. 


The School Committee argued for acquiring by 
eminent domain property for the proposed new Lin- 
coln School. A roll call vote was conducted; there 
were 133 voting yes, 90 voting no and 5 abstaining. A 
two-thirds vote being required, the article was de- 
feated. Oppenents stated that the Park School 
property had been acquired in good faith by a previ- 
ous Town Meeting in the belief that the site was 
adequate. 


A Moderator’s committee was asked to study the 
subject matter of Articles 13 and 16, the financing of 
urban renewal projects and a grant and loan pro- 
gram for the rehabilitation of residential and small 
commercial properties, and to report to the Select- 
men any recommendations to be considered by the 
1975 Annual Town Meeting. 


The Moderator’s Committee on Town Organization 
and Structure advanced several constructive sug- 
gestions for bringing the town’s calendar with re- 
spect to town meetings, budget review and adop- 
tion, etc., into harmony with the provisions of the 
new fiscal year law. It was unanimously voted to 
change the deadline for submission of town meet- 
ing articles to the first Tuesday after the first Monday 
in February rather than in January and to require 
budget estimates in the Selectmen’s Office by 
January 2 rather than November 1. 


SUMMARY OF ACTIONS TAKEN 


The following is a summary of the actions taken by 
the Annual and Special Town Meetings during 1974. 
More detailed, official Town Meeting Records ap- 
pear in Part Il of this Annual Report, copies of which 
are available in the Town Clerk’s Office, the 
Selectmen’s Office and the Public Libraries. 


Annual Town Meeting, March 21, 1974

Amendments to the Classification and Pay 
Plan. |t was VOTED to amend sections of the Clas- 
sification and Pay Plan to provide for reclassifica- 
tions, additions, deletions and name change of cer- 
tain positions. 


Article 4. Amendments to Personnel Bylaw. \t was 
VOTED to amend sections of the Personnel bylaw 
changing the grievance procedure, qualifications 
for appointments to the Personnel Board, and time 
schedule for filing of annual recommendations for 
the Town Meeting. 


Article 5. Increase in Retirement Allowances. It was 
unanimously VOTED to increase the retirement al- 
lowance of any former employee of the town who 
was retired on account of injury sustained in the 
performance of his duty. 


Article 6. Annual Appropriation Vote. It was VOTED 
to adopt an operating budget for the fiscal year July 
1 through June 30 in the amount of $37,276,723 
which included the following changes to some 
budgets as submitted:

Article 7. Use of General Revenue-Sharing Funds. 
The adoption of Article 6 requires that General 
Revenue-Sharing Funds be applied to offset the 
1975 Tax Levy. NO ACTION TAKEN. 

Use of General Revenue-Sharing Funds. |n 
light of the policy adopted under the preceding two 
articles, VOTED — NO ACTION TAKEN. 


Article 9. Payment of Unpaid Bills. \t was unani- 
mously VOTED to authorize the payment of two un- 
paid bills incurred in 1972 but submitted late. 


Article 10. Lease of St. Mark’s Methodist Church. A 
motion to authorize the Selectmen to lease the 
property commonly referred to as St. Mark’s for a 
community center was DEFEATED. 


Article11. Additions and Alterations to the Edward C. 
Devotion School. It was VOTED to appropriate 
$5,388,000 for construction and furnishing of an 
addition to the Devotion School and the reconstruc- 
tion, remodeling, rehabilitation and modernization 
of the present plant. 


Article 12. Solid Waste Transfer Station. Since the 
subject matter of this article is to be considered in 
the Special Town Meeting on April 2, 1974, NO MO- 
TION was made and NO ACTION TAKEN. 


Article 13. Highway Construction Program. |t was 
VOTED to appropriate $111,589 for the reconstruc- 
tion and repair of several streets under Chapter 90. 


Article 14. Street Reconstruction Program. NO AC- 
TION was taken to appropriate $100,000 for the re- 
construction of several streets, paths, sidewalks and 
bridges. 


Article 15. Water Main Improvements. It was VOTED 
to appropriate $130,000 for the laying and relaying 
of water mains in portions of several town streets. 


Article 16. Reconstruction of Anderson Park Outdoor 
Skating Rink. |t was unanimously VOTED to appro- 
priate $145,000 to supplement the previous appro- 
priation of $160,000 for the reconstruction of Larz 
Anderson Park Artificial Ice Skating Rink. 


Article 17. Construction of Tennis Courts at Amory 
Playground. \t was VOTED to appropriate $80,000 for 
the construction of one tennis court at Amory Play- 
ground and reconstruction of five existing courts. 


Article 18. Construction of Tennis Courts at Soule 
Recreation Center. A motion to appropriate $40,000 
for construction of two tennis courts and resurfac- 
ing an existing court at Soule Recreation Center was

Article 22. Widening a Portion of Cypress Street near 
Boylston Street. A motion to accept the laying out, 
alteration and widening of Cypress Street was DE- 
FEATED. 


Article 23. Traffic Control Signal Improvements at 
Cypress and Kendall Streets. VOTED to appropriate 
$40,000 for the engineering design and construc- 
tion of street improvements and traffic control sig- 
nals at Cypress and Kendall Streets. 


Article 24. Study of Traffic Control Signal Improve- 
ments. A motion to appropriate $18,500 for a study 
and design of traffic contro! signal improvements 
along Harvard Street between Washington Street 
and Commonwealth Avenue was DEFEATED. 


Article 25. Acquisition of Land — Hall’s Pond Area. 
VOTED to appropriate $102,000 authorizing the 
Selectmen to take land by eminent domain and the 
Conservation Commission to prepare and carry 
forward a program of passive recreation at the Hall’s 
Pond Area. 


Article 26. Extend Comprehensive Plan Review 
Commission. VOTED unanimously to extend the time 
for submission of final reports on the revised Com- 
prehensive Plan until 30 days prior to the next Town 
Meeting and grant the Selectmen the power to dis- 
solve CPRC after the next Town Meeting following 
the adoption of the Comprehensive Plan. 


Article 27. Establish a Development Commission. 
VOTED to refer back to the Selectmen the subject of 
amending the town bylaws by adding a Develop- 
ment Commission.

Article 29. Coolidge Corner Development Program 
— Resolution. NO ACTION was taken to support a 
general planning concept for the Coolidge Corner 
business area.

ACTION was taken to authorize the Selectmen to 
take by eminent domain certain land adjacent to 
Fuller Street for conservation purposes. 


Article 31. Acquisition of Land off Harvard Street. NO 
ACTION was taken to authorize the Selectmen to 
take by eminent domain certain land adjacent to 
Harvard Street for conservation purposes.

Legislation — Establishment of a Revolv- 
ing Rehabilitation Fund. NO MOTION — NO ACTION 
TAKEN.

GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


Town Clerk 


In 1974 the Annual Town Meeting and two Special 
Town Meetings were held. The Annual Town Meet- 
ing, with 57 articles, was held on March 26, 1974 and 
dissolved on April 9, 1974 after five sessions. 


A Special Town Meeting, with three articles, was 
held on September 11, 1974 and dissolved on Sep- 
tember 11, 1974. A Special Town Meeting, with 21 
articles, was held on November 19, 1974 and dis- 
solved November 26, 1974 after three sessions. 


The town election was held on March 5, 1974 and 
12,110 persons voted, or 36.80% of registered vot- 
ers. 


The number of births recorded for the year 1974 was 
316. The number of deaths recorded for the year, 
which is incomplete pending final returns from the 
City of Boston, was 840, of which 574 were Brook- 
line residents. The number of marriage intentions 
filed in 1974 was 542, and the number of marriages 
recorded for the year was 688.

Town Counsel 


Legal counsel for the town has been provided since 
June, 1971 by the firm of Tyler & Reynolds, with 
David M. Roseman, head of the firm’s municipal and 
trial departments, as principal Town Counsel. 


The scope of legal services available to the town is 
quite broad and includes prosecution and defense 
of contract and tort actions on behalf of the town 
and its employees; prosecutions for violations of the 
building and sanitary codes; handling of appeals 
before the Appellate Tax Board; and involvement in 
the arbitration of disputes before the American Ar- 
bitration Association. 


One of Town Counsel’s most important functions is 
to provide legal opinions to those town officials who 
may request them. During 1974 opinions were given 
on avariety of topics including the town’s liability for 
actions of police officers, whether the Advisory 
Committee constitutes a legislative body, the tax- 
exempt status of Cardinal Cushing College and 
guardianship requirements for attendance at Brook- 
line public schools. In addition, Tyler & Reynolds 
provided the Selectmen’s Office with assistance in 


preparing for and conducting the Annual Town 
Meeting as well as the September and November 
Special Town Meetings, and was in attendance at 
the weekly meetings of the Board of Selectmen. 


Major litigation during 1974 included defense of an 
appeal brought jointly by Cardinal Cushing College 
and Boston College in connection with the Board of 
Appeals’ denial of a permit to use certain property as 
off-campus housing for students. The case is cur- 
rently pending before the Supreme Judicial Court. 
Town Counsel also defended the town in connec- 
tion with an appeal regarding the validity of a build- 
ing permit issued for the Dexter Park apartments. 


Through Town Counsel, suit was instituted by the 
town against the Norfolk County Commissioners 
and others challenging the constitutionality of 
county tax assessments for the fiscal year 1974. The 
State Legislature has amended the county assess- 
ment procedure effective in fiscal year 1975, and the 
town is awaiting the decision of the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court with regard to the assessment for fiscal 
year 1974. 


Purchasing 


Inflationary markets continued to dominate the 
economy throughout the year. The 1974 increase of 
12.2% in the U.S. Department of Labor’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics’ Consumer Price Index was the 
highest in 28 years and followed an extraordinary 
1973 increase of 8.8%. Contraction in business ac- 
tivity has resulted in the easing of many material 
shortages and created some downward pressure on 
prices at year’s end. 


The Purchasing Department, by statute, purchases 
all supplies and equipment for every department. 
Purchasing’s activity encompasses all school re- 
quirements together with procurement responsibil- 
ity for outside funded programs including the 
Brookline Early Education Program and the Met- 
ropolitan Planning Project. 


In order to combat inflation and maximize value 
from funds budgeted for the various departments, 
Purchasing utilized all available management tech- 
niques. A bidding calendar for over 40 categories of 
educational supplies and equipment was developed 
in cooperation with the public schools. Insofar as 
possible, every school location’s requirement for 
each category was accumulated and bid once dur- 
ing the year. Certain items by necessity were bid 
more frequently. For example, canned goods and 
food staples for the school lunch program were bid 
monthly. 
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Items used by two or more departments were pur- 
chased on a combined basis to achieve the lowest 
possible prices. This was done for such diverse 
items as athletic supplies, construction and garden 
tools, grass seed, paper towels, toilet tissue, and 
stationery items. Advantage was taken of Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts contracts when their 
prices were lower than could otherwise be obtained. 
Some items purchased under these contracts in- 
clude envelopes, flashlight batteries, fluorescent 
and incandescent lamps, and metal office furniture. 
Cooperative bids with other cities and towns were 
undertaken for road rock salt, lubricating oils, and 
greases. 


Specifications were continuously reviewed to in- 
sure that all requirements were precisely stated and 
written in a manner which would allow open com- 
petition by potential bidders. In this connection a 
catalogue library containing over 700 publications 
was maintained to facilitate specification writing 
and comparative purchasing. Widespread competi- 
tion was encouraged. In addition to the required 
legal advertising for bids, extensive bidders’ lists 
were updated and used. As many bidders as possi- 
ble, including those identified as minority busi- 
nesses under the town’s affirmative action program, 
were invited to bid. 


Effective procurement is essential when faced with 
simultaneous inflation and restricted budgets. The 
Purchasing Department is cognizant of its in- 


creased responsibility and will continue to work 
with each department to promote cost savings 
wherever possible. 


Personnel Board 


Negotiations with all unions for contracts to be ef- 
fective July 1, 1974 through June 30, 1975 were 
begun in the fall of 1973. At the time of the 1974 
Annual Town Meeting in March, no settlements had 
been reached, largely because of the uncertain 
economic conditions which were prevailing, l-e., 
widespread and growing unemployment, coupled 
with the worst inflation since World War Il, and the 
general reluctance of union leaders to settle new 
contracts four months before expiration of existing 
ones. The apparent decision of the police and fire 
unions to utilize newly legislated binding arbitration 
procedures scheduled to become operative on July 
1, 1974 also seemed to be a factor. At the time of the 
Town Meeting, the Personnel Board’s last wage 
offer was for an 8.5% increase. Money based on this 
last offer was appropriated by the Town Meeting in 
order not to delay the setting of the tax rate and to 
have most of the money necessary to fund the 
agreements after they were reached and properly 
executed. 


In May fact-finding was initiated with Local 1358, 
AFSCME. The key issue in dispute was recognition 
of the principle of longevity pay as a supplement to 
regular wages. The fact finder recommended adop- 
tion of the principle with a modest formula — $100 
per year after 10 years of service and $200 per year 
after 20 years of service. While the report was not 
binding on the parties, it was accepted as a reason- 
able basis for a contract; and a Special Town Meet- 
ing was called for September 12 to appropriate 
money for the unfunded cost items as required by 
Massachusetts General Laws (Chapter 150E, Sec- 
tion 7). Almost simultaneously with the above set- 
tlement, contracts were reached without fact- 
finding with the Brookline Library Staff Association 
and the Brookline Recreation Employees Associa- 
tion, and the unfunded cost items in these contracts 
were included in the warrant for the September 
Special Town Meeting. All three contracts were 
based on an 8.5% wage increase for which funds 
had already been appropriated. The major cost 
items considered and approved by the Town Meet- 
ing Members were the longevity plan discussed 
above and a townwide improvement in group health 
insurance to BC/BS Master Medical coverage. Simi- 
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lar improvements in compensation were authorized 
for nonunionized employees in the pay plan. 


Fact-finding was entered into during the summer 
with the three remaining unions — Local 950 IAFF, 
the Brookline Police Association, and Brookline 
Engineering Division Associates. A fact finder’s re- 
port on the Fire Department negotiations was re- 
ceived in August. The report recommended, among 
other items, a 12% wage increase, a 5th week of 
vacation for employees with 20 or more years of 
service, and an improved longevity pay formula. The 
Personnel Board accepted the recommendation re- 
garding longevity which served to give firefighters 
the same formula as existed in the Police Depart- 
ment, but could not accept the recommendations 
with regard to wages and vacations. Continued 
negotiations on the matters were not fruitful and 
binding arbitration was entered into in December. 
The process had not been completed at the end of 
the year. Fact-finding hearings with the Brookline 
Police Association had been completed, but no re- 
port and recommendations had been received by 
December 31. A fact finder’s report resulting from 
hearings with the Brookline Engineering Division 
Associates was received in the last week of De- 
cember. Discussions with the union had not occur- 
red by the end of 1974, but it appeared that the 
report with slight modifications would provide the 
basis for a first contract with this group. 


Labor negotiations continue to consume a growing 
amount of Personnel Board and Personnel Office 
staff time. The bilateral negotiating process does 
not readily fit into the town-controlled budget- 
making timetable, and it is not expected that this will 
change in the near future. For example, the delays in 
settling 1974 contracts made it impractical to begin 
negotiations for July, 1975 contracts in the fall of 
this year, as usually would be the case. The Person- 
nel Board may not be able to provide the 1975 An- 
nual Town Meeting with any reliable indication of 
what 1975 settlements will be, and a Special Town 
Meeting for this purpose may well be necessary. 
However, this is the price of the legislated proce- 
dures providing for finality in bargaining short of the 
right to strike and must continue to be accepted as 
such by all parties. 


PUBLIC SAFETY 


Police Department 


Federal Aid 


During the past few years the Brookline Police De- 
partment has been actively involved in the use of 
available federal funds for some innovative pro- 
grams. To that end the department during 1974 
completed implementation of its Model Police De- 
partment Action Program which enabled the de- 
partment to streamline and modernize several of its 
functions. 


The Police Department is now preparing the specifi- 
cations necessary to purchase the hardware and 
software which will computerize its entire adminis- 
trative record-keeping system. To complement this, 
the department is changing from its present home 
and business alarm system to a compatible com- 
puterized digital terminal. The implementation of 
this project has been made possible by the receipt of 
federal and state funds totaling $93,000, the majority 
of which funds originated with the Governor's 
Committee on Law Enforcement and Administration 
of Criminal Justice. 


Approximately $18,000 has been received this year 
from the same agency for the continuation of the 
Police Planner; and further applications for almost 
$14,000 for Police Planning have been submitted 
and approved. By vote of the Board of Selectmen on 
November 18, 1974, the Police Planner now reports 
directly to the Chief of Police. Under the chief’s 
direction, the Planner is continuing his review of 
and is preparing recommendations for modifica- 
tions in the department’s rules and regulations. Fol- 
lowing town funding of the Police Legal Advisor 
from the completion of his grant in December, 1973 
to June 30, 1974, the Town Meeting did not approve 
this continued function in the Police Department 
budget. Some of his duties in the area of maintain- 
ing legal documents have been taken over by the 
Police Planner. 


This year the Police Department completed its In- 
novative Operations and Management Program 
with the acquisition of approximately $43,000 worth 
of portable radios, a videotape system, a microfilm 
system, and miscellaneous office equipment. This 
equipment was purchased with federal funds ex- 
clusively and has been used to update and comple- 
ment the department’s existing facilities. 
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A computerized digital readout for commercial and 
residential burglar alarm systems was put into service 
in the Police Department in 1974. 


In light of Brookline’s centralized urban iocation, 
the department has continued its active participa- 
tion in the affairs of the Greater Boston Police 
Council. Under the auspices of the council, the 
Police Department has acquired, again with federal 
funds, an additional $10,000 communications con- 
sole. When this system is completed, all Brookline 
officers, when necessary, will be able to converse 
directly with their counterparts in any one of 29 
cities and towns. 


Training Programs 


The department designed, established specifica- 
tions for, and initiated a Supervisory Management 
Training Program this year which consisted of a 
40-hour course given by a professional consulting 
firm to the 25 sergeants, lieutenants, and captains in 
the department. This program gave these senior 
command officers specific instruction regarding 
personnel, management, and employee motivation. 
The entire training course was recorded by depart- 
mental technicians on videotape reels that are now 
in the process of being edited into usable packages 
which will be reshown to newly appointed command 
personnel. 


One hundred twenty-five officers have participated 
in the department’s 40-hour In-service Training 
Program. This included the training in firearms of all 
departmental personnel at the National Guard’s 


Camp Curtis Guild in Wakefield. In addition, 22 of- 
ficers attended classes at Boston University, North- 
eastern University, Boston State College, and Suf- 
folk University. The Police Department had officers 
attend a Rape Crisis Intervention Program as well as 
the Breathalyzer School at Fort Devens; and seven 
officers attended recruit training at police 
academies in Medford, Waltham and the University 
of Massachusetts in Boston. Two officers and the 
Police Planner attended a course given by the Re- 
gistry of Motor Vehicles on the L.E.A.P.S. communi- 
cations system. In addition, a senior command of- 
ficer attended a school in Hostage Negotiations 
which was sponsored by the Massachusetts Crimi- 
nal Justice Training Council and the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 


Community Services 


Under the Operation Identification Program, the 
Police Department has on hand electric engraving 
tools which are loaned out to Brookline citizens for 
the purpose of identifying all property of value. The 
townspeople are given decals which are placed ona 
door or window so that a potential intruder will 
realize that any property stolen from the premises 
will be traceable. 


The dog officer is now assisted by two civilian dog 
officers who were approved at the 1974 Annual 
Town Meeting. Other officers continued to serve on 
parking meter maintenance, for Town Counsel, and 
as Parks Police. Four of the school traffic super- 
visors served as the department’s Matron on a part- 
time basis. 


The Community Relations Division continued its 
program of familiarizing the community with the 
activities of the Police Department. Officers from the 
Public Information and Assistance Bureau distrib- 
uted crime prevention information to homeowners 
and instructed citizens in crime prevention tech- 
niques. This was accompanied by both lectures and 
on-site surveys of residences and business estab- 
lishments. In addition, the Youth Bureau arrested 
121 juveniles based on complaints issued by the 
Juvenile Court; and the bureau’s personnel assisted 
in clearing 842 cases through other agencies includ- 
ing schools, welfare department, and mental health. 
The division’s personnel conducted a total of 190 
lectures and classes in the Brookline school system, 
various community organizations, and neighbor- 
hood associations. 


The department has maintained its policy of offering 
certain types of emergency assistance such as 
transportation of the sick and injured to hospitals, 
and inebriates to detoxification centers. 


Auxiliary Police 


The auxiliary police force continued its crime pre- 
vention activities during the past year. Founded dur- 
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ing World War Il, itis the oldest auxiliary police force 
in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. There are 
currently 14 auxiliary police officers who donate an 
average of 15 hours per man per month to the de- 
partment. They patrol the town in their own vehicles 
and carry portable radios issued by the department. 


In addition to the general patrol function, the aux- 
iliary police officers have stationary posts to prevent 
vandalism to town-owned property. This force has 
definitely been instrumental in reducing the number 
of acts of vandalism in the town. 

Twelve men were cited in the General Orders for 
meritorious service. Fifty-three men were cited in 
the Special Orders for Excellent Police Work during 
the year.

During 1974 four officers retired including three pa- 
trolmen and one detective. In addition, one Parks 
Police officer retired. Eight permanent officers were 
hired to fill existing vacancies. 


The department investigated approximately 21,000 
complaints, made 584 arrests, rendered assistance 
on 12,104 occasions and assisted 287 persons in- 
jured in 1,524 motor vehicle accidents. The actual 
number of arrests is down due at least in part to the 
effects of recent changes in state statutes under 
which public intoxication is no longer an arrestable 
offense.

As defined by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
“Part I" crimes consist of offenses regularly re- 
ported to law enforcement agencies by victims or 
witnesses. Crimes classified as ‘‘Part Il’’ frequently 
go unreported, thereby making any index of them 
rather unreliable. 


Fire Department 


During 1974 the Brookline Fire Department re- 
sponded to 2,804 alarms and emergencies, an in- 
crease of 297 over the previous year. Included in this 
total were eight multiple alarms, six 2-alarm fires, 
and two 3-alarm fires. Mutual aid was rendered to 
the cities of Boston, Newton, Cambridge and 
Chelsea. Brookline received assistance and cover- 
age from Boston and Newton on line boxes and 
multiple alarm fires. The estimated fire loss for the 
year totaled $719,106 — an increase of $183,323 
over the previous year. 


Administration 


Administratively, there was one change. Chief An- 
drew J. Colgan retired after 28 years of service; and 
on August 26, 1974, Acting Chief William E. Murphy 
was appointed Chief of Department. In addition to 
Chief Colgan, 16 other members of the department 
were retired, and one member resigned. Two 
firefighters were promoted to the rank of lieutenant 
and 17 permanent provisional firefighters were 
hired to fill existing vacancies. 


Since the department is now under the direction and 
control of the Board of Selectmen, new rules and 
regulations were promulgated by the Board relating 
to the control and administration of the Fire De- 
partment; they became effective July 1, 1974. 


“Metrofire’’ Project 
The department, 1 of 25 participating fire depart- 


ments, continues to work closely with the Metropolli-. 


tan Area Planning Council and its ‘‘Metrofire’’ pro- 
ject. The project was launched in 1973 and is aimed 
at improving and expanding the level of cooperation 
which currently exists between the neighboring fire 
departments of the Boston Metropolitan area 
achieving both greater efficiency and improved per- 
formance of operation of the Greater Boston Mutual 
Aid system. The council applied for and received a 
demonstration grant from HUD to help underwrite 
the cost. 


Currently the department is in the process of de- 
veloping a master plan for fire protection in order to 
eventually qualify for expected federal funding and 
grants under the recently signed National Fire Pre- 
vention and Control Act. Federal grants for equip- 
ment and training will be available only to those fire 
jurisdictions that operate from a federally approved 
master plan for fire protection. 


Fire Prevention Division 


The Fire Prevention Division completed its reor- 
ganization and is now under the command of a de- 
puty fire chief assisted by two lieutenants and three 
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firefighters. One of the lieutenants is presently as- 
signed to the Health Department for inspection of 
lodging houses, nursing homes, day care centers, 
etc. The division’s program of inspection is con- 
cerned with the need for proper maintenance of 
structural features of buildings, thus insuring pro- 
tection against the spread of fire. Fire prevention 
and inspection services are performed in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 148 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, related fire prevention regulations, and 
Articles 4 and 12 of the State Building Code. Over 
3,300 inspections were made during the year, cover- 
ing all types of occupancies and new construction. 
Schools, hospitals, nursing homes, day care cen- 
ters, and hotels were inspected quarterly, as re- 
quired by law, and the required reports were for- 
warded to the various state agencies: Department of 
Public Health, Public Safety, and The Office of Chil- 
dren. The division also issued permits for the stor- 
age of flammable fluids and gases, installation and 
alteration of oil burners and tanks (or removal of 
same), welding and cutting operations, blasting op- 
erations, and certificates of flameproofing for in- 
terior decorations and carpeting. 


The division continued to work closely with the 
Conservation Commission; and as a result of their 
joint efforts, they forwarded to the Board of Select- 
men for ratification new rules and regulations per- 
taining to the storage of fuel oil and gasoline in the 
town. Both departments .are confident that the 
proposed regulations will do much in the interest of 
public safety, and provide more effective control of 
potential oil pollution problems. Referral forms are 
utilized as a tool for defining and coordinating stan- 
dard inspectional procedures that are necessary for 
efficient cooperation between departments includ- 
ing building, health, etc. 


During the year a memorandum was received from 
the state fire marshal in which he ordered more 
thorough and extensive investigations by local de- 
partments of all fires of undetermined, suspicious, 
or unknown origin. This directive has increased the 
workload of this division, as 7 percent of our total 
alarm response for 1974 falls into the above- 
mentioned categories. During Fire Prevention Week 
members of the division visited every public and 
private elementary school in the town; a motion 
picture film, ‘‘“Sound the Alarm,” was shown, and 
timely and informative literature was distributed. 


Training Division 
Continuous and systematic training is given all 
firefighters at either the training facility on Ham- 


mond Street or, in the off seasons, while on duty at 
the various station houses. The training program

made full use of educational films, slides, visual aids 
and covered the following subjects: resuscitators, 
masks, tools and appliances, radiological instru- 
ments, rescue methods, pump operations, fire 
ground operations, hose and ladder operations, aer- 
ial ladder truck operations and heavy stream ap- 
pliances. Seventy-three classes averaging 2 hours 
per session were held from January through March 
for officer training and refresher courses. All newly 
appointed firefighters attended training classes, at 
the facility, prior to assignment. The Hammond 
Street facility has been used for training and educa- 
tional purposes by the local Water Department, 
Newton Fire Department, Brookline High School 
Chemistry Department, Bunker Hill Community Col- 
lege Fire Science classes, and the Massachusetts 
Institute of Fire Department Instructors. Twenty- 
eight members of the department attended Fire Sci- 
ence classes at either Massachusetts Bay Commu- 
nity College, Bunker Hill Community College, or 
Boston State College. At the request of the School 
Department, the Fire Department training officer, 
Captain Philip A. Renta, has introduced and is cur- 
rently teaching a Fire Science course at Brookline 
High School for students interested in the fire ser- 
vice as a Career. 


Emergency Medical Services 


The department has worked closely with the Health 
Department in developing a plan for improved 
emergency medical services in the Town of Brook- 
line. The goal of the program is to insure that high- 
quality emergency medical care is available to every 
person in Brookline so that the incidence of pre- 
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ventable deaths and permanent disabilities caused 
by trauma and sudden illness is reduced. This pro- 
gram will also insure that all victims of accidents or 
sudden illness are treated at the site of the incident 
and on route to the treatment facility by appro- 
priately trained first responders (firefighters trained 
in CPR and first aid in compliance with Chapter 795, 
Section 201 of the General Laws). Currently the de- 
partment has 35 licensed emergency medical tech- 
nicians, and by June of 1975 will have approximately 
45 or 50. 


Fire Alarm and Wire Division 


During 1974 the Wire Division laid 6,500 feet of mul- 
ticonductor cable and added 12 fire alarm boxes to 
the town system; 10 of the 12 boxes were master 
boxes protecting property. Work was started on the 
improvements to the Fire Department radio system 
and will continue during 1975. New standby bat- 
teries were placed in service replacing batteries that 
were installed in 1957. 


Summer Youth Program 


The department was pleased that it was given the 
opportunity to cooperate and participate in the 
Human Relations - Youth Resources Commission’s 
summer jobs for youth program. This program not 
only provided summer work for youths, but was very 
beneficial to the department as well. The additional 
assistance made possible the updating of the filing 
system for the Fire Prevention Division and the 
completion of a considerable amount of painting at 
headquarters. 


Department of Transportation 


Department of Transportation Established 


The Department of Transportation is the new name 
for the former Department of Traffic and Parking 
created seven years ago. Chapter 317 of the Acts of 
1974 established a Department of Transportation in 
the town, consisting of a Transportation Board, a 
Director of Transportation and such staff as may be 
appointed. In September the Board of Selectmen 
implemented the legislation by appointing the fol- 
lowing six citizens as members of the Transporta- 
tion Board: Robert E. Hillman, Frank S. Koppelman, 
Else Lewin, Leo R. Minahan, Sherman G. Sass, and 
Lawrence R. Seder. 


In February the Selectmen appointed Stanley T. 
Siegel, P.E., as director of the department on a full- 
time basis, following a six-month interim period of 
part-time personal services. In October the Select- 
men appointed Mr. Siegel director of transportation 
to serve coterminus with the appointees to the 
Transportation Board. 


The third element of the Department of Transporta- 
tion, the staff, consists of asecretary and two traffic 
engineering aides. No budgetary provision was 
made to replace Leslie G. MacMurray, who retired in 
April and whose services will be sorely missed by the 
department. 


The Transportation Board has exclusive authority to 
adopt, alter or repeal rules and regulations relating 
to traffic and parking in the town and has all the 
authority previously granted to the Board of Select- 
men by virtue of the provisions of Section 22 of 
Chapter 40 of the General Laws, which authority had 
been given to the director of Traffic and Parking by 
previous legislation. The Transportation Board has 
established a regular meeting schedule and has put 
into practice the legislative mandate that all actions 
be taken after public notice and at a public meeting. 


The Transportation Board replaces the former Traf- 
fic Advisory Board and the Advisory Committee on 
Traffic and Parking. The services of the citizens and 
town officials on these two groups have been in- 
valuable during previous years, and during the 
greater part of 1974, in advising the director of the 
department on many important decisions. The town 
and the Department of Transportation acknowledge 
with thanks the outstanding contribution of citizens 
such as Ralph Rudnick, David C. Nichols, John P. 
McElroy, Katheryn W. Wheeler, and Harris Coles. 


Coordination with Other Departments 


The major function of the Department of Transpor- 
tation continues to be coordination with other town 
departments. Considerable time was spent on oper- 
ational review of plans and proposals submitted to 
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the Department of Public Works, the Redevelop- 
ment Authority, the Building Department, and the 
Planning Department. Included among these pro- 
jects are the Lincoln School, Devotion School, Cen- 
tral Village Rehabilitation Program, Marsh Project, 
Brookline Village TOPICS Project, Cabot Estates, 
Comprehensive Plan Revision, and many others. 
Repair and expansion of Opticom equipment for the 
Fire Department were initiated and a townwide 
program of emergency traffic signal preemption is 
in preparation. The department works closely with 
personnel of the Department of Public Works in the 
location and maintenance of traffic control signs, 
signals and pavement markings. Liaison is main- 
tained with the Police Department with regard to 
enforcement emphasis and the operation of parking 
meters. The services of several other operating de- 
partments of the town have been utilized wherever 
possible for the improvement of transportation 
facilities. 


Public Transportation 


The department acts to coordinate operational in- 
puts from town agencies with the MBTA. For exam- 
ple, immediately prior to the reconstruction of the 
Riverside Line in Brookline, arrangements were 
made for representatives of several town agencies 
to tour the line from one end to the other. Coordina- 
tion of future improvements to the several stations 
along the Riverside Line is continuing. 


Along Beacon Street, Plexiglas shelters have been 
placed at Brandon Hall, Fairbanks Street and Win- 
throp Road. Planning and design of shelters and 
landscaping have been actively pursued at Corey 
Road, Englewood Avenue, and Strathmore Road as 
part of a project expected to be placed under con- 
struction by the state late in 1975. 


A major step in expanding public transportation in 
the town was taken in August with the decision to 
grant a license to asecond taxicab company. By the 
end of the year, the new company had about 25 
vehicles in operation. The Transportation Board has 
initiated actions to establish criteriaand procedures 
to be followed regarding license renewals, new ap- 
plications and monitoring of current taxicab opera- 
tions. 


A special type of public transportation is the 
Minibus. Operating on a less formal basis than other 
MBTA vehicles, this service has been substantially 
improved during the past year. Although the 
Minibus was established primarily to serve elderly 
persons, its use is not restricted and many citizens 
of the town are taking advantage of the crosstown 
service offered by this vehicle. 


Transportation for the Elderly 

The department has maintained active representa- 
tion on the Council on Aging and aclose liaison with 
the staff of the Multi-Service Center. The creation of 
a Senior Citizens Advisory Committee on Transpor- 
tation has brought together staff and representative 
elderly citizens to discuss ways and means of pro- 
viding improved transportation to this important 
segment of Brookline’s population. We supported 
the efforts of the Council on Aging in successfully 
obtaining a substantial cash grant from the Depart- 
ment of Elder Affairs to expand transportation ser- 
vices for the elderly in the town. 


The most significant new program initiated this year 
is Elder-Cab, Brookline’s taxi for senior citizens. The 
Red Cab Company has provided a specially marked 
vehicle and adriver for 40 hours per week at no cost 
to the town. Operated by the Department of Trans- 
portation, this service is scheduled by the staff of the 
Multi-Service Center. The program was established 
for a six-month trial period to be evaluated early in 
1975. Understanding and acceptance of the service 
have been steadily increasing, and the program has 
been expanded by the addition of a vehicle provided 
by the Bay State Taxi Company for ten hours per 
week. 

Bicycles 

Although many people still consider the bicycle 
primarily in terms of children and recreation, this 
form of transportation is rapidly becoming a viable 
alternate mode for large numbers of persons com- 
muting to and from work, school and shopping. 


A Bicycle Action Committee was formed through the 
joint efforts of the Conservation Commission, the 
Planning Department and the Department of Trans- 
portation. The aim of this committee is to coordinate 
the activities of the several town agencies con- 
cerned with bicycle usage and bicycle users. At least 
eight town departments and several outside groups 
have been represented at the monthly BAC meet- 
ings. 


The Department of Transportation spearheaded a 
unique joint effort to prepare an entry for the Urban 
Bikeway Design Competition, an international con- 
test to encourage the development of improved 
bicycling environments in urban areas. The team 
assembled for this project was chaired by Jack Gil- 
lon of the Department of Transportation and con- 
sisted of about a dozen persons representing two 
town departments, a consulting engineering firm, a 
State agency, and Northeastern University. The 
97-page document, describing a bikeway network 
and design study of the North Brookline-Fenway 
area, will serve as a foundation for future bicycle 
planning in Brookline and adjacent areas. 


The never-ending search for a vandal-proof bicycle 
rack turned up a likely candidate, and the Board of 
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The general public and town employees traveling to 
Town Hall by bicycle should appreciate the vandal- 
proof bicycle racks installed in 1974. 
Selectmen approved funds for experimental instal- 
lations. Twenty-five vandal-proof bike racks have 
been placed in front of the Town Hall, in the Centre 
Street parking lot, and at two MBTA stops, and will 

be evaluated during the coming year. 


Data Collection 


The emphasis on citizen participation has consider- 
ably increased the demand for hard data. The judg- 
ment previously exercised by experienced techni- 
cians must now be supported by numbers which 
have meaning to the participating citizen groups. 
Our data-gathering capability has been temporarily 
increased by borrowing equipment from private 
sources, and steps are being taken to add to town- 
owned equipment. The Department of Public Works 
has assisted immeasurably by agreeing to place 
wire loops in streets being reconstructed or resur- 
faced, so as to eliminate the expensive and time- 
consuming rubber road tubes. 


Other data-collection procedures of the department 
are continuing on aregular basis, including parking 
surveys, speed studies, and inventories. The Police 
Department has continued its excellent cooperation 
by providing access to accident records for en- 
gineering analysis. 


Public Relations 


The activities of the Department of Transportation 
are of interest to a great many citizens but are often 
not properly understood. This year, appearances on 
“Brookline Today” on WBOS have included discus- 
sions on the Transportation Board, the overnight 
parking ban, transportation programs for the el- 
derly, and pedestrian control matters. Channel 4 
gave excellent coverage to the installation of 
vandal-proof bike racks and both Channel 4 and 5 
did programs on the Elder-Cab. One of the popular 
exhibits on Earth Day was the operating traffic 
signal controller, which was also featured in the 
Highway Safety Week Exhibit in the lobby of the 
Town Hall. The Director has been the speaker at 
several meetings of neighborhood associations and 
Civic organizations. 


Building Department 


The Building Department during the last few years 
has experienced considerable change in code en- 
forcement, in type of structure construction, in type 
of activity, and in personnel. 


On July 1, 1974, the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts State Building Code was filed by the 
State Building Code Commission to become effec- 
tive on January 1, 1975. This code is the building 
code of all cities and towns within the Common- 
wealth. Accordingly, on January 1, 1975, the existing 
building code of the Town of Brookline was sup- 
planted by the State Building Code. 


Brookline is fortunate that the State Code has been 
patterned after the BOCA Basic Code which, as 
amended, was adopted by the town on April 13, 1972 
and has been in effect since January 1, 1973. The 
Commonwealth has conducted training seminars 
during 1974 for building inspectors to prepare them 
for the transition from existing codes to the State 
Code. All of Brookline’s inspectors, including the 
Commissioner, have attended the seminars. The 
State Building Code Commission will conduct simi- 
lar educational training sessions during 1975 and 
succeeding years. It should be noted that the pres- 
ent inspectors meet all the qualifications estab- 
lished under the State Code. 


The State Building Code provides for the transfer of 
duties and responsibilities from the State Depart- 
ment of Public Safety to the local building depart- 
ments. One of the major duties being transferred is 
the inspection and certification of places of public 
assembly including schools, theaters, churches, 
halls, grandstands, and stadia. The new code also 
provides for the inspection, at least once every five 
years, of all multifamily structures having more than 
two dwelling units. 


The implementation of the State Building Code pro- 
visions for certification of places of assembly and 
residential structures will have a large impact on the 
department’s operation; and it appears that addi- 
tional staff will be required to perform the assigned 
tasks. Changes to the zoning bylaw and the en- 
vironmental impact and design review provision re- 
quiring special permits to be granted prior to the 
issuance of a building permit have increased the 
department's activities in analyzing and processing 
permits and interpreting and explaining the 
aforementioned provisions to applicants for per- 
mits. 


The number of alteration permits was more than 
tenfold the number of new construction permits is- 
sued in 1974, continuing the trend which developed 
several years ago. During 1974, 29 permits were 
issued for new construction, 9 of which were resi- 
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The Building Department worked closely with the pri- 
vate developer on the construction of new apartment 
units designed for the elderly at 1550 Beacon Street. 
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dential, 1 institutional, 13 recreational, 1 municipal, 
and 5 miscellaneous buildings. The total estimated 
cost of construction under these permits was 
$16,189,709. 


The maintenance and repair of all town buildings 
other than schools, totaling 44, are the responsibil- 
ity of the department. The scope of this activity in 
recent years has required an inspector on a full-time 
basis. 


The department continues to provide technical as- 
sistance to the Code Enforcement Office, the Rent 
Control Board, and the Fire and Health Departments 
and coordinates its inspection activities with these 
agencies. 


During 1974 the volume and type of building permits 
issued were:

Permit fees collected for the above construction

lt is with regret that we report the passing in July of 
Building Commissioner Frederick E. Wegner, be- 
loved and respected by all who knew him, after a 
lengthy illness. The department was strengthened 
under Mr. Wegner’s guidance and the administra- 
tive reforms implemented by him shall enable the 


department to continually improve upon the effec- 
tiveness and efficiency of service rendered to the 
public. 


In September, 1974 the Selectmen appointed Royce 
E. Beatty, a registered professional engineer with 
over two decades of municipal engineering and ad- 
ministrative experience, to succeed Mr. Wegner.

During 1974 the Board of Examiners met 12 times to 
examine applicants desiring licenses to have charge 
or control of construction, alteration, removal, or 
demolition of buildings or structures. Seventy-three 
persons were interviewed, 72 of whom successfully 
qualified for licenses; however, only 67 of the suc- 
cessful applicants requested the license be issued. 


The 67 licenses issued include: 
22 ABC (fire resistive construction) 
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5 B-E (noncombustible) 
29 F (frame construction) 
11 M-S-H (siding, roofing, swimming pool, dem- 
olition) 
During the year 220 licenses were renewed. 


Fees received total $3,917, and a total of $425 was 


reimbursed to the members of the board and the 
clerk. 
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The events of major significance in the Department of 
Public Works during 1974 were as follows: 


e Under the supervision of the Engineering Divi- 
sion, the construction of the Washington Street 
Pedestrian Overpass was completed in early spring, 
and the construction of the new Municipal Solid 
Waste Transfer Station was begun in August. Other 
highlights included the completion of the work 
within the Mass. E-12 Code Enforcement Area which 
entailed the design, construction, supervision and 
contract administration of the full program. 


The engineers also supervised contract work for the 
Park Department on the reconstruction of the Larz 
Anderson Skating Rink and the Schick Playground. 


e In the Highway Division, the regular street clean- 
ing and maintenance program collected over 5,400 
tons of street sweepings, litter and leaves from 
Brookline’s streets in 1974. The Sewer Division’s 
investigation, maintenance and cleaning programs 
have been augmented by the use of the Department 
of Public Works’ new television inspection equip- 
ment. 


Public Works, and a beautiful day’s weather, as- 
sisted the Conservation Commission in the produc- 
tion of Earth Day — 1974. This year’s Earth Day 
brought the largest number of visitors yet to the 
Earth Day Shoppers Mall at Coolidge Corner. 


e Major changes will take place in the Sanitation 
Division’s Solid Waste Disposal operation due to 


Construction of the new Solid Waste Transfer Station 

was Carried out in 1974. The facility is located next to 

the town Incinerator Plant and is expected to be opera- 
tional by mid-1975. 
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contracts initiated in 1974. Construction began in 
August on the town’s Municipal Solid Waste Trans- 
fer Station at 815 Newton Street. The facility, 
scheduled to become operational in May, 1975, 
makes it possible for the town to transport its full 
volume of solid waste to a private resource recovery 
facility located in East Bridgewater, Massachusetts. 
This new solid waste management system will allow 
the Department of Public Works to drastically re- 
duce the landfill operations in town. 


The Sanitation Division is also responsible for in- 
spection of the storage and handling of solid waste 
in the town. Over 3,100 letters of violation of town 
bylaws were mailed to property owners in 1974, an 
amount approximately equal to that of the previous 
year. 


The Recycling Collection Center is continuing op- 
eration and is servicing a steady stream of program 
participants, especially on Saturdays and Sundays. 
Hopefully, more and more citizens will participate in 
this environmentally conscious program. 


e Article 15 at the Annual Town Meeting provided 
$130,000 for the cleaning and lining of water mains. 
This is a continuing program that was started in 
1966 to implement the recommendations of the 
1965 consultants’ study and report. Since the bids 
received for the work exceeded the appropriation, 
they were rejected. However, after evaluating the 
bids, it was decided that much of the preparatory 
work would be undertaken by the Water Division — 
for example, the installation of insertion valves, the 
purchasing of other required valves, fittings and 
pipe. The planned cleaning and lining would be 
added to next year’s program to provide a larger 
contract that would hopefully result in lower unit 
prices. 


On January 21, 1974, the Metropolitan District 
Commission voted to establish a water rate for 
Water District members of $200 per million gallons. 
It is presently anticipated that an additional $40 per 
million gallons will be assessed in January, 1975 
bringing the rate to $240 per million gallons to all 
member users. The impact of this action leaves the 
town no alternative but to increase its rates. (Rates 
were last raised in 1970.)

The cemetery received over $24,300 in fees from 
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interment and the sale of lots and graves. Earnings 
from the Cemetery’s Perpetual Care Fund exceeded 
$18,500 for the year. 


There were no interments in the Old Brookline 
Cemetery in 1974. 


On April 14, 1974 vandals tipped over 162 memorial 
stones in Walnut Hills Cemetery, some weighing 
over one ton. The cemetery employees under the 
direction of the superintendent restored 121 stones 
to their foundation. The remainder were restored by 
A. C. Porter Co. of Quincy, Mass. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Innovations in Curriculum 


School programs, here and elsewhere, seem to bein 
constant flux, with administrators and faculty at- 
tempting to respond to the educational needs that 
make themselves most forcefully felt. In Brookline, 


curriculum change has become a developmental 
process in which teachers, administrators and stu- 
dents participate, a process under continuous 
evaluation. To promote curriculum change, the 
Brookline School Department has worked out five- 
year plans in each area of instruction, enabling the 
school system to chart a clear course for the future. 


The major innovation in curriculum has been to give 
directors of instruction overall responsibility for the 
process and the unity in their programs from kin- 
dergarten through grade 12. 


Over the past ten years, the School Committee, con- 
cerned about evaluating new curricula develop- 
ment, provided a service through Boston College to 
evaluate materials and methods. They strengthened 
the instructional areas by providing high school de- 
partment chairpersons, who assist the directors of 
instruction in providing for kindergarten through 
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approach to curriculum development that assures a 
logical continuity of learning experiences for all 
children. 


In the future it is hoped that materials will be geared 
to the individual’s pace of learning so that students 
with greater or lesser ability will progress according 
to their respective needs. | 


Administration and Faculty 


The instruction of students in the Brookline schools 
requires strong administrative support and an in- 
volved and well-trained faculty. Faculty members 
have been encouraged to participate in decisions 
about programs and policies, at one time through 
the mechanism of a faculty advisory committee to 
the Superintendent, and, later, through the forma- 
tion of the Faculty Senate. 


The School Committee has supported Dr. Sperber’s 
emphasis on in-service training for the faculty by 
approving the establishment of the Teacher- 
Administrator Training Fund. Many new programs 
are written during the summer by workshop teams 
of teachers and then are presented to larger groups 
of faculty through in-service training programs. 
Preparing teachers to work with new materials and 
methods is deemed as important as creating the 
programs in the first place. 


Alternative Styles of Education 


Recognizing that today’s Brookline public school 
students have widely diverse needs and interests, 
and that not all students learn by the same methods, 
the faculty and administration have attempted to 
develop a variety of responses to educating secon- 
dary students, notably through these alternative 
styles of education: School-Within-A-School; Open 
Campus; CITY (Community Interaction Through 
Youth); individualized occupational education; and 
the Senior Field Education Program. 


The most basic of ‘‘alternatives’” is a continuing 
commitment to a heavy concentration in academic 
studies, wherein students may choose from nine 
foreign languages, science, mathematics, history, 
and English. Another standard ‘‘alternative’’ at the 
high school is the continuing Advanced Placement 
Program. 


Open Campus was inaugurated here in 1970 and 
was one of the first responses in this state to the 
challenge students made in the 1960's to existing 


traditional styles of education. Open Campus 
changed the atmosphere at Brookline High School 
by allowing students to decide how to use their free 
time. They could leave the building — an option 
many chose at first — or they could utilize libraries 
or special laboratories or take one of the many new 
course offerings developed by their teachers. The 
program has matured considerably since 1970, and 
although a number of youngsters still opt for the 
‘“outside,’”’ many more have found exciting ‘‘free 
time’ options inside the school buildings. The tradi- 
tional ““Closed Campus’”’ still exists for first-term 
freshmen and for other students whose parents so 
choose and for those who have demonstrated that 
they need more structure than Open Campus pro- 
vides. 


Occupational Education 


More than 25 percent of the students at Brookline 
High School are taking courses in a curriculum that 
did not exist until eight years ago — Occupational 
Education. 


In 1974 some 600 students were enrolled in 1 of 11 
career offerings in the department, and these young 
people are learning, earning, and exploring careers 
before they must settle on one for a livelihood. 


The occupational programs help to fill those peren- 
nial gaps between the world of school and the world 
of work. And even students who intend to spend four 
years in college are opting for some of the career 
offerings, which include: business practice, food 
service, child care, distributive education, medical 
careers, data processing, park, forestry and conser- 
vation, communications through media, and recrea- 
tional leadership careers. This fall, courses in geriat- 
rics (care of the aged), nurses’ aide training, and 
criminal justice became available. 


Community Participation 


In Brookline, as in most other American com- 
munities, there has been an increasing call in recent 
years for citizen participation in the affairs of the 
public schools. The range and intensity of citizen 
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involvement have already been felt in Brookline 
school building plans, curricular innovation, school 
administration, and planning future programs. 


Although full community participation is still only a 
goal, there are signs that it has already been benefi- 
cial in many separate school matters. Each of the 
town’s schools has a Planning Group, which com- 
municates parents’ concerns and desires to school 
administrators and architects developing new phys- 
ical facilities. Special curriculum committees have 
involved townspeople in the areas of music, occupa- 
tional education, report cards, handwriting, and 
health education. A townwide citizen advisory 
committee provided assistance in the town’s suc- 
cessful application for Title | federal funds. A parent 
organization operates the Extended Day Care Pro- 


Remediation and Handicapped 


Brookline’s remedial program, evolving over a 
number of years, serves children who have difficulty 
with reading, speech or hearing, and those who 
have less severe learning disabilities than the 
youngsters in special education classes. Remedia- 
tion specialists provide direct service through tutor- 
ing or small-group instruction, and indirect service 
through consultation with classroom teachers. Col- 
laboration between the specialists and the class- 
room teachers is important in promoting indi- 
vidualized teaching. To identify children who may 
develop special problems, diagnostic evaluations 
begin in kindergarten, and, as problems arise, plans 
are devised so that youngsters may be helped before 
their difficulties become aggravated. However, be- 
cause the causes of learning problems cannot al- 
ways be rooted out, children may continue to re- 
ceive remedial attention throughout their school 
years. In 1973, a tutorial program began at the high 
ae and, last spring, served more than 70 stu- 
ents. 


Every year, approximately 300 students throughout 
the school system receive help in speech and hear- 
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ing, and from 350 to 400 children in the elementary 
schools get remedial support in reading. 


Current philosophy in special education urges 
school districts to integrate children with ‘‘special 
needs” into the regular classroom program wher- 
ever possible. Brookline embraced this concept 
several years ago, and today finds itself prepared to 
implement Chapter 766, the new Massachusetts law 
which mandates this approach and specifies the 
manner in which it is to be accomplished. 


Special services for Brookline children fall under 
two distinct programs: special education and reme- 
dial education. The programs are coordinated to 
allow students and teachers to move back and forth 
between teaching and learning activities tailored to 
the individual child. 


Special education serves children with various de- 
grees of mental retardation, emotional or physical 
handicaps, and a variety of learning disabilities. This 
department has grown from astaff of 5adecade ago 
to 23 at present. It serves about 150 youngsters 
throughout the system and screens each entering 
child. 


Program Budgeting System 


The Brookline School Department accepted the 
program budget in 1969. The traditional method of 
preparing a budget was simply a detailed line item 
arrangement of finances. The new approach is to 
adopt a budget in accordance with the needs for 
each school program, such as English, social 
studies, music, physical education, art, etc. 


In 1972 the School Department began to refine the 
process into a Planning Programming Budgeting 
System, commonly referred to as PPBS, so that a 
clearer relationship may be shown between the 
money spent on each program and the purposes 
and aims of the program. The goal of this system of 
budgeting is to relate performance to expenditures 
for purposes of evaluation and planning each sepa- 
rate instructional program. By using this method, 
the School Committee adds what is needed for a 
particular program and eliminates what is undesira- 
ble. 


Brookline — along with seven other school systems 
in the United States and Canada — has been singled 
out as a model for this type of budget by the Interna- 
tional Association of School Business Officials. 


School Modernization Program 


Following the guidelines of the Perkins and Will 
feasibility study of 1967, and with Town Meeting 
backing, the School Department has been slowly 
and systematically proceeding with a program to 
equalize and modernize all of the town’s elementary 
school facilities. 
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Brookline now has a new Pierce School, an en- 
larged and modernized Lawrence School, funds for 
architectural plans and property for a new Lincoln 
School (at the Park School site) and Town Meeting 
approval for construction funds for the moderniza- 
tion of the Devotion School, a project that is now 
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under way. After 1975, the School Committee hopes 
to begin modernizing the Driscoll, Baker, Runkle, 
and Heath Schools. 


Before beginning this program of updating school 
buildings, Dr. Sperber conducted an internal staff 
study to determine whether the traditional arrange- 
ment of a kindergarten to grade 8 elementary school 
and grade 9 through 12 high school was preferable 
to a configuration involving a ‘‘middle school.”’ The 
decision was made to stay with the traditional ar- 
rangement, retaining the neighborhood schools. 


The entire elementary school building program, 
aimed originally for from four to six years, has had to 
be stretched beyond ten years, a necessary exten- 
sion considering the needs of other town agencies 
and of the tax impact of the Capital Improvements 
Program. 


Each of the elementary schools has been or will be 
reshaped under guidelines developed by about 100 
staff members early in the planning phase. The 
“Planning for the Future’ guidelines stress flexibil- 
ity of space to accommodate diverse learning and 
teaching styles. They have been the basic document 
for all elementary school construction and modern- 
ization. 


Designs of the new and rehabilitated elementary 
school buildings allow for open classrooms as well 
as the traditional four-wall type classroom. 


The buildings have been planned for the 1980's and 
beyond, and will serve the broader Brookline com- 
munity in such services as breakfast for pupils, 
meals and drop-in centers for the elderly, and adult 
education, which this past year had 2,900 persons 
enrolled in a wide variety of classes. 


BEEP (Brookline Early Education Project) 


Why do schools spend more money and time on 
youngsters in high school than on children in kin- 
dergarten and the early grades, when a growing 
body of research tells us that inattention to the de- 
velopmental needs of the infant and the preschooler 
will be reflected in costly remediation in the later 
years? This anomaly has bothered educators for 
years. 


In 1968 Dr. Sperber began working with Dr. Burton 
L. White of the Harvard Graduate School of Educa- 
tion, whose long-term studies on the preschool 
child argued for more attention — at that age — to 


potential problems and to preventing problems, in 
place of remedial attention later on. The two 
educators worked out the Brookline Early Educa- 
tion Project (BEEP) concept and obtained funds 
from the Carnegie Corporation and the Robert 
Wood Johnson Foundation for the program’s first 
two years. In the spring, 1973, the first of 256 families 
were enrolled — before the birth of their babies, who 
would be the eventual subjects of the study. 


Over the next five years these youngsters will re- 
ceive periodic physical examinations and learning 
tests; their parents will have professional guidance 
to support them in their child rearing; and they will 
have access to group discussion with other parents 
on the development of their children. In December, 
1974, the Carnegie Corporation of New York an- 
nounced an additional grant to the Brookline 
schools to continue the Brookline Early Education 
Project. 
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Metropolitan Collaboration 


The rising costs of public education in the 1960's 
and the need for greater racial harmony in society 
produced a number of special metropolitan pro- 
grams designed to avoid unnecessary duplication of 
services and to encourage more voluntary integra- 
tion of children from Boston’s heavily black inner 
city schools and the surrounding predominantly 
white districts. 


Brookline was one of the spearhead communities 
for METCO and, since 1966, has hosted a METCO 
program which this past year brought more than 200 
black students from Boston at the complete ex- 
pense of the Commonwealth. To date, two-thirds of 
the 75 graduates have enrolled in four-year colleges, 
and 82 percent of the total have gone on to further 
education. \ 


Dr. Sperber was one of the founders of EdCo (Edu- 
cational Collaborative) in 1967 and is chairman of 
the board of directors of this program which links 
Boston, Cambridge, Newton, Lexington, and Brook- 
line in voluntary teacher training, educational plan- 
ning, and student programs that use the metropoli- 
tan area as a learning environment. 


The Metropolitan Planning Project got its start in 
1973, with Brookline as one of the more than 50 par- 
ticipating communities. Earlier this year, the Met- 
ropolitan Planning Project received a grant to fund 
13 specific programs in which this community will 
work on cultural enrichment with the Boston Thea- 
ter Company, a Chinese-American resource center 
and a native American cross-cultural program with 
the Boston Indian Council. 


Six years ago Brookline applied for and was 
awarded a project for federal funding of Arts/Six, a 
cooperative undertaking with Lexington, Water- 
town, Newton, Belmont, and Waltham, to bring pro- 
fessional artists in as teachers for children in 
elementary and secondary school. The students 
practice and explore dance, drama, and film, often 
working on such projects after school hours. After 
federal funds expired several years ago, Brookline, 
Lexington, and Watertown joined to continue 
Arts/Six with local support.

Main Library 


On October 6, 1974 many residents and invited 
guests from surrounding communities attended the 
program marking the completion of the additions 
and alterations to the Main Library. Robert C. Coch- 
rane, Jr., chairman of the Board of Selectmen, was 
the principal speaker. The program included a solo 
on the new Steinway grand piano purchased from 
the contributions of members of the community. 
The library was made more attractive by the flower 
arrangements of the Ikebana, International Boston 
Chapter. In honor of the occasion, the Brookline 
Library Music Association sponsored a special con- 
cert, and there was an exhibit of paintings by mem- 
bers of the Brookline Library Society of Artists. 
Adults as well as children enjoyed the three plays 
presented by the Cranberry Puppet Theater in 
celebration of the Main Library expansion. 


The additional space for readers, books and staff 
has already resulted in increased library use. The 
number of library items circulated from the Main 
Library during the period September, 1974 through 
January, 1975 shows a gain of 10%. The public 
seems to enjoy the enlarged building for studying 
and reading. The east wing is an especially attractive 


area, and on Sundays all seats are likely to be filled 
immediately upon opening. 


The Main Library fiction collection was moved to its 
present permanent location in the late summer. At 
the same time mysteries and science fiction were 
marked and shelved separately. This has been a 
popular idea, much appreciated by borrowers de- 
voted to these two types of fiction. 


The nonfiction books have been shelved in their 
designated areas on the main floor. The pamphlet 
files, microfilm files, folio case material, picture files 
and Brookline Room material still have to be moved 
to their proper locations and one of the lower level 
stack areas is in need of reshelving. This work 
should be completed by September, 1975. 


Branch Libraries 


175,000 volumes were borrowed in 1974 from the 
Coolidge Corner Branch Library. In October, 1974, 
in response to community requests, Coolidge 
Corner Branch Library was opened on Sunday af- 
ternoons from 2 P.M. to 6 P.M. Borrowers have ex- 
pressed their appreciation of this additional service. 


The attractive and functional addition to the Main Library was completed and dedicated in 1974. 


75,000 volumes were borrowed in 1974 from the 
Putterham Branch Library. This represents a 12.5% 
increase over the number borrowed in 1973. 12,185 
volumes were borrowed in 1974 from the Chestnut 
Hill Branch Library. 


Program for Adults 


A monthly Film Classics program, featuring Clara 
Bow was started in October, 1974 at the Main Li- 
brary. This film presentation has been lauded as 
“imaginative” and ‘original’ by the film critics of 
the Greater Boston area. 


At the Coolidge Corner Branch Library in addition to 
the well-attended weekly Senior Cinema program, 
there was a 13-week presentation of Alistair Cooke's 
America film series with two showings per week. In 
the fall of 1974 a monthly series of popular musical 
films was well received. 


At the Putterham Branch Library, film programs are 
included in the weekly Senior Specials. In addition, 
Alistair Cooke’s America film series has been shown 
as well as a series entitled Movies You Might Have 
Missed. 


The Brookline Library Music Association sponsored 
five concerts, including the very popular Opera 
Night. 


The Coolidge Corner Branch Library, in cooperation 
with a committee of Brookline residents, sponsored 
four programs on China. Guest speakers showed 
slides and artifacts and described recent trips to 
Red China. The programs drew an average atten- 
dance of 150. In addition, the library, in September, 
1974, cooperated with the League of Women Voters 
to sponsor a series of monthly seminars on Brook- 
line town government. 


The staff cooperated with other town departments 
by having an exhibit and demonstrations called 
Creative Energy on Earth Day. Several mini-booklists 
on various handicrafts were compiled and distrib- 
uted by the staff. 


The Brookline Library Society of Artists held its June 
Jury Show at the Cleveland Circle Branch of the 
National Shawmut Bank. When the Main Library Ex- 
hibition Hall became available in October, the Soci- 
ety of Artists returned with its Fall Membership 
Show and Annual Christmas Painting and Craft 
Show. 


Children’s Services 


The Children’s Room at the Main Library moved to 
its new quarters on ground level in December, 1973. 
Preschool children now enjoy their own special area 
which includes a rainbow ceiling leading to the 
Story Hour Room; and older boys and girls have 
comfortable places for reading and study. The many 
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The October ceremony commemorating the opening of 
the enlarged Main Library included a piano concert by 
Mrs. Nancy Faxon. 


hanging plants add a pleasant touch to an attractive 
room. 


All children’s rooms provide story hours for chil- 
dren. Classes from several public and private 
schools visit the children’s rooms for programs, 
reading and study. Film programs for children at 
Coolidge Corner Branch Library and Putterham 
Branch Library are exceptionally popular with at- 
tendance of as many as 100 to 150. 


The children’s library staff has spent considerable 
time in reviewing the children’s book collection, 
discarding obsolete titles and replacing books in 
poor physical condition. The library received a gift 
of $1,417.47 from the Beacon Nursery School par- 
ents and friends in June, 1974, the money to be 
expended within four years to purchase the best 
available books dealing with the education of pre- 
school children. 


Library Resources 


There are 332,000 books in the Brookline Public 
Library collection, of which 42,000 books are in the 
children’s rooms. The library subscribes to 770 
periodicals and 42 newspapers. The library’s hold- 
ings include a collection of 8,400 phonograph re- 
cords as well as an extensive collection of pictures, 
photographs, government documents and pam- 
phlets. Paperback books circulate from the Main 
Library, Coolidge Corner Branch Library and Put- 
terham Branch Library. The special collections for 
young adults have been expanded and rearranged. 
Asmall rotating collection of tape casettes has been 
made available to Brookline borrowers through the 
Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System. 
205 films were borrowed from the Boston Public 
Library for organizations such as nursing homes, 
extended day care centers, and senior citizens cen- 
ters and schools. 


PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT 


Planning Board — Planning Department 


Organization and Function 


The Planning Board consists of five appointed citi- 
zen members who serve in an advisory capacity on 
the whole range of planning and community de- 
velopment issues. A turnover in board membership 
resulted in 1974 due to the resignation of Ellen Hel- 
ler, who served 5 years; Hamilton Coolidge, who 
served 12 years; and William Geddis, who served 15 
years, providing effective leadership for his last 8 as 
the board’s chairman. 


The Planning Department serves as staff for both the 
Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen. The 
department has four full-time professional planners 
and is administered by the Planning Director who is 
appointed annually by the Board of Selectmen. 


The planning function in Brookline is responsible 
for four major objectives: 


Identifying community development issues, prob- 
lems, and strategies. 

Preparing comprehensive policies and plans to 
guide and implement long-range development of 
the town. 

Analyzing the impact and effectiveness of im- 
plementation tools such as zoning and urban re- 
newal and offering revisions when necessary. 
Providing advice, information and coordination 
on the wide range of town development projects, 
programs and policies. 


In fulfilling these objectives, the work load of the 
board and department is concentrated in five areas: 
zoning administration, community development 
planning and programming, comprehensive plan- 
ning, capital improvements programming, and 
technical services. 


Zoning Administration: Environmental 
Design Review 


One of the significant accomplishments in 1974 has 
been the substantial progress by the Planning 
Board and staff in the implementation of the town’s 
innovative design review regulations and strict de- 
velopment controls. Through environmental design 
review, first adopted in 1971 and broadened consid- 
erably in December of 1973, the Planning Board and 
staff, working with interested citizens, the Building 
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Department and the Board of Appeals, have the op- 
portunity to review and give constructive shape to 
physical design in the town. Testimony to the 
broadened scope of design review is the dramatic 
increase in design review case load over the previ- 
ous year, from 25 in 1973 to 67 in 1974. Most of these 
cases affected the town’s major shopping areas, 
with the Planning Board and staff reviewing and 
giving substantial guidance on the many submis- 
sions involving sign changes, facade renovations, 
and major changes in commercial EPROREN, 
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New signs reviewed in 1974. 


Paralleling the reduction in development potential 
that was voted in 1973 has been a renewed interest 
in conserving the town’s valuable stock of older 
buildings. Private rehabilitation efforts have been 
especially noticeable in the Brookline Village area 
as evidenced by the recently renovated Village 
Coach House restaurant and the Village Post Office. 
Through the design review process, the Planning 
Board hopes to steadily restore the unique charac- 
ter of the Village as represented by its robust brick 
buildings and handsome granite and cast-iron 
storefronts. At Coolidge Corner progress is similarly 
being made in restoring the arched motif of the 


dignified block across from the S.S. Pierce building. 
As a result of design review, the new Thom McAn 
store and The Jewelry Center are continuing the 
clean, bold sign display within the arches begun by 
CVS at the corner. A design proposal submitted at 
the end of the year for a renovated Paperback 
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Booksmith will bring a bright new facade and ex- 
panded window display to this major frontage at 
Coolidge Corner. Elsewhere, many other new signs 
and refurbishments were reviewed along the town’s 
commercial streets, including locations at Lower 
Beacon Street and Washington Square. 
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Design review at work: Commercial facade renovations. 


Other excellent renovations subject to design re- 
view which were underway during the year include 
the Brookline Housing Authority's $3,000,000 re- 
habilitation of the apartment block bounded by Eg- 
mont, Amory and St. Paul Streets, the revitalization 
of the Devotion School as the new community focus 
of the North Brookline area, and the imaginative 
recycling of the old Sacks Furniture factory on Har- 
vard Street into a modern supermarket for Stop & 
Shop.

As a means of increasing public awareness about 
the town’s visual environment and as a tool to assist 
in the design review process, a series of publica- 
tions has been initiated by the board and depart- 
ment, the first of which, Signs in Brookline, was pub- 
lished in 1974 as a guiding document in implement- 
ing better design of commercial signs and store- 
fronts. 


Two other manuals are being prepared by Vision, 
Inc., consultants to the Planning Department. The 
first, Fixing Up Older Houses, is a renovation manual 
designed to assist the homeowner in maintaining 
both the physical and aesthetic quality of his 
dwelling. This publication will attempt to serve the 
goal of preserving the town’s distinctive architec- 
tural heritage in its older houses. The second is A 
Guide to Environmental Design Review, which will 
illustrate the successful application of the town’s 
design review criteria to a broad range of planning 
problems. This manual will be amended periodically 
to include case studies of projects which have re- 
sulted in an environmental benefit to the commu- 
nity. These studies were made possible as the result 
of a $15,000 “701” grant to the town from the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development. 
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Most of the design review function with respect to 
new development has been concentrated on pro- 
jects of other town agencies. Board and staff mem- 
bers spent a considerable amount of time during the 
year reviewing the Marsh housing development and 
air-rights platform with the BRA, the architects, and 
the developers. As a result of these review sessions, 
many design suggestions were incorporated into 
the plans which will help enhance the develop- 
ment’s relationship to surrounding area as well as 
result in substantial cost savings to the town. Other 
major town projects reviewed by the board include 
the Longwood Housing for the Elderly and the 
proposed Lincoln School. 


The strict guidelines of design review were also 
used by the Planning Board and staff to evaluate 
major development proposals which were subse- 
quently deemed to be inappropriate to the location 
proposed. These included a 16-story apartment 
proposed for the lot now occupied by asingle house 
at 1850 Beacon Street and the use of the Brewster 
Terrace property at Coolidge Corner for a major 
supermarket. As a result of the Planning Board’s 
findings, together with the objections of an in- 
formed citizenry, these proposals were either with- 
drawn or disapproved by the Board of Appeals. 
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Design review session: Marsh Housing Development. 


Another major responsibility related to zoning ad- 
ministration lies in the updating of the zoning 
bylaw and map. Although less broad in scope than 
the December, 1973 revisions, a number of key 
amendments were the subject of Planning Board 
hearings in August, September, and October. Most 
of these amendments, sponsored by the Planning 
Board and/or citizen petition, were approved by 
Town Meeting in November and included map 
changes which reduced allowable density in certain 
areas, particularly middle Beacon Street, and text 
changes which reduced allowable heights in M-2.5, 
G-1.0, O-1.0, I-1.0 and G-2.0 districts. 


Community Development Planning and 
Programming 


The passage of the new Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974 has added new dimen- 
sions to the town’s planning function. With a block 
grant replacing the old categorical grant programs 
such as urban renewal and code enforcement, all 
future community development programs have to 
be designed and administered by the town. This 
change resulted in a substantial increase in the 
planning work load during the fall, partly supported 
by the HUD “701” grant, since the program and 
application had to be prepared in a very short time 
period for the first year's Community Development 
entitlement of $1.2 million. 


Comprehensive Planning 


The revisions to the town’s 1959 Comprehensive 
Plan continued early in the year with the assistance 
of the Comprehensive Plan Review Commission and 
the Council for Planning and Renewal. Two public 
hearings were held in June sponsored by those two 
groups and the Planning Board on a preliminary 
draft revision. These hearings indicated a strong 
desire by those attending for a revised plan format 
which would establish short- and long-range pri- 
orities and specifically show how general policies 
and objectives contained in the plan would be im- 
plemented. A subcommittee has made substantial 
progress on the formulation of the revised format. 


Capital Improvements Programming 


With the necessity for fiscal restraint becoming 
more urgent each year, the responsibility of the 
Planning Board along with the Board of Selectmen 
in coordinating and preparing the six-year Capital 
Improvements Program has become even more im- 
portant. All proposed capital expenditures of the 
various departments were evaluated in terms of 
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Department's landscape design for School Street. 
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priorities and relationship to the Comprehensive 
Plan. As a result of this evaluation, $6,000,000 in 
agency requests was eliminated from the six-year 
program. 
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Department publications begun or completed in 1974. 


Technical Services 


As staff capacities of other departments have been 
held at current or reduced levels due to budget con- 
siderations, reliance by these departments on the 
technical services of the Planning Department in- 
creased significantly during the year. 


In addition to the Selectmen’s Office, other agencies 
for which the Planning Department provided gen- 
eral information and technical expertise ranging 
from environmental assessments to landscaping 
designs include the Building Department, Schools, 
Park and Recreation, Public Works, Transportation, 
Conservation Commission, and the Housing and 
Redevelopment Authorities. 


Report preparation is a significant item under this 
category since the department is responsible for the 
publication of various documents, including the 
zoning bylaw and map, the Capital Improvements 
Program, and various federal grant applications. 


Council for Planning and Renewal 


In the spring of 1974 the chairman and membership 
committee of the CPR reviewed the council mem- 
bership list, culling out those members who are ac- 
tively involved with other committees in the town or 
who have taken an elected or appointed office. It 
was the feeling of the committee that the council 
should have as members any interested citizen of 
the town, as well as a representative of every neigh- 
borhood association. The council is an excellent 
introduction to town activities in the planning and 
community development area. 


The council’s annual meeting in May was of special 
interest, with William J. White, executive director of 
the Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency 
(MHFA), presenting his insights into the operations 
and successes of this relatively new state agency. In 
June the council also jointly sponsored the two pub- 
lic meetings on the draft revision of the Comprehen- 
sive Plan. 


The council board members spent a busy summer 
on the reorganization of the Council for Planning 
and Renewal and our suggestions for the Com- 
prehensive Plan. The result was a smoothly running 
council and our “‘Statement”’ on the plan, which was 
made public at the end of the summer. 


There was an unusual number of meetings during 
the fall. A very successful general membership 
meeting was held on October 2 at the new Pierce 
School. The council broke into small discussion 
groups for the purpose of examining and defining 
the council’s role. It was concluded that the council 
should: 


1. serve as a sounding board for the neighbor- 
hood associations; 


2. be more actively involved with neighborhood 
associations; 


3. take a neutral, objective and nonpartisan 
posture regarding neighborhood conflicts; 


4. though neutral, try to persuade others in the 
town of the neighborhood association's ideas if 
they seem more satisfactory to all; and 


5. act aS ombudsman between neighborhood 
associations and town agencies. 


Residential rehabilitation was specified as the sub- 
ject of primary concern for the council, with special 
emphasis on the issues of financial assistance, traf- 
fic problems, and public transportation. 


On October 29 a meeting was held for the entire 
membership as well as neighborhood associations 
and agencies from Town Hall. Marc Fried of the CPR 
served as moderator and Mark Eldridge, the assis- 
tant planning director, gave a thorough presenta- 
tion of the new Community Development Act of 
1974. Charles Steward, the executive director of the 
Brookline Redevelopment Authority, also gave 
input relating to their activities. 


On November 11, 1974, at the executive board’s 
request, the Council for Planning and Renewal was 
designated by the Board of Selectmen as the co- 
ordinating agency to handle the public hearings for 
the Community Development Act. 


Two public hearings on the Community Develop- 
ment Act sponsored by the CPR and the Selectmen 
were held on December 4 and December 18. The 
first hearing was to gather suggestions for the use of 
these funds. The second was held to seek additional 
ideas and to review the various alternatives offered 
to date. Both hearings were fairly well attended. Also 
during this period, council representatives met with 
staff members to discuss and evaluate the Commu- 
nity Development Program alternatives. 


Although subcommittee activity of the CPR this year 
was limited to the Community Development Act, the 
council was quite active in promoting citizen 
awareness of concerns important to the town as a 
whole. By holding monthly board meetings, the 
council was able to maintain this interest in the 
community. 


Redevelopment Authority 


The challenge facing the Brookline Redevelopment 
Authority during 1974 revolved around the con- 
tinued moratorium on federal urban renewal fund- 
ing and, later in the year, planning for the transition 
from categorical grant to Community Development 
methods of funding such programs. Brookline has 
long availed itself of opportunities for federal assis- 
tance for community improvements, beginning with 
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its organization of the Brookline Redevelopment 
Authority in 1957. At that time the town recognized 
that the preservation of the “quality of life’ standard 
for which Brookline had long been noted would 
require the utilization of those economic tools 
created by both the Federal Housing Act of 1949, 
amendments to that act, and Chapter 121 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 


However, in January, 1973 a moratorium was or- 
dered on several existing programs, and it was an- 
nounced that others would be completely dis- 
banded. In addition, in the fall of 1973 the Nixon 
Administration called for the impoundment of ap- 
proximately $400 million in urban renewal funds 
which had been previously appropriated by Con- 
gress. The Administration justified these steps by 
claiming that a thorough review of all existing pro- 
grams should take place before Congress adopted 
legislation revising the categorical grant approach 
and replacing it with Community Development fund- 


ing. 


While the value of a review process was recognized, 
communities conducting urban renewal programs 
found themselves suddenly unable to apply for and 
receive any additional monies for their ongoing 
programs and were hindered in their efforts to plan 
new programs, since the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development refused to accept any 
further applications for the funding of ‘categorical 
grant’ programs. 


In Brookline’s case, this meant that the B-2 Amen- 
datory, approved by Town Meeting in October, 1972, 
which provided for commercial development of an 
area of the Marsh Project located between the 
Hearthstone Building and the site of the proposed 
Marsh Housing, was returned by HUD without com- 
ment. In addition, badly needed funds for relocation 
and project improvements were not available. It also 
became apparent that federal funding for either a 
neighborhood development program or, alterna- 
tively, a code enforcement program for Central Vil- 
lage was no longer a possibility. Furthermore, when 
the Community Development Act was signed by 
President Ford in August, 1974, the total dollar 
amount allotted was inadequate to fund com- 
munities at levels which would enable them both to 
close out existing programs and continue their ef- 
forts to plan and execute new programs on the same 
scale as previously. In essence, although the Com- 
munity Development Act meant increased freedom 
for communities since annual allotments would be 
guaranteed and then dispensed at the discretion of 
the municipality, the problems of underfunding 
made the decision-making process more difficult. 
Making the most of the annual allotments, devising 
local substitutes for cancelled federal programs, 
and searching for new funding techniques would 
now be required of redevelopment authorities if the 
work of urban renewal and rehabilitation was to 
continue in any logical, responsible fashion. 


The Brookline Redevelopment Authority assumed 
these new responsibilities while it continued the 
execution phase of the Marsh Urban Renewal Pro- 
ject, Mass. R-37, and planned a rehabilitation pro- 
gram for the Central Village area. 
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Marsh Project 


1. Housing Site. The Authority continued to assem- 
ble Parcels R-1, R-2, and A-1 of the Marsh Project 
area which will be the site for 307 units of Operation 
Breakthrough for the elderly, low and moderate in- 
come housing, and an air-rights parking platform. 
Delivery of these parcels to the developer, Brookline 
Village Associates, Inc., and the beginning of con- 
struction are projected for the spring of 1975. 


In order to meet this target date, the Authority has 
had to coordinate and complete several important 
activities: 


a) Review and approval of the housing design. Al- 
though the Authority had in 1973 received a com- 
mitment for 320 units of housing to be constructed 
on this site, discussion with various town depart- 
ments and boards, with interested citizen groups, 
notably the Central Village Neighborhood Associa- 
tion, and with the Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency pointed out several important design prob- 
lems which dictated a revision of the design and 
resulted in a decrease in the number of units from 
320 to 307. A height reduction of buildings along 
Kent Street, improved access roads and an increase 
in the amount of open space within the site, and 
additional amenities were all achieved through this 
redesign and reduction in the number of units. 


b) Air rights. Negotiations with the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority for acquisition and 
leasing of MBTA air rights in the Brookline Village 
area were completed in June of 1974. The acquisi- 
tion and leasing for a 99-year period of these air 
rights at a cost of $275,000 were necessary elements 
in assembling the housing site since the Authority 
could not otherwise construct an air-rights platform 
to enclose that portion of the Riverside Line and 
thereby eliminate the existing environmental de- 
ficiencies. Such a structure would provide parking 
for residents of the housing, required by Brookline’s 
zoning bylaw, and would also help to unify both 
parts of the housing site by providing a physical link 
between the family and elderly housing and an addi- 
tional access to the Brookline Avenue Playground 
for the surrounding neighborhood. After receiving 
the necessary approvals from the Conservation 
Commission, the Planning Board and the Building 
Department, the Authority awarded a bid contract to 
the J. F. White Contracting Company of Newton, 
Massachusetts. This work was completed at a con- 
siderable cost savings during the summer months of 
1974 when the MBTA Riverside Line was closed for 
reconstruction. 


c) Platform funding. The Marsh budget, approved 
by HUD in 1972, included the sum of $700,000 for the 
construction of an air-rights platform over the 
MBTA. Although it was apparent at that time that this 
budget figure was inadequate, HUD forestalled any

increases by assuring the Redevelopment Authority 
that it would provide additional funding when a firm 
construction estimate was obtained prior to adver- 
tising for construction bids. The subsequent im- 
poundment of urban renewal funds in 1973 and 
HUD’s refusal to accept budget revisions requesting 
additional funds for such items as project improve- 
ments essentially froze the Authority's budget figure 
for the platform at $700,000. A revised estimate pre- 
pared in the summer of 1974 confirmed the 
Authority’s calculations that an additional $1 million 
would be needed to construct this platform. In Oc- 
tober of 1974, the Board of Selectmen approved an 
award of $700,000 of the town’s 1st Year’s Entitle- 
ment under Community Development funding for 
use by the Redevelopment Authority in the Marsh 
Project. Of this figure, only $425,000 would be used 
for the platform. The Authority plans to submit an 
article for the 1975 Annual Town Meeting which will 
request Town Meeting either to authorize bonding 
or to make an appropriation in an amount which 
would cover the remainder of this deficit. This bond- 
ing would be repaid from the town’s 2nd Year's 
Entitlement under Community Development. 
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d) Relocation. In January, 1974 several businesses 
remained to be relocated from the housing site; this 
was successfully accomplished by Authority staff by 
September, 1974, and the buildings were de- 
molished. Among those relocated were: M. F. 
Reynolds & Son, John Gately Auto Body, Brookline 
Oil Company, E. Ciardi Co., and the Sudbury Brass 
Goods Co., Inc. McNeill Machine Co. was also suc- 
cessfully relocated, and demolition of this structure 
is scheduled for March, 1975. The remaining two 
businesses, Tom’s Automatic Transmission and 
Campbell's Radiator Co., will be temporarily relo- 
cated in March of 1975. 


2. Construction of Marsh Interceptor Storm Drain. 
This construction by the J. F. White Contracting 
Company continued in 1974. Delays resulting from 
strikes and poor weather conditions extended this 
construction into 1975 and the expected completion 
date is July, 1975. This contract includes the recon- 
struction and widening of Pearl Street within the 
Marsh Urban Renewal Project as well as the installa- 
tion of water, sewer, and utility conduits. Construc- 
tion of these items as project improvements under 


the Marsh Project has realized a considerable sav- 
ings for the town, since the major portion of these 
costs is paid for by the federal government. 


3. Completion of the Pedestrian Bridge. The pedes- 
trian bridge over Washington Street in the Brookline 
Village area was completed in the spring of 1974, 
and formal dedication ceremonies were held in July, 
1974. 


4. Disposition Parcel B-2. Approximately one-half of 
this development site has been acquired by the 
Brookline Redevelopment Authority and the remain- 
ing parcels had originally been scheduled ‘Not to 
Be Acquired.’ However, as the execution of the 
Marsh Project progressed, it became obvious that a 
seriously blighted area would exist between the two 
major redevelopment portions of the project, 
namely the Hearthstone Building and the housing 
site. In addition, redevelopment of this area would 
help to strengthen the town’s tax base. Therefore, 
Town Meeting concurred with the Authority’s deci- 
sion to file an Amendatory to the Marsh Urban Re- 
newal Plan calling for the acquisition of these re- 
maining properties of the B-2 parcel so that the 
entire site would be available for commercial de- 
velopment. However, as previously mentioned, the 
moratorium on funding ‘‘categorical grant’ pro- 
grams and the subsequent transition to Community 
Development funding means that money is not 
available for the redevelopment of the B-2 parcel. 
The Authority has received several serious inquiries 
from potential redevelopers concerning this site 
and thus it began investigating alternative methods 
of financing this redevelopment. Within the year 
1974, the Authority determined that there are 
primarily three funding methods which could be 
used to accomplish the redevelopment of Parcel 
B-2. These are Community Development block 
grants, general obligation bonds, or tax increment 
financing. Of these methods, Community Develop- 
ment funds allocation is the least attractive because 
it would prevent the funding of a Central Village 
Rehabilitation Program. Floating general obligation 
bonds as ameans of financing development of Par- 
cel B-2 would result in a lower interest rate but 
would also impose a liability on the town’s credit 
rating. Consequently, tax increment financing is 
proposed as the best alternative. Under this financ- 
ing method, Redevelopment Authority bonds 
would be issued and paid for with the tax increment 
or increase in taxes generated by the new re- 
development. During the redevelopment process 
the town would continue to receive tax revenue or 
in-lieu payments. 


The Authority is hopeful that the town will continue 
its commitment to complete this portion of the 
Marsh Project in order to remove the blighting im- 
pact which these structures have on the rest of the 
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project and on the adjoining Farm Project, and thus 
insure the total upgrading of both these areas and 
bring about an increase in town revenues. 


Central Village 


During 1974 the Brookline Redevelopment Author- 
ity intensified its efforts to plan a rehabilitation pro- 
gram for the Central Village area of the town. The 
Central Village report was published in August, 1974 
outlining the needs of the Central Village commu- 
nity and the various methods by which a rehabilita- 
tion program could be conducted. The Authority 
placed an article in the warrant of the 1974 Fall Town 
Meeting which requested that Town Meeting au- 
thorize the Selectmen to file legislation in the Mas- 
sachusetts General Court which would enable 
Brookline to conduct a loan and grant program for 
the rehabilitation of private property within Central 
Village. This article was referred to a special 
Moderator’s committee and the Authority was asked 
to work closely with the committee during 1975. 


Discussions with the Department of Community Af- 
fairs revealed that, based on Brookline’s good re- 
cord in conducting redevelopment and rehabilita- 
tion programs, the Commonwealth would be willing 
to fund a state-aided rehabilitation program of up to 
$3 million, half of which would be reimbursed by the 
Commonwealth in 20 equal installments. These 
funds would be used to cover the costs of project 
improvements and administration. However, since 
the town must initially provide this $3 million, it 
would still be necessary for Brookline to find some 
means of financing this part of the program. Late in 
1974 the Redevelopment Authority recommended 
that a portion of the next four years’ Community 
Development funds be allocated to a Central Village 
Rehabilitation Program for administration, public 
improvements and grant funds. Such a use of Com- 
munity Development funds would eliminate the 
need for Town Meeting to appropriate money from 
tax levy to finance this program and allow the town 
to capture the benefit of the state-aided program 
with half of the funds returned to the town. 


However, a major component of any rehabilitation 
program is the loan and grant subsidy for residents. 
The Authority held long discussions with both local 
and Boston banks to inform them of the need to 
approximate the low-interest loans of the code en- 
forcement programs. The bank representatives are 
interested in this program and the task of persuad- 
ing them to reduce loan interest rates for the resi- 
dents of Central Village is still in process. However, 
if the banks do not provide a sufficiently low rate of 
interest, the town could use a portion of its Com- 
munity Development funds to further reduce the 
interest rate or to provide grants for those residents 
whose income levels fall below those required for 
making loans. 


The town has a long-standing obligation to Central 
Village residents to provide a program similar to 
those conducted in Washington Square and 
Coolidge Corner. The Redevelopment Authority be- 
lieves that appropriate delivery mechanisms for 


conducting a viable rehabilitation program are 
available. However, Town Meeting must adopt arti- 
cles authorizing the implementation of such a pro- 
gram within the town.

Social Services 


The Brookline Housing Authority is vitally interested 
in the health and well-being of its tenants and works 
with all agencies in the Town of Brookline to make 
tenants aware of services which are available to 
them. Tenants assisted under the federal leased and 
State Rental Assistance Programs are also made 
aware of all services available to senior citizens of 
the town. 


Monthly meetings are held with representatives of 
the Community Service Center, Brookline Visiting 
Nurse Association, Multi-Service Senior Center, 
Brookline Health Department, Department of Vet- 
erans’ Services, Brookline Association for Mental 
Health, the on-site social worker, and staff of the 
Brookline Housing Authority. Elderly tenants, youth 
and families in all developments have been assisted 
through the combined efforts of these workers and 
agencies. 


Multi-Service Senior Centers 


The Brookline Multi-Service Senior Centers at 
Sussman House and O’Shea House continue to 
serve senior citizens in developments of the Author- 
ity as well as all senior citizens of the town. Home- 
maker service, counseling, personal service, group 
programs, transportation (minibus), cultural and 
recreational activities and other valuable services 
assist tenants. Quarters and all utilities at Sussman 
House and O’Shea House are made available to 
Multi-Service through the courtesy of the Brookline 
Housing Authority at no charge. Space for Multi- 
Service facilities will be made available in the Ben- 
jamin A. Trustman and Theresa J. Morse Apart- 
ments, also at no charge. 
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Food Services 


The food cooperative of the tenant association at 
O’Shea House assists many of the residents with 
their weekly food purchasing at discount prices and 
saves them the necessity of going out to the stores, 
particularly during inclement weather. The hot 
lunch program at O’Shea House and Sussman 
House continues to be made available to senior citi- 
zens of the town. Many tenants, as well as other 
persons in the locality, secure a nourishing and ap- 
petizing hot meal through this valuable program. 


Cooperative Programs 


The Brookline School Department’s Adult Educa- 
tion Department schedules interesting and educa- 
tional programs for senior citizens of the various 
developments. The Authority is also exploring the 
possibility of an ‘‘on the job” training program for 
youths, through the Brookline School Department. 


The Recreation Department conducts arts and 
crafts classes as well as social activities for senior 
citizens. It also serves preschool children at the High 
Street veterans’ development, with a morning play 
group and a program for older children in the after- 
noon. Bus service is provided for youngsters at the 
Egmont Street development to transport them to the 
main Recreation Department facility — children at 
all developments are bussed to the skating rink 
through the courtesy of the Recreation Department. 
The Authority is presently working with the Recrea- 
tion Department to extend additional services to 
families and elderly at the Benjamin A. Trustman 
Apartments. 


The Housing Authority has cooperated with the 
Health Department in its many valuable services to 
senior citizens as well as other residents of the town 
by making space available for clinics for flu shots, 
glaucoma, blood pressure and other health ser- 
vices. The Authority cooperated with Harvard Medi- 
cal Center who conducted an extensive survey and 
screening program to detect warning signs of 
stroke. 


At the request of the Town Clerk, the Community 
Room at O’Shea House has been made available to 
the town as a polling place at no charge for the use 
of the room. 


Books and periodicals supplied by the Brookline 
Public Library are available at Sussman House, 
O'Shea House and the Col. Floyd Apartments. 


The Garden Club of Brookline has very kindly do- 
nated plants and fills flower boxes at the Walnut 
Apartments at both the 22 High Street building and 
the elderly units. 


The Brookline Youth Service Group conducts pro- 
grams for youngsters age 8-11, two evenings a 
week, in space provided and furnished by the Hous- 
ing Authority at 22 High Street (Walnut Apartments). 
TASK (Teen-Agers Serving Kids) continues to spon- 
sor a program for youngsters at the Walnut Apart- 
ments and at the Egmont Street development one 
afternoon per week. These high school students are 
to be commended for their contribution of time and 
effort. 


The Housing Authority continues to employ youths 
during the summer and in addition, cooperates with 
the Town of Brookline in supervision of youths 
working under various programs of the town (CETA, 
NYC) at Housing Authority sites. 


Management-Tenant Relations 


The Authority and its Advisory Tenant Council, 
along with the tenant associations of each de- 
velopment, work together to improve tenant-man- 
agement relations. Tenant representatives meet 
with the members of the Authority and have assisted 
in the election of priorities for modernization prog- 
rams and other matters of mutual concern. The Au- 
thority, in conjunction with the tenant associations, 
conducted cookouts in all developments including 
the elderly. Entertainment and equipment for these 
occasions are provided through the courtesy of the 
Recreation Department. 


Subsidies, Modernization, New Developments 


The Authority’s fiscal agent received $120,899.11 
from the Commonwealth for its 200-C developments 
as its proportionate share of subsidy to aid in meet- 
ing the cost of debt service. The Col. Floyd Apart- 
ments at Marion Street received $38,855.60 as its 
share of subsidy for 1974. 


100 units of State Rental Assistance are under effec- 
tive lease. Annual contributions totaling $129,307 
have been approved by the Department of Commu- 
nity Affairs as subsidy for 1974-75. 


The federal low-rent housing and housing for the 
elderly at Walnut Street, Sussman House and 
O’Shea House received an annual contribution of 
$67,320. All allocated units under the federal leased 
housing program are occupied. Subsidy for this 
program amounted to $115,610 with an additional 
operating subsidy of $15,700. 


State Modernization Program funds continue to be 
used for the benefit of the developments and for the 
safety and well-being of the tenants. At the High 
Street development, underground heat lines were 
replaced; additional heat controls were installed; 
the heating system was repaired; and the boilers 
were replaced. At the Col. Floyd Apartments, shut- 
offs were installed on all radiators; exterior lighting 
was improved; exterior doors were replaced; and 
floors were repaired. All expenditures under this 
program were in conjunction with the tenant as- 
sociations. Measures continue to be taken to con- 
serve energy at all developments. 


The Benjamin A. Trustman Apartments at Egmont, 
St. Paul and Amory Streets are presently being re- 
habilitated. The total cost for purchase and renova- 
tion of the 84 units is $3,400,000; the general con- 
tractor is Keyes Construction Corporation. Antici- 
pated date of occupancy for the first units is April, 
1975. 


The construction of the Theresa J. Morse Apart- 
ments for the elderly at 90 Longwood Avenue is 
progressing satisfactorily. It is anticipated that ini- 
tial occupancy will be in July, 1975. 
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Building Commission 


1974 was another active year for the Building Com- 
mission. Meeting 25 times during the year with con- 
sultants, contractors, town agencies and other in- 
terested parties, the commission acted on the 
town’s building projects in the Capital Improve- 
ments Program. 


The new Pierce School and Lawrence School were 
occupied during 1974 and are in their closing stages 
of construction. The Main Library, which was oc- 
cupied throughout its construction, was also near- 
ing completion by the end of the year. 


Construction of the Devotion School alterations and 
additions, a $5,700,000 project, began in July and is 
proceeding on schedule. 


The planning for the new Lincoln School continued, 
and the current estimated project cost is $8,200,000. 
It is anticipated that bids will be received prior to the 
Annual Town Meeting in April, 1975. 


The valuation of projects in design and construction 
under the administration of the Building Commis- 


sion exceeds $25,000,000, and includes the new 
Pierce School ($6,700,000), Lawrence School al- 
terations and additions ($2,600,000), Main Library 
alterations and additions ($3,400,000), Devotion 
School alterations and additions ($5,700,000), and 
new Lincoln School ($8,200,000). 


The Building Commission expresses its apprecia- 
tion to all town agencies for their assistance and 
cooperation in the development of the building pro- 
jects within the Capital Improvements Program. 


In September Royce E. Beatty succeeded Frederick 
E. Wegner as secretary. The passing of Mr. Wegner 
in July was deeply felt by the commission. Although 
his tenure was relatively short, his administration 
proved to be remarkable for its efficiency. He was a 
man of tranquil nature whose abilities and advice 
were invaluable in the daily management of Building 
Commission business. The Building Commission 
takes this opportunity to offer its special vote of 
thanks to Joseph Venesky for his excellent service 
as acting secretary.

Board of Appeals 


During the year the Board of Appeals handled 116 
cases or a 29% increase over 1973. The case load 
over the past two years has increased 111%. The 
increase has been primarily due to the initial adop- 
tion and subsequent expansion of Section 5.09 of 
the zoning bylaw, Environmental Impact and Design 
Review. Below is a graph visually describing the 
increase of the case load. 


The Board of Appeals, at the request of the Board of

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HUMAN RESOURCES 


Health Department 


All progressive health care agencies such as the 
Brookline Health Department are in aconstant state 
of change. In 1974, the Health Department de- 
veloped and implemented many new programs. 
These local programs for delivering community 
health services were changed because of new med- 
ical Knowledge or because of a shift in the needs of 
the residents or because the department found a 
more effective way of administering its ongoing ser- 
vices. Last year’s Annual Report provided a full de- 
scription of all Health Department activities and ac- 
complishments as funded according to the new 
program budget format. This budget consists of 24 
separate health program elements grouped into five 
subprograms. For the sake of brevity, this year’s 
report will only highlight program changes and em- 
phasize major continuing activities. 


General Support Services 


Administration: A health care agency must properly 
manage, as well as generate, program changes. 
Thus, the Health Department hired, for one year, a 
full-time health planner to supplement the ongoing 
work of the Director, the six-member citizens’ Ad- 
visory Council, and the part-time medical consul- 
tant. The health planner helped to develop a data 
base for management purposes, evaluated selected 
existing Health Department programs, and planned 
and implemented several new or modified pro- 
grams. It must be noted that these planning efforts 
have not only resulted in better community services, 
but also resulted in a budget request for fiscal year 
1976 which is /ess than the budget amount approp- 
riated for fiscal year 1975. 


Operational Support: The costs of maintaining the 
Stephen G. Train Health Center and of providing 
support services such as telephone, postage, and 
office supplies have been reduced by approximately 
$10,000, despite inflationary pressures. These sav- 
ings resulted from stringent management cost con- 
trol measures and are a major contribution to the 
overall cost reductions within the department. 


Health Education: With a change in personnel in July, 
1974, the department’s health education services 
have been significantly changed. The new emphasis 
is on small group educational sessions; counseling, 
information, and referral services; increased staff 
education; and intensified program evaluation. In 
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1974 the department’s health educator organized an 
innovative nine-week women’s health course at- 
tended by 40 Brookline women; staffed a major in- 
terdepartmental project to improve the town’s 
emergency medical services; improved the system 
for the follow-up of residents seen in the 
department’s screening programs and then referred 
for further diagnosis or treatment; and conducted 
evaluative studies of several existing health pro- 
grams. The Health Department collaborated with 
the Public School Adult Education Department, the 
Multi-Service Senior Center, and the Harvard 
School of Public Health to provide a daytime nutri- 
tion course geared to the needs of the elderly. This 
course will be repeated in the spring of 1975. 


Environmental Health Services 


This important subprogram affects every aspect of 
people’s daily lives, from the water we drink to the 
measure of food we buy. The program elements 
include Special Services, Food Sanitation, Housing, 
Solid Waste, and Weights and Measures. Brookline 
can take pride in its high-quality public health in- 
spection and regulatory services which protect all 
citizens against real and potential health hazards. 


School and Child Health Services 


All pupils in Brookline public schools and parochial 
schools continue to receive the very highest quality 
of health services through the combined resources 
of the Health Department, School Department, 
Children’s Hospital Medical Center, and the Brook- 
line Visiting Nurse Service. In addition, Brookline 
children continue to benefit from the resources of 
the Health Department’s Dental Clinic and those of 
the Brookline Mental Health Clinic. 


Preschool Child Health Services: 1974 marked a sig- 
nificant breakthrough in the Health Department's 
programs for infants and preschoolers. Through the 
department's contractual agreement with the 
Brookline Visiting Nurse Service, a specially trained 
pediatric nurse practitioner was added to the public 
health nursing staff. With this new expertise and 
based on several years of planning and study, the 
department is modernizing and expanding the 
scope of services of the Well-Child Clinic. New func- 
tions of the Well-Child Clinic include more home

visiting; counseling and parent education; coordi- 
nated referrals to private sources of care with inten- 
sive follow-up; and telephone consultations to par- 
ents. In addition, the pediatric nurse practitioner 
now visits new Brookline mothers :to insure that 
families which could be utilizing the services of the 
Well-Child Clinic do so as needed; to evaluate each 
situation for any special health or social needs; and 
to offer assistance and reassurance to the new 
mother. Finally, the department’s Lead Poisoning 
Prevention Program continues to test preschool 
children (ages 1 through 6) for dangerous blood 
levels of lead and to take whatever corrective action 
is necessary. Itis essential that every child inthis age 
group be tested annually. 


Day Care: The Health Department is responsible for 
the inspection and licensing of all day care centers 
in Brookline. In 1974, two important advances in this 
area were realized. First, a town day care inspection 
team was organized, headed by a Health Depart- 
ment sanitarian and including a Fire Prevention 
Bureau inspector, a building inspector, and a public 
health nurse. Thus, for the first time, day care cen- 
ters are inspected by all the appropriate town agen- 
cies at the same time; inspection reports are coordi- 
nated into one report, and the respective depart- 
ment heads review each case at interdepartmental 
meetings and thereby coordinate and oversee the 
timely correction of any health, safety, or building 
violations. Secondly, to further strengthen the 
town’s role in assuring that each child will receive 
quality day care services, a part-time early child- 
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hood education consultant will be hired in 1975 to 
oversee improvements in and expansion of educa- 
tional and developmental programs in all private 
and public day care centers. 


Adult Health Services 


This group of personal health services received the 
most staff study and evaluation in 1974. Although 
final program decisions have yet to be made, several 
fundamental changes were instituted during 1974. 
In the area of adult health supervision, the Brookline 
Visiting Nurse Service, under its contractual agree- 
ment with the Health Department, has expanded its 
Health Maintenance Consultation Services to el- 
derly residents. It is also developing programs with 
other Health Department services and with other 
town agencies to help guarantee that adults receive 
needed health care from appropriate public and pri- 
vate sources through outreach, counseling, screen- 
ing, and information and referral services. 


The Adult Health Screening programs have seen the 
greatest number of modifications with the suspen- 
sion of the Coronary Risk Factor Screening Clinic, 
pending further in-depth study of its value and effec- 
tiveness. The Health Department did, however, 
cooperate with the Harvard School of Public Health 
by participating in the national coronary risk factor 
screening study known as MRFIT. Over 500 Brook- 
line men were tested in this program, and many of 
them were referred to private sources for further 
diagnostic tests. Also, for the first time, the Health 
Department conducted a Women’s Cancer Detec- 
tion Program in collaboration with the Boston Hos- 
pital for Women. Another new service was the estab- 
lishment of weekly blood pressure screening clinics 
for elderly residents living in or adjacent to public 
housing sites. Additional direct services included 
glaucoma and oral health screening clinics and an 
improved program for hearing screening. Financial 
donations from a Brookline resident and from the 
Brookline Kiwanis Club enabled the department to 
expand the hearing program. 


The Health Department continues to inspect the 
town’s nursing homes and to provide an occupa- 
tional health clinic in order to maintain the working 
capabilities of the town employees. All adult resi- 
dents can also benefit from the services of the 
Brookline Mental Health Clinic, which inaugurated a 
new community service in 1974 with the staffing ofa 
walk-in Personal Assistance Clinic held each Thurs- 
day afternoon at the Brookline Public Health Center. 


Community Health Services 


Alcohol and Drug Services: In response to perhaps 
the most prevalent disease affecting the community 
— ALCOHOLISM — the Health Department has con- 
tinued and strengthened its Alcohol and Drug 
Treatment Liaison Program. This program now in- 


cludes in-service training sessions for Brookline 
human service agencies; educational sessions in 
public and parochial schools; coordination with 
public and private treatment resources; and public 
education and crisis intervention. The key to the 
success of this program, however, is the evaluation, 
counseling, and referral of residents with alcohol 
and drug problems. In each case there is intensive 
follow-up so that residents do not get lost in treat- 
ment. In 1974, the department established a court 
alcohol education program, conducted in coopera- 
tion with the presiding justice and probation staff of 
the Brookline Municipal Court. 


Tuberculosis Control: For many years the Health De- 
partment operated a tuberculosis clinic to screen, 
diagnose and treat citizens for tuberculosis or other 
lung diseases. In 1974 the town transferred most of 
these functions to a recently established tuber- 
culosis clinic conducted by St. Elizabeth’s Hospital 
and funded by the Commonwealth. Thus the town 


reduced its costs in this area, and, more importantly, 
citizens with tuberculosis or suspected tuberculosis 
will receive more comprehensive medical care in a 
general hospital setting. However, the Health De- 
partment will continue to operate a tuberculosis 
clinic to screen the general public and suspected 
individuals; to coordinate treatment with the hospi- 
tal; and to certify that teachers and certain other 
personnel are free of tuberculosis, as required by 
law. 


Communicable Disease Control: The Health Depart- 
ment continues to provide immunizations against 
communicable diseases, including influenza, for all 
citizens on a fee-for-service basis. In 1974 over 1,000 
elderly citizens received the recommended flu vac- 
cine. The Health Department also offers two vital 
community health programs, namely Mosquito Con- 
trol and Veterinary Medicine, to protect citizens 
against potential animal- and insect-borne com- 
municable diseases. 


Human Relations — Youth Resources Commission 


This was a year of change and growth for the com- 
mission. Following the administrative consolidation 
of the Human Relations Commission and the Divi- 
sion of Youth Resources in 1973, the two agencies 
were formally combined by the 1974 Town Meeting. 
In accordance with Article 28 as amended by the 
Town Meeting of 1974, the Human Relations-Youth 
Resources Commission now consists of 15 mem- 
bers appointed by the Board of Selectmen for terms 
of three years. Its membership is supplemented by 
associate members and commission affiliates who 
actively participate in the commission’s delibera- 
tions. In this way, the commission encourages citi- 
zen participation in all of its activities, thus assuring 
input from all segments of the community. 


Section 3A of Article 28 outlines the general duties 
of the Human Relations component of the commis- 
sion. 


The commission for its working operation has de- 
fined a minority as “‘any group which has been dis- 
criminated against for a particular purpose. At times 
this could include any one or more of the following 
groups: American Indians, blacks, Chicanos, Orien- 
tals, Spanish surnamed, women and others.”’ 


During 1974, the commission conducted 12 staff- 
assisted public meetings. The committees which 
were formed in 1973 (Committee on Affirmative Ac- 
tion; Committee on Housing; Committee on Inter- 
Religious Affairs; Committee on Membership; and 
the Committee on Operations) evolved into distinct 
identities in 1974, and were added to by aCommittee 
on Youth Affairs, which will be covered in the Youth 
Resources section of this report. A Committee on 
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Women’s Rights has been recommended by the 
commission, and a mandate for the committee is 
under study. 


e The Committee on Affirmative Action deals in the 
area of municipal employment and bids for ven- 
dors, services and contracts. In 1974, after many 
constructive conferences with town department 
heads and other appointed and elected town offi- 
cials, the committee completed the design for 
and began the implementation of affirmative ac- 
tion programs in these areas. 


This committee also directly deals with the man- 
date of Article 29 of the bylaws, ‘Fair Employment 
Practices Relative to Town Contracts.’ The 
committee utilizes the local and minority news 
media in advertising municipal employment va- 
cancies and sends letters to a list of potentially 
interested minority persons and organizations 
actively involved in recruiting employment for 
minorities. 


The Committee on Housing’s responsibility is to 
assure equal opportunity to all people in seeking 
and obtaining housing within the community, re- 
gardless of their race, color, sex, age, religious 
creed, national origin, or ancestry. In meeting this 
responsibility, the commission demands strict 
adherence to local, state and federal fair housing 
statutes and actively solicits potential occupants 
from the minority community. One of the 
committee’s major activities in 1974 was the dis- 
tribution of several thousand copies of the Mas- 
sachusetts ‘‘Fair Housing Practices Law’’ to land- 
lords who have properties in Brookline. 


e The Committee on Inter-Religious Affairs con- 
tinues to emphasize the need for greater com- 
munication among all segments of the commu- 
nity. Its primary responsibility lies in increasing 
the awareness and the mutual respect among 
people of all religious faiths and different ethnic, 
socioeconomic and cultural backgrounds in an 
attempt to alleviate the discontent and suspicion 
that have been known to breed intergroup hostil- 
ity. In recognizing the need for continual com- 
munication between the various groups in our 
community, we have embarked on a program of 
conducting meetings among the various neigh- 
borhood, religious, ethnic and cultural organiza- 
tions within the community. We actively seek and 
enlist the assistance of the various religious or- 
ganizations throughout metropolitan Boston. 
This year the committee held successful meet- 
ings with the Town Meeting Members Associa- 
tion and with Town Meeting Members of specific 
precincts where the committee believed that as- 
sistance was needed to further its goals of inter- 
group understanding. These meetings enabled 
the commission to maintain its sensitivity to the 
respective neighborhoods throughout the town. 


The Committee on Youth Affairs, consisting of 
adults and youths, provides meaningful input for 
the Youth Resources component. 


Section 3C of Article 28 as amended outlines the 
general duties of the Youth Resources component 
of the commission. 


During 1974, in response to the overwhelming de- 
mand for jobs, we continued to emphasize the im- 
portance of our Jobs for Youth Program. In order to 
expand and enlarge our services, we‘sought the 
active support of all segments of our community, 
including the business community, and veterans, 
religious, fraternal and service organizations. The 
townwide response to our request for jobs to fulfill 
the needs of our youth was most encouraging and 
indicative of the sensitivity of the community to the 
needs of our youth. Employment offers youths a 
means of earning money for personal expenses, 
further education and/or adding to the family’s in- 
come. Jobs also channel youth energies in con- 
structive ways, teach youths responsibility, provide 
a work and training experience and, most important, 
afford youth from the various sectors of the com- 
munity the opportunity to know one another better 
by working together. 


The job bank, serving youths 14-21, is open five days 
a week. The staff attempts as much as possible to 
match the skills and interests of youths with job 
opportunities. Sometimes jobs cannot be filled be- 
cause of the special training required such as speed 
typing, stenography and bookkeeping. An odd-job 
program including babysitting, household chores, 
gardening and yard work serves 14- and 15-year- 
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olds, since few businessmen will hire youths at that 
age. Sometimes job requests and postplacement 
follow-up reveal various problems and _ special 
needs and involve Youth Resources staff in counsel- 
ing and referral. 


The commission served as the catalyst and provided 
the selection mechanism for two federally sup- 
ported summer employment programs: Code En- 
forcement — 73 placements, Neighborhood Youth 
Corps — 106 placements. In order to alleviate as 
much as possible the summer job crisis for our high 
school-aged students resulting from pressing 
economic conditions and competition from college 
students, this agency conceived and implemented a 
summer Mini-Public Service Program in 1973. In 
1974, 87 youths of high school age from all seg- 
ments of the community were placed in a variety of 
public and private nonprofit jobs throughout the 
town. The program not only benefited the partici- 
pants, but also increased the level of services which 
the town departments could provide. We received 
letters from all department heads involved express- 
ing appreciation for the program and acknowledg- 
ing the outstanding work of the youths. 


In the fall, for the first time, this agency was able to 
obtain slots in the Neighborhood Youth Corps In- 
School Program (37). The following statistics pre- 
sent a quantitative picture of the Jobs for Youth 
Program in 1974:

During 1974 the commission continued to act as 
advocate for the Neighborhood Activities Center lo- 
cated at 22 High Street. The purpose of the program 
is to provide leisure-time activities of a recreational, 
educational and service-oriented nature. 


A Mini-Library Outreach Program was initiated at 
the Activities Center. The goal of this program is to 
stimulate an interest in reading as a leisure-time 
activity and to motivate youth to more frequently use 
the facilities and resources of the public library. A 
selection of books is brought to the Activities Center 
and related programs are planned. 


The Parks, Playgrounds and Streets Program 
utilized the Youth Worker-Intern concept to respond 
to neighborhood complaints, which, for the most 
part, concerned excessive noise, debris and van- 
dalism. The interns were not only familiar with the 
locations in question but also knew and were known 
by the majority of the youths congregating in the 
areas. As a result of the relationship between the 


interns and the youths the high level of noise was 
curbed, the areas were generally cleaned of debris, 
and there was a drastic reduction in vandalism. This 
was accomplished without any serious disturbance 
or confrontation between the youths, adults or town 
agencies. The agency cooperated with, and had the 
cooperation of, the Recreation Division, Police De- 
partment and the courts. 


Human Relations-Youth Resources coordinated its 
efforts with those of the Park and Recreation Com- 
mission to implement the ‘“‘Supervised Youth Night 
Program” during the summer months which con- 
sisted of extending the hours of the Soule and Tap- 
pan Street recreation facilities. 


Believing in its objectives, goals and philosophy, 
and impressed by its progress, the commission con- 


tinued and increased support for the New Perspec- | 


tives School, an alternative high school serving 
youths who have left or been expelled from the 
school system. New Perspectives School is a delin- 
quency prevention program using education, voca- 
tional guidance and counseling as therapeutic 
media. By devoting special attention to the 
psychological and social growth of its students, as 
well as to their educational and vocational needs, 
New Perspectives has been able to provide positive 
and constructive opportunities for youth. 


In 1974 we continued our support for the Brookline 
Arts Center. Aside from its regular course selection, 
the Arts Center conducted vacation and evening 
drop-ins for youth. Staff from the center provided 
arts and crafts sessions in the High Street Activities 
Center. 


The commission provides several services to Brook- 
line child care facilities and to families who need day 
care for their children. Included in these services are 
information and referral; the writing and periodic 


revision of a free guide to Brookline child care ser- 
vices; organizing and giving technical assistance to 
child care programs; coordinating resources for 
programs; advocating the improved delivery of child 
Care services; and serving as liaison with state and 
town departments. In the fall of 1974 a proposal was 
submitted to the Board of Selectmen to add an early 
childhood education consultant to the Day Care 
Licensing Team in order to provide evaluation and 
assistance to centers on staff and program de- 
velopment. The child care coordinator also serves 
as staff person for the 4-C Committee (Community. 
Coordinated Child Care), composed of parents, 
providers of child care services, and professionals 
and citizens interested in improving the quality of 
child care services in Brookline. 


The consultation, ombudsmanship and _ crisis- 
intervention aspect of the commission’s youth work 
increased in 1974. The services included interven- 
ing in youth-adult conflicts in order to avoid official 
police and court action; consulting and cooperating 
with the police and courts concerning youth offen- 
ders; serving as youth advocates before the courts 
and town and state agencies; and advising and re- 
ferring youths and parents on a variety of matters. 


Special projects involved participation in a town- 
wide feasibility study of purchasing or leasing a va- 
cated church for use as a community multiservice 
and activities center, preliminary compilation of 
demographic and other socially relevant data, re- 
searching such legislation as the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act and General Revenue 
Sharing, studying grantsmanship and fund-raising 
techniques. A high school course in Correctional 
Administration was conducted by the director in 
cooperation with the Police and School Depart- 
ments. The agency also served as a community re- 
source on the problems of Brookline youth, avail- 
able services, and relevant government programs. 


Council on Aging 


The Council on Aging, by statute, is composed of six 
town agency heads and seven concerned citizens. 
The objectives of the counéil are to maintain a net- 
work of neighborhood Multi-Service Senior Cen- 
ters, where the town’s human services are provided 
on a comprehensive, coordinated basis to provide 
support for a dignified existence in the community 
for senior citizens and for handicapped adults. 


The Multi-Service Centers are located at: 61 Park St. 
(administrative office and main center, open full- 
time); 50 Pleasant St. (full-time); Pierce School 
Community Room (fulltime); Health Center (part- 
time); 100 Center St. (part-time). The Multi-Service 
staff is composed of professionals, paraprofession- 
als and volunteers. 
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SERVICES 


Information and Referral 


Neighborhood-based information desks are located 
in elderly housing projects, the Health Center and 


the Pierce School. When appropriate, a referral is 


made to the agency which provides the service. 
When needed service is not provided elsewhere, 
assistance is provided by the Multi-Service Senior 
Center staff. Such service might include assistance 
to individuals to find new and appropriate living 
arrangements as their financial and/or health condi- 
tions deteriorate as well as support through the 
transition period. 


The Information Service is supported by on-site as- 


sistance from the staffs of the Visiting Nurse Ser- 
vice, Mental Health Clinic, Community Services De- 
partment, Adult Education, Transportation Depart- 
ment, Social Security, et alii. 


Counseling/Crisis Intervention 


In response to calls, townwide, for help for persons 
in distress, counselors make site visits. After the 
initial assessment of the problem, help is provided 
by appropriate agencies, by staff counselors, by 
community aides and volunteers. The average 
weekly case load has been about 200. Most referrals 
come from other agencies and from the business 
community. Services under Counseling/Crisis Inter- 
vention include: 


e Protective Services, provided to individuals who 
are no longer able to make meaningful decisions for 
themselves. Community aides and volunteers assist 
these clients under the supervision of the coun- 
selors. 


e Personal Services, including _ letter-writing, 
check-cashing, bill-paying and shopping for food 
and clothes, provided by community aides and vol- 
unteers. 


e Telephone Reassurance, a friendly and protective 
service available to shut-ins. It is staffed by volun- 


teers under the supervision of the Multi-Service 
staff. An emergency listing of medical information is 
maintained for each client. Twenty-five elderly shut- 
ins are enrolled in this service. 


Home Care 


The Council on Aging is designated by the state as 
the Home Care Agency to plan for and coordinate all 
home care services to elderly, handicapped and 
blind residents of Brookline. 


Chore service is provided for marginal income, frail 
elderly shut-ins who can no longer perform neces- 
sary housekeeping chores. Asupplement for people 
in financial need is arranged on a sliding scale, with 
funds supplied from private sources. 


Nutrition 


Hot lunches are provided to older persons at three 
locations — Sussman House, O’Shea House, and 
the Pierce School. Musical programs, nutrition 
classes, bridge lessons, health screening by the Vis- 
iting Nurse Service, etc., are provided. 


A Food Cooperative is in operation weekly, supply- 
ing tenants of O’Shea House with milk, bread, eggs, 
etc., at a discounted price. About 40 people partici- 
pate. 


Instruction in bridge is one of the popular activities at the new Multi-Service Senior Center in the new Pierce School. 
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Blood Pressure Screening Program cosponsored by three agencies: Brookline Visiting Nurse Service; Brookline Multi-Service 


Senior Centers; and the Brookline Housing Authority. 


Home-delivered meals are provided on a short-term 
emergency basis. A doctor’s or nurse’s referral is 
required. 


Emergency Medical |I.D. Cards/Screening Clinics 


Emergency medical |.D. cards are issued at each 
Multi-Service Center. In addition to providing 
emergency medical information to facilitate medical 
care, these wallet-size cards are used for discounts 
at local hairdressers, cleaners, movie theaters, and 
public swimming pools. A social worker from 
Multi-Service fills out emergency |.D. cards at Health 
Department screening clinics. 


Staff and volunteers from Multi-Service assist at the 
glaucoma, oral cancer and blood pressure screen- 
ing clinics operated by the Visiting Nurse Service 
and Health Department. 


Transportation 


A Minibus provided by the MBTA enables elderly 
persons to reach medical facilities, food markets, 
banks and senior programs. 


Red Cab and Bay State Taxi companies now provide 
Elder-Cabs as a public service. These cabs operate 
on ademand basis, providing door to door service to 
low and marginal income, frail elderly persons. Calls 
are coordinated through the Multi-Service informa- 
tion desk — 232-0188. 
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Cab vouchers are available on a limited basis to 
persons not receiving government benefits who 
need very personalized transportation for health 
care and have exhausted all other resources. 


Volunteer Coordinator — Nursing Homes 


Nursing home patients are visited regularly by vol- 
unteers as arranged by the Multi-Service volunteer 
coordinator. Local schools, churches, and private 
clubs participate as volunteers. Patients attend 
community-based programs such as summer pic- 
nics and library cinemas. 


SSI Alert 


Early in 1974, volunteers from the Multi-Service 
Centers conducted the SSI Alert, an outreach pro- 
gram to inform Brookline residents of the new fed- 
eral Supplemental Security Income Program and to 
assist them in filing applications. 


PROGRAMS 
Adult Day Center 


A varied full-time program is offered at the Pierce 
School. A retired musicians’ workshop, indoor gar- 
dening, yoga and movement and other educational 
and recreational activities are scheduled before and 
after the daily hot lunch. Classes are sponsored by 
Adult Education. 


Library 


The Brookline Public Library, together with the 
Multi-Service Center, sponsors Senior Cinema, a 
weekly film program with a coffee and sociability 
hour preceding it. The library stocks books in elderly 
housing projects, and also delivers magazines and 
books to shut-ins. 


Citizen Participation 


Senior Citizen advisory committees make recom- 
mendations to town agencies such as the Council 
on Aging, Adult Education, and the Department of 
Transportation. Interested seniors have a voice and 
are given an opportunity to participate in planning 
for services. 


Teachers’ Aides 


Senior citizens have volunteered as teachers’ aides 
to perform a variety of tasks. Close contact is main- 


tained by a volunteer supervisor from the Senior 
Center and a coordinator from the Brookline 
schools. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS IN GERONTOLOGY 


In 1974, classes were conducted at the Multi-Service 
Senior Center for graduate students in the M.I.T. 
Urban Planning Program and the Tufts University 
School of Medicine. 


Placements ranging from three-month internships 
to one-day observation visits were conducted at 
Multi-Service by Massachusetts General Hospital 
School of Nursing, Northeastern University, and 
Pennsylvania State University. The center was also 
included in the curriculum of courses at Boston 
College and Boston State University. 


Articles by Multi-Service Center staff were accepted 
in both local and national publications. 


Veterans’ Services 


Veterans’ Services is just what the law says, services 
to veterans and their dependents. The basic concept 
creating fiscal assistance to a veteran or dependent 
originated in 1861 while the devastating conflict 
raged between brother and brother in the Civil War. 
Thus was born Chapter 115 as an integral part of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth. It was also a 
concept which became a legislative way and 
method of honoring and paying tribute to its war- 
riors, those who willingly or otherwise went to war to 
protect the interests of the state to which they had 
sworn fealty. 


After the Civil War, benevolent legislators from time 
to time altered the basic law to fit the needs of the 
veteran or dependent according to necessities im- 
posed by each succeeding war down to the conflict 
in Vietnam. 


Notwithstanding the unpopularity of the Vietnam 
War, the current needs of the returnee of combat are 
substantial. Not to offer the basic services already in 
operation would inevitably result in chaos and a lack 
of faith in government of all levels. 


Besides making it mandatory that each city and 
town have a veterans’ director, the legislature so 
arranged the commissioner’s office that one-half of 
fiscal distribution to the veteran or his dependents 
would be borne by the Commonwealth. It was also 
established that the office act as liaison between the 
veteran and the federal government regarding any 
federal benefits to which he may be entitled. 


Many benefits and services which are processed day 
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in and day out by this office have helped veterans to 
receive higher education; have aided them in ob- 
taining home loans as well as nonservice-connected 
pensions; and have assisted widows and children of 
veterans in establishing pension entitlement. 


This past year has been a very active one. As a result 
of inflation and severe unemployment, the number 
of cases rose from 2,186 in 1973 to 3,128 in 1974, or 
43% over the last year. Also the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Rate Setting Commission found it 
feasible to allow an increase in the per diem rate in 
many of our nursing homes, a major factor in our 
expenditures. 


Bills before the House pertaining to veterans’ legis- 
lation were carefully scrutinized by the director and 
a report was submitted to the five veterans organiza- 
tions in the town. 


It is required that all graves of veterans in this town 
be properly cared for and decorated. Memorial Day 
is the day we honor those men and women of all 
wars who paid the supreme sacrifice in order that 
those of us here today have liberty, justice and free- 
dom. Citizens of Brookline have always recognized 
that the veteran in all times and ages is a special 
citizen and should be paid special tribute, as evi- 
denced by the very large turnout for Memorial Day 
1974. 


As in the past, the department received excellent 
cooperation from the Veterans’ Administration Re- 
gional Office and the three hospitals in the area 
which we use almost daily. 


Rent Control Board 


In 1974 the Rent Control Board was able to maintain 
its administrative efficiency despite another high 
volume year similar to 1973. The board dealt with a 
total of 914 cases which included the hearing of 560 
petitions and applications, issuing 31 proposed de- 
cisions and having 323 cases settled or withdrawn 
by consent of the parties. The board increased its 
total number of controlled rental units to approxi- 
mately 11,300, which represents at least 50% of the 
total number of dwelling units in the town. 


The board made numerous significant policy deci- 
sions and adopted major changes in procedures in 
1974. A major problem confronting the board was 
the increase in the cost of fuel for owners of rental 
housing. The board responded by holding a public 
hearing on the problem on January 15, 1974 to hear 
recommendations from both landlords and tenants. 
As a result, the board subsequently voted to hear 
landlord petitions for rent adjustments every 6 
months rather than once every 12 months and also 
voted to give priority to hearing those petitions 
which were accompanied by asworn affidavit by the 
landlord stating that the fuel costs of the property 
had increased at least 35% or more during the past 
12 months as compared to the immediately preced- 
ing 12-month period. These policies were consid- 
ered as temporary emergency measures to cope 
with the crisis and, hence, were repealed later on 
during the year when they were no longer consid- 
ered necessary. 


In seeking to provide all parties with an opportunity 
to review the preliminary investigatory work of the 
staff prior to the hearings on individual landlord 
adjustment cases, the board agreed to make avail- 
able to both landlords and tenants, upon request, 
copies of staff reports primarily concerning the 
audit of operating expenses and the inspection of 
the property. As a result, the parties are now better 
able to understand the nature of the proceedings 
and are accorded an opportunity at the hearings to 
respond to the matters set forth in the reports. After 
the hearing, and prior to the board’s decision, the 
parties, upon request, may obtain any additional 
reports or any modifications in any prehearing re- 
ports that pertain to their property in order to give 
them an opportunity to point out any errors or omis- 
sions in such reports. Thus, when the board votes on 
a case, all parties have had ample opportunity to 
review the same reports upon which the board will 
be making its final decision. 


In 1974 the board adopted only one additional regu- 
lation, and repealed another. On April 16, 1974, the 
board promulgated Regulation 19 requiring parties 
aggrieved by board decisions to file their appeals in 
the Brookline Municipal Court within thirty days 
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after the date of the mailing of such decisions. This 
was an effort to prevent parties from litigating old 
decisions wherein the issues had long since be- 
come moot. On May 7, 1974, the board repealed 
Regulation 18 which provided rent reductions for 
violations of Article Il of the State Sanitary Code. The 
board repealed this regulation in order to overcome 
certain legal and administrative problems encoun- 
tered in its implementation and enforcement. 
Nevertheless, the board, by means of landlord, ten- 
ant and board-initiated petition hearings, continued 
to monitor code violations, and where appropriate, 
issued decisions that took such violations into ac- 
count. Thus, the board continued to encourage 
compliance with the various codes and to assure 
proper and adequate maintenance of controlled 
units. 


Another major policy change occurred on May 28, 
1974 when the board adopted a procedure to permit 
landlords, at their option, to submit operating ex- 
penses covering the most recent 12-month period 
rather than on acalendar year basis. This procedure 
enabled the board to issue decisions which re- 
flected a more realistic picture. 


One of the more significant decisions of 1974 was 
the board’s vote of June 4, 1974 not to have a general 
adjustment “‘at this time.’ After holding a public 
hearing on May 30, 1974, the board stated that the 
most equitable approach to determining the max- 
imum rents for controlled units was by means of 
hearing individual landlord petitions for rent ad- 
justment. 


During 1974 the subject of rent control received a 
substantial amount of attention from the state legis- 
lature. On April 10, 1974, an all-day public hearing 
was held before the Joint Committee. on Local Af- 
fairs to consider various bills which had been filed in 
regard to amending, repealing or extending the 
Rent Control Act (Chapter 842 of the Acts of 1970) 
which was due to expire April 1, 1975. The commit- 
tee voted to seek funds for a study of rent control 
before making their final recommendations. In the 
interim, on June 13, 1974, the Governor signed into 
law Chapter 360 of the Acts of 1974 amending the 
Rent Control Act and extending rent control beyond 
April 1, 1975 to December 31, 1975. On December 4, 
1974, a draft report of a comprehensive analysis of 
rent control was submitted to the Joint Committee 
on Local Affairs by Harbridge House, the consultant 
hired to do the study. The report concluded that rent 
control was operating effectively in the com- 
munities which had adopted it and, therefore, be- 
cause the need for rent control was as critical today 
as it was in 1970, the report recommended that rent 
control be extended beyond 1975.

The Park and Recreation Commission is nearing 
completion of its long-range program of the com- 
plete restoration of its major parks and playgrounds 
started some ten years ago. Lawton Playground had 
its first full year of operation and has provided a 
long-awaited recreation area for North Brookline, 
the north side of Harvard Street. The playground, 
which offers a wide variety of play equipment for 
children of all ages, features a well-designed spray 
pool and multiple play area with basketball stan- 
dards as well as many benches in four sitting areas. 


The Kent Playground, although smaller in size, has 
provided the same facilities as Lawton Playground 
and was well used by the Bowker and Brook Street 
areas. 


The Brook Street Playground was opened in the 
spring. This playground, funded by HUD, has pro- 
vided a new concept in play areas with its wood 
climbing forms set in sand, multiple play area, sit- 
ting area, and a small garden for the growing of 
flowers and vegetables. 


reation Commission 


Pierce Playground also was opened for its first full 
year of play, coinciding with the opening of the new 
Pierce School, offering a turf ball diamond, multiple 
play hard-surface area, small children’s play equip- 
ment area, horseshoe pits, spray pool, and a well- 
defined sitting area. The entire park has been land- 
scaped with flowers, shrubs and evergreens. 


Schick Park on Aspinwall Hill, funded by BOR, was 
completed in late fall and will be open for full use 
this spring. 


All of the above parks have been planned with im- 
portant contributions from neighborhood commit- 
tees who have joined the Park and Recreation 
Commission from the initial planning stage to com- 
pletion. 


Our emphasis this coming year will be focused 
primarily on maintenance of all our areas and, in 
particular, the resurfacing and lining out of many 
tennis courts. Bids will be offered soon for the com- 
plete reconstruction of the present five courts, and 
the addition of one new court at Amory Playground. 
It is planned that the new Har-True courts will be 
opened for play in early summer. 


New wooden play structures, benches, walks and plantings were installed as part of the reconstruction of Brook Street Playground. 


Our most important problem now facing the com- 
mission is providing sufficient fields and facilities 
for the expanded recreation program of the high 
school, along with our own expanded recreation 
program. Freshman, junior varsity and varsity teams 
are now formed in football, baseball, soccer, field 
hockey, lacrosse and tennis. Thus there will be re- 
newed interest this coming year by the commission 
in acquiring additional land to take care of the needs 
of the expanding school and recreation programs.

In the year 1974, the Recreation Division was re- 
warded with much success in the implementation of 
its extensive program which is designed to provide 
meaningful leisure-time activities for our citizens of 
every age. 


Women’s Sports 


The position of a women’s sports specialist made 
possible new recreational athletic teams for girls 
and women in softball, volleyball, ice hockey and 
soccer. The position also allowed for instruction to 
the women’s town tennis team which was extremely 
successful, and completed the season by capturing 
second place in its division. 


Main Facility 


Our main facility at 70 Tappan Street saw an influx of 
new participants with the addition of folk dance 
specialists to teach Israeli and Greek dancing. A 
Sunday morning program was established in coop- 
eration with the Human Relations-Youth Resources 
Commission which affords a morning of family 
recreational activities serving those unable to par- 
ticipate at other times.

Tennis continued to be one of our most popular 
activities. Junior tennis lessons became the big fea- 
ture of the main facility on Saturday and Sunday 
mornings. Through the cooperation of the Long- 
wood Cricket Club, children from our playground 
program were invited to attend the national tennis 
championships at no cost. 


Community Schools 


At nine school locations in the town, various even- 
ing programs are held by the Recreation Division for 
a 36-week period. Assistant recreation leaders, col- 
lege work-study part-time workers, a recreation 
leader (general) and junior building custodians 
comprise the staff. The programs consist of athletic 
games and contests, record-playing and dancing, 
arts and crafts, table games such as checkers, 
Monopoly, Careers, Scrabble, etc., and special 
events such as an excursion to the pool for asplash 
and pizza party. The program varies according to 
area and age group. The entire program is a joint 
cooperative effort with the School Department. 
Other special events include overnight camping, 
bowling, special swimming and supervised skating. 


Morning Play 


The morning play programs continued to be a valu- 
able learning experience for preschool children of 
the town. Special events for those groups were ex- 
panded to include more puppet shows and field 
trips. The children were also treated to a visit from 
the New England Aquarium which brought fish and 
animals. 


For the first time, a pilot afternoon day-care program 
was initiated at the James J. Lynch Center for 
children enrolled in recreation morning play 
groups. The children enjoyed a full program includ- 
ing a hot lunch, a rest, and weekly swimming. The 
possibilities of expansion are being considered as 
the validity of such a program becomes more evi- 
dent daily. 


Winter spirit runs high as town residents enjoy the ice 
skating rink at Larz Anderson Park, completely recon- 
structed in 1974. 


Winter Program 


The February winter vacation brought more special 
events as children from every corner of the town 
were transported daily to Larz Anderson for skating, 
skiing, sledding and tobogganing. 


In cooperation with the Park Department and the 
Brookline schools, our department transported the 
students from the local schools to various rinks for 
skating throughout the winter season. Instruction 
was expanded to Mondays, Thursdays, and Sundays 
for small groups which received expert lessons from 
our professional teaching staff. 


Summer Day Camps 


The summer day camps for children 4-6 and 7-13 
were held at Eliot, Beacon, Soule, Lawrence, and 
LynchCenter and enjoyed tremendous popularity. A 
meaningful eight-week summer program was of- 
fered at a small fee, with activities including swim- 
ming, athletic games, teams, arts and crafts, crea- 
tive drama, and field trips. 


Recreation for Atypical 


The Recreation Division once again provided a 
service to atypical people. The Saturday morning 
program continued from October to July. Baldwin 
day camp was in session for an eight-week period in 
July and August. In the summer season, the campers 
could take part in all activities as well as daily swim- 
ming at our pool. Baldwin day camp is provided free 
of charge to the atypical and transportation is in- 
cluded. The town realizes 50% reimbursement for 
this program. 


The Massachusetts Recreational and Park Society 
honored Cantor Michal Hammerman, chairman of 
Brookline’s Park and Recreation Commission, for 
his ‘‘outstanding service to the community and for 
his active part in the establishment of Humanity 
House” which is arecently established residency for 
atypical adolescents and adults. It is located at 16 
Williams Street and is a home which was purchased 
and renovated to meet the needs of the people who 
live there. 
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Tennis Instructor Gary Sanders provides two young 
players with fundamentals. 


Tree Planting Committee 


Dutch Elm Disease 


Dutch Elm disease and Maple dieback continued to 
take a heavy toll of the town’s shade trees in 1974. 
For the second year in a row, over 800 trees were 
removed by outside contract and by Forestry De- 
partment crews. A new experimental treatment for 
elms, developed by the Lowden Tree Company, was 
started during the summer of 1973 and was con- 
tinued in 1974 with special effort in the Salisbury 
Road neighborhood. Civic-minded residents of the 
area contributed funds and much effort to save what 
remained of a once splendid grove of elm trees. 
Unfortunately, the infestation of disease-carrying 
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beetles was the worst yet experienced. Despite re- 
peated spraying, extra treatments by the Lowden 
Company and prompt removal of dead trees, the 
epidemic continued. 


The Tree Planting Committee has long advocated a 
program of sanitation, including timely removals 
and pruning of deadwood combined with dormant 
and foliage spraying to control the spread of the 
disease. Until 1968 losses were held to reasonable 
levels; but in 1971 and 1972 losses doubled, and in 
the last two years they have redoubled. It seems 
clear that, under present circumstances, unless all 
dead and infected elm trees are removed before 


emergence of the beetles in early spring (and those 
trees that succumb thereafter, before a second 
emergence in June), all other attempts at control are 
of little value. 


In 1974 living roadside elms were estimated at about 
2,000. Experts have stated that it is likely that 75-80% 
of these have been infected by the disease. The 
outlook is indeed a gloomy one. Unless a cure is 
developed soon, the magnificent American Elm will 
be a memory for, this generation, and unknown to 
the next. At a Special Town Meeting in November, 
the Tree Planting Committee requested funds to 
hasten the removal program, but the article failed to 
pass by five votes. 


Firewood Giveaway Program 


During the fall and winter months the firewood 
giveaway program, which was so popular last year, 
was continued at the Putterham Meadows Golf 
Course parking lot. This year the chain saw work 


Conservation 


The year 1974 was a landmark year for Brookline 
and the Conservation Commission. For the first time 
in its history; the town voted to acquire land — Hall’s 
Pond — for conservation purposes. Hall’s Pond, a 
magnificently unique 3%2-acre place of beauty, 
which was originally part of a great cedar swamp, 
remains today relatively natural and unspoiled. It is, 
quite remarkably, in North Brookline, which is one 
of the most densely populated areas of Mas- 
sachusetts. The condemnation of the Newhall build- 
ings immediately adjacent to Hall’s Pond prompted 
the Conservation Commission to take action to pre- 
serve one of the town’s truly scarce resources. Ina 
town as urbanized as Brookline, the opportunity is 
indeed rare when the town can take such action to 
enhance and protect its environment. 


Following Town Meeting vote, the commission pro- 
ceeded to obtain federal and state reimbursement 
funding amounting to 75% of the total for the pro- 
ject. Actual implementation of the land use plan and 
transferral of the land to the town cannot proceed 
until both federal and state funding has been ap- 
proved, which, we are delighted to report, finally 
occurred at year’s end. 1975 will see final acquisi- 
tion of the land by the town, restoration of the scar- 
red land to a natural state, cleanup of the debris 
which has accumulated as well as, hopefully, the 
pond water itself, consultation with neighbors and 
beginning of implementation of aland use plan, and 
opening of the Hall’s Pond Sanctuary to the public 
for passive use as a natural area. 


The Conservation Commission proceeded in coop- 
eration with the Boston Conservation Commission 
to protect the Charles-to-Charles Park Corridor. The 
corridor, inspired by the ideals of Frederick Law

and most of the splitting was done by Forestry De- 
partment crews on weekdays in order to avoid noise 
on the weekends, when citizens were provided with 
the firewood totaling some 53 tons. 


Planting Program 


Despite preoccupation with the removal of dead 
trees, the planting program was carried out to the 
limit of available funds and manpower. Over 500 
trees of 15 different species were set out in the 
spring and an additional 100 were planted in the fall. 
For every tree planted, the closest resident was 
given a notice describing the tree planted and re- 
questing cooperation by watering to help the tree 
become established. 


The Tree Planting Committee is most appreciative of 
the increasing assistance it is receiving from neigh- 
borhood associations and interested individuals in 
connection with the planting and care of its road- 
side trees. 


Commission 


Olmsted (who lived many of the last years of his life 
in Brookline), would create an eight-mile-long green 
belt along the Brookline/Boston boundary stretch- 
ing from the Charles River Basin to the Charles River 
in West Roxbury. The Town of Brookline received, 
by and through the Conservation Commission, a 
conservation easement over Sargent Pond in 1974. 
This restriction will preserve forever this land from 
development or building and is an important first 
step in protecting the open green quality of some of 
Brookline’s most beautiful land. The commission 
met through the year with many landowners along 
the corridor and carefully monitored all activity af- 
fecting this linear park, particularly with respect to 
the Franchi property overlooking Jamaica Pond and 
fronting on:two sides of Brookline, and other prop- 
erty off Goddard Avenue. In each case the commis- 
sion attempted to protect open land through con- 
servation restrictions, prevent further and extensive 
asphalting, and lessen traffic impact on local Brook- 
line streets. Students at the Harvard Graduate 
School of Design prepared for the commission a 
comprehensive study, including many alternatives 
and suggestions, of the Brookline lands in the cor- 
ridor. Acomplete and final report should be ready by 
late spring, 1975. 


The commission continued to manage the Hoar 
Sanctuary for the Park and Recreation Commission. 
The Conservation Commission's five-year plan for 
the sanctuary was enthusiastically approved by the 
Park and Recreation Commission. School groups 
have responded favorably to our suggestions that 
the sanctuary be used as a living resource for study. 
A combination bike tour/picnic/sanctuary walk in 
the fall led by members of the commission drew a 
very large group. 


To encourage further use and understanding of the 
environment and particularly of Brookline’s local 
resources, the Conservation Commission con- 
ceived of an educational loose-leaf notebook to be 
produced for Brookline school teachers as well as 
Brookline citizens. This notebook will contain in- 
formation about Brookline’s physical resources, 
problems of solid waste disposal and recycling, 
transportation, and many other problems and con- 
cerns of urban conservation. The package can be 
changed and altered as necessary to keep it current 
and useful. The Brookline School Department is 
very enthusiastic about the project, and the com- 
mission is now seeking federal funding through the 
Environmental Education Act. 


Implementation of the Wetlands Protection Act 
(Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 131, Section 
40) for the Town of Brookline continues to take a 
significant amount of the commission’s time and 
effort. Two hearings were held in 1974, including 
one on the piles for the parking deck for the Marsh 
Housing Project. New regulations promulgated in 
November assist the commission in defining its re- 
sponsibilities and jurisdiction under the amended 
act. Although the commission’s files are growing, a 
comprehensive wetlands mapping of the town has 
not been done. This is a high priority item for the 
commission over the next year. The Conservation 
Commission also reviews “The Environmental 
Monitor,’ which lists all environmental impact 
statements filed with the state (and submits com- 
ments where appropriate). 


The commission continues to view the dissemina- 
tion of information about the environment to Brook- 
line citizens as one of its important responsibilities. 
The commission sent out two newsletters in 1974, 
for the third straight year coordinated Earth Day 
activities for the town at Coolidge Corner, and pre- 
pared several booklets for citizens such as one on 
recreational bike routes in Brookline. The commis- 
sion sponsored frequent bird walks in the spring, as 
well as nature walks through the D. Blakeley Hoar 
Sanctuary. 


The commission remains actively concerned with 
transportation policies in the town, and worked with 
other town departments to protect trees and land on 
either side of the MBTA Riverside Line, which has a 
completely new roadbed which was laid over the 
summer. The commission is also working with the 
MBTA to design the new stations along this right- 
of-way. We have preserved the wooden structures 
where possible and incorporated landscaping into 
station design. The commission actively supported 
continuation of the overnight parking ban and con- 
tinuation of the Minibus and Elder-Cab. 


Over the past few years, oil pollution has plagued 
and fouled Brookline’s few water resources. The 
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Hall’s Pond, the last unprotected natural pond in the 
town, was acquired this year by the Conservation 
Commission. 


Conservation Commission cosponsored with the 
Fire Department an article approved by Town Meet- 
ing allowing further regulation of fuel oil and 
gasoline storage, which will include periodic pres- 
sure testing of all underground storage tanks. This 
legislation should go far in preventing oil pollution 
in Brookline. 


The commission strongly supported the town’s 
moves to revise the zoning bylaw to protect 
Brookline’s neighborhoods. The Conservation 
Commission repeatedly offered suggestions to 
strengthen also the protection afforded open space 
in the zoning bylaw. 


The commission is made up of seven volunteers 
appointed by the Selectmen. In the spring we wel- 
comed two new appointees — Martina Lee Albright 
and Merrill H. Diamond. The director and assistant 
director — Hooper Brooks and Dorothy Cranshaw 
— provided valuable staff assistance to the commis- 
sion. The commission has also involved many con- 
cerned citizens, school groups, garden and neigh- 
borhood groups, graduate students, and profes- 
sionals in its projects, and for their cheerful and 
invaluable assistance, commitment, and expertise, 
we are truly grateful. 


FINANCE 


Board of Assessors 


The board consisted of Francis E. Ryan, chairman, 
Aryeh R. Friedman, and George F. McNeilly. Robert 
A. Merritt was reappointed assistant assessor. 


The figures shown with an asterisk (*) for 1973 rep- 
resent 2/3 of the amounts needed during the 
18-month transitional period (January 1,1973-—June 
30, 1974). This was done to afford a basis for com- 
parison to figures of fiscal year 1975 (July 1, 1974 - 
June 30, 1975). We have, for obvious reasons, not 
shown any information relating to the six-month 


period January 1 —June 30, 1974, as these could not 
be compared to yearly figures. 


The net amount to be raised by direct taxation for 
fiscal year 1975 was $36,076,208. The tax rate was 
set on August 9, 1974, and was approved by the 
State Tax Commission at $80 per thousand dollars 
of valuation.

Processing Bills Payable 


The Comptroller’s report, appearing in Part | of the 
1973 Annual Report, made reference to a proposed 
study relative to processing of bills payable. Sup- 
pliers of materials, equipment, and services have 
repeatedly stated that in our present-day economy 
delayed payments result in their having to borrow 
money at high interest rates which they can ill af- 
ford. Several firms have stated they will no longer 
honor our purchase orders; others have instituted a 


schedule of interest charges; and all have requested 


that our policy of taking a 2 percent discount be 
discontinued unless paid within ten days. 


The study has been completed and the following 
recommendations have been included in my budget 
for fiscal year 1976: (1) that by agreement with the 
Purchasing Agent, a senior clerk currently assigned 
to a post-audit function in the Purchasing Depart- 
ment be transferred to the Comptroller's Depart- 
ment; and (2) that an additional permanent part- 
time clerk be hired effective July 1, 1975, to expedite 
the processing of invoices. If approved, our present 
procedures for processing invoices will be mod- 
ified; and instead of clearing all invoices through the 
Purchasing Department, we will instruct vendors to 
forward invoices directly to the requisitioning de- 
partments for approval, and then to the Comp- 
troller’s Office for post-audit and payment. 


Legislation has also been submitted, subject to local 
acceptance, by the Massachusetts Auditors’ and 
Accountants’ Association, which would authorize 
boards, committees, commissions, or boards of 
trustees, who meet on a monthly or irregular basis, 
to designate one of their members, or the adminis- 
trative head of their department, to make oath and 
approve for payment any bills, drafts or orders 
chargeable to any appropriation under their control.

If the Town Meeting supports this recommendation 
and the legislation is passed, significant progress 
will be made in meeting our obligation to suppliers 
of equipment and materials with an insignificant 
increase in cost. 


Computer Conversions 


During the past 18 months, we have, in cooperation 
with the Police Department, the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, and the District Court, converted parking 
violation tickets to our computer and with the coop- 
eration of the Burroughs Corporation converted our 
disk information to tape for compatibility with 
equipment of the Registry of Motor Vehicles. The 
town treasury benefited as a result of this conver- 
sion by an increase of $100,000 from court fines. 


Last year the Town Clerk estimated a reduction in 
printing costs for street and voter lists, which re- 
sulted from the conversion of certain data to the 
computer, and now suggests a similar savings in 
police overtime by the recent conversion and mail- 
ing of census-taking data. 


At the request of the School Department, pursuant 
to regulations adopted by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education, the latest conversion to the 
town’s data-processing installation is the prepara- 
tion of a school census of persons ages 3 through 
ZAP 


There are still many applications which could and 
should be computerized, and the time has come for 
a study and review of total community needs and an 
evaluation of the hardware requirements to fulfill 
that need. Such a study is particularly timely be- 
cause of a very attractive offer by the Burroughs 
Corporation for the purchase of the town’s present 
installation. The findings of such a study will cer- 


tainly address the feasibility of establishing a De- 
partment of Data Processing, which would consoli- 
date hardware, provide greater efficiency, and re- 
duce costs now reflected in the budgets of School 
and Comptroller’s Departments. 


Contributory Retirement System 


In fiscal year 1976 the town will be required to raise 
$2,124,000, the amount certified by the Commis- 
sioner of Insurance, for the pension fund of our 
Contributory Retirement System, an increase of ap- 
proximately $730,000. 


This large increase is due to many factors: 


A) Cost of living adjustments are a reflection of the 
inflationary patterns plaguing our economy as a 
whole, and have been certified as 11 percent for 
fiscal year 1976. 


B) Legislation effective January 1, 1975, mandated 
combining previous cost of living adjustments with 
the original pension calculation forming anew base, 
with a ceiling of $6,000 upon which to add future 
cost of living adjustments. 


C) During the calendar year ending December 31, 
1974, 63 employees were retired by the Brookline 
Retirement Board, of which 21 were for accidental 
disability, and six were for ordinary disability. Acci- 
dental disabilities are expensive in that, in many 


instances they represent pensions granted at an 
early age, at 72 percent of the highest annual salary, 
which under normal circumstances means they will 
be carried for many years to come, plus dependency 
allowances of $312, not to exceed the annual salary. 


D) Our investment portfolio contains stock of sev- 
eral large banking institutions of New York and Bos- 
ton, the market value of which has suffered as the 
result of recent trends of the stock market to an 
amount of $271,000, which by statute must be raised 
and represents 37 percent of the $730,000 increase 
previously referred to. 


Finally, | would like to recall those areas of cost 
having a significant impact on local tax rates over 
which the Town Meeting has limited or no control. 
They are inflation, state and county assessments, 
education, pensions, and collective bargaining 
agreements. Many people have expressed opinions 
that these elements are uncontrollable, and out of 
control, and that only drastic measures at all levels 
of government will reverse them. These costs esca- 
late without regard to the ability of local government 
to support them, and unless reason prevails the 
trend will be reversed, through legislative action if 
necessary. In the process, both the public and the 
public employees stand to lose — the public by a 
reduction in service, and the employees by the loss 
of jobs and extremely desirable fringe benefits.

Park Artificial Ice Skating Rink, and will authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to seek reimbursement to the Town for 50% of the additional sum so 
expended, to make application to and enter into a contract with the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts acting by and through the Commissioner of 
the Department of Natural Resources, as State Liaison Officer for the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, U.S. Department of the Interior for a grant 
under the Federal Land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965, P.L. 
88-578, and to make any amendments as required and take any necessary 
action to secure matching funds; any sums received as a result of said 
application and contract to be returned to the Town surplus; and will de- 
termine how any such appropriation will be raised whether by taxation, 
transfer of available funds, by borrowing or otherwise, and, if by borrow- 
ing, to authorize the issuance of bonds or notes of the Town therefor, or 
will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Seventeenth Article. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, or 
appropriate from available funds, the sum of Eighty Thousand Dollars 
($80,000) to be expended by the Park and Recreation Commission, with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen for the reconstruction of five (5) 
tennis courts and the construction of one (1) additional tennis court making 
a total of six (6) new courts at Amory Playground, and will authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to seek reimbursement to the Town for 50% of the 
sum expended, to make application to and enter into a contract with the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts acting by and through the Commissioner 
of the Department of Natural Resources, as State Liaison Officer for the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, U.S. Department of the Interior for a grant 
under the Federal Land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965, P.L. 
88-578, and to make any amendments as required and take any necessary 
action to secure matching funds; any sums received as a result of said 
application and contract to be returned to the Town surplus; and will deter- 
mine how any such appropriation will be raised whether by taxation, 
transfer of available funds, by borrowing or otherwise, and, if by bor- 
rowing, to authorize the issuance of bonds or notes of the Town therefor, 
or take any other action with respect thereto. 


Eighteenth Article. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, or 
appropriate from available funds, the sum of Forty Thousand Dollars 
($40,000) to be expended by the Park and Recreation Commission, with 
the approval of the Board of Selectmen, for the construction of two (2} 
tennis courts, the resurfacing of the existing court, and lighting of all three 
courts at Soule Recreation Center, off Hammond Street in Chestnut Hill, 
and will authorize the Board of Selectmen to seek reimbursement to the 
Town for 50% of the sums so expended, to make application to and to 
enter into a contract with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts acting by 
and through the Commissioner of the Department of Natural Resources as 
State Liaison Officer for the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, U.S. Depart- 
ment of the Interior, for a grant under the Federal Land and Water Con- 
servation Fund Act of 1965, P.L. 88-578, and to make any amendments as 
required and take any necessary aciion to secure matching funds; any sums 
received as a result of said application and contract to be returned to the 
Town’s surplus; and will determine how any such appropriation will be 
raised whether by taxation, transfer of available funds, by borrowing or 
otherwise, and, if by borrowing, to authorize the issuance of bonds or notes 
of the Town therefor, or take any other action with respect thereto. 


Nineteenth Article. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, or 
appropriate from available funds, the sum of Twenty-five Thousand Dol- 
lars ($25,000) for the reconstruction of tennis courts at Longwocd Play- 
ground and the multiple play area at Baldwin Playground, and will au- 
thorize the Board of Selectmen to seek reimbursement to the Town for 
50% of the sum expended, to make application to and enter into a con- 
tract with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, acting by and through 
the Commissioner of the Department of Natura! Resources as state liaison 
officer for the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, United States Department 
of the Interior, for a grant under the Federal Lands and Water Conserva- 
tion Fund Act of 1965, P.L. 88-578, and to make any amendments as re- 
quired and take any necessary action, to secure maiching funds; any sums 
received as a result of said application and contract to be returned to the 
Town surplus, or take any other action with respect thereto. 


Twentieth Article. To see if ine Town will accept the report of the 
feasibility study prepared by Laventhol, Krekstein, Horwath & Horwath 
for the indoor ice skating facility, under agreement between them and the 
gers dated October 12, 1972 or will take any other action with respect 
thereto. 


Twenty-first Article. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, 
or appropriate from available funds, the sum of One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($100,000) to be expended by the Building Commission, with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen, for architectural plans and specifica- 
tions for an indoor ice skating facility at the Boylston Street site, bordered 
by Boylston Street, Cameron Street and Davis Path and Designated in 
the 1973 Assessors’ Atlas as Lots 2-1 in Block 186, or take any other ac- 
tion with respect thereto. 


Twenty-second Article. To see if the Town will accept and allow the 
laying out, alteration, relocation, and widening of Cypress Street on its 
easterly side, from Boylston Street to a point about 177 feet northerly of 
Boylston Street, as laid out, altered, relocated and widened by the Select- 
men by instrument dated August 27, 1973, and as shown on a plan entitled 
“Plan and Profile of the Alteration and Widening of Cypress Street, Brook- 
line, Mass.,” by Leo D. Picardi, Commissioner of Public Works, dated 
August 3, 1973, both of which are filed in the Town Clerk’s Office, and to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to take land in fee or rights of easement 
therefor by eminent domain under Chapter 79 of the General Laws, as 
amended, or to acquire land in fee or rights of easement therein by pur- 
chase or otherwise and to make entry for the purpose of construction 
before all claims for damages by reason thereof shall have been finally 
adjusted or determined and will raise and appropriate, or appropriate from 
available funds, a sum of money to pay for the same or to be used for the 
payment of land damages or other costs and expenses of such acquisition, 
or take any other action with respect thereto. 


Twenty-third Article. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, or 
appropriate from available funds, Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000) to be 
expended by the Commissioner of Public Works, with the approval of the 
Director of Traffic and Parking, for the engineering design and construc- 
tion of street improvements and traffic control signals at the intersection 
of Cypress Street and Kendall Street, under the provisions of Chapter 90, 
Section 33B of the General Laws, which provides for 100% reimbursement 
to the Town, by the Massachusetts Department of Public Works, or take 
any other action with respect thereto. 


Twenty-fourth Article. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, 
or appropriate from available funds, the sum of Eighteen Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($18,500) to be expended by the Director of Traffic and 
Parking for the study and design of traffic contro! signal improvements 
along Harvard Street between Washington Street and Commonwealth 
Avenue including new installations, modernization of existing signals, 
and the establishment of a coordinated signal timing system, or take any 
other action with respect thereto. 


Twenty-fifith Article. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen upon the written request of the Conservation Commis- 
sion to take the following described land in fee or rights of easement 
therein by eminent domain under the provisions of Chapter 79 of the 
General Laws or acquire said land in fee or rights of easement therein by 
purchase or otherwise, for conservation purposes under Chapter 40, Sec- 
tion 8C of the General Laws; and to raise and appropriate, or appropriate 
from available funds, a sum of money to pay for the same or to be used for 
the payment of jand damages or other costs and expenses of such acquisi- 
tion; and raise and appropriate, or appropriate from available funds, a 
sum of money to be expended by the Conservation Commission for the 
purpose of preparing and carrying out a program of conservation and pas- 
sive recreation consistent with maintaining the land and water thereon in 
a natural condition with respect to said land; and to authorize the Con- 
servation Commission to enter into agreements with state and federal agen- 
cies for financial and other assistance in connection with such program; or 
take any other action with respect thereto.

To see if the Town will vote to extend the dead- 
line for submission of the final reports on the revised Comprehensive Plan 
by the Planning Board and the Comprehensive Plan Review Commission 
from 30 days prior to the 1974 Annual Town Meeting until 30 days prior 
to the next Town Meeting following the adoption of the revised Com- 
prehensive Plan by the Planning Board, to grant the Board of Selectmen 
the power to dissolve the Comprehensive Plan Review Commission at any 
time at or after the next Town Meeting following the adoption of the 
Comprehensive Plan by the Planning Board, and to continue in existence 
the Comprehensive Plan Review Commission until so dissolved, or take 
any other action with respect thereto. 


Twenty-seventh Article. To see if the Town will amend the Town 
By-Laws by adding thereto Article XX XIII, as follows, or take any other 
action with respect thereto: 


Article XXXIII. Development Commission 


Section 1. There is hereby established a Development Commission for 
the promotion, development and rehabilitation of the commercial and resi- 
dential resources of the Town of Brookline. The Development Commission 
shall conduct researches into residential, retail and commercial conditions, 
investigate and assist in the establishment and revitalization of residential 
and commercial! projects, including projects involving private enterprise, for 
the purpose of expanding and strengthening the local economy and environ- 
ment and shall seek to coordinate the activities of unofficial bodies orga- 
nized for said purposes and shali have the authority to advertise, prepare 
and distribute books, maps, charts and pamphlets which, in its judgment, 
will further the purposes for which it is established. 

Section 2. The Development Commission shail consist of not less than 
five nor more than fifteen members who shali be appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen and who shall serve without compensation. The terms of said 
members shall not exceed five years and shall be initially so arranged so 
that the terms of approximately one-fifth of the members will expire each 
year. Subsequently, successors of such members shall be Bpppinted for 
terms of five years each. 

Section 3. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the membership of the 
Development Commission by reason of death. resignation, inability to act 
or for any other reason, the vacancy shall be filled by the Board of Select- 
men for the remainder of the unexpired term. 

Section 4. The Board of Selectmen in consultation with the Develop- 
ment Commission shall have the power and authority to engage or employ 
a Development Commission Coordinator and any clerical or other assistants 
which it may require for the discharge of its duties, but not in excess of the 
sum or sums which may from time to time be appropriated for the use of 
said Development Commission. 
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Twenty-eighth Article. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, 
or appropriate from available funds, the sum of thirty thousand dollars 
($30,000) for the employment of a Development Commission Coordinator 
and any clerical or other assistants, and for the payment of the Develop- 
ment Commission's necessary operating expenses, or take any other action 
with respect thereto. 


Twenty-ninth Article. To see if the Town will endorse and support 
the pedestrian Town-based shopping area and community center concept 
for Coolidge Corner, including Harvard Street from Stedman Street to 
Sewall Avenue, and Beacon Street from James Street to Summit Avenue, 
as well as the local streets within the basic area outlined; will direct 
the Selectmen, calling upon such public and private agencies and citizens 
of the Town and others as they deem appropriate (including neighborhood 
and commercial interests of the Coolidge Corner area) to review proposals 
for the Coolidge Corner area and to develop a plan for the area, taking 
into account the commercial interests, the primacy of the pedestrian, the 
age groupings of the Coolidge Corner population, the concentration of 
building and the lack of open space in the area, the impact of the area on 
other sections of the Town, the effect of the automobile and public trans- 
portation on the area, and the impact on the commercial and residential 
quality of life in Brookline. 


Thirtieth Article. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase or take by eminent domain under the General Laws for conserva- 
tion purposes to provide for much needed urban open space certain par- 
cels of land located adjacent to Fuller Street, being designated in the 1973 
Assessor's Atlas of the Town of Brookline as Lots 15 and 16 in Block 
77, and to raise an appropriate sum of money to acquire said parcels and 
to pay for the same or to pay for land damages and other costs in connec- 
tion therewith, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Thirty-first Article. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase or take by eminent domain under the General Laws for conserva- 
tion purposes to provide for much needed urban open space certain parcels 
of land located adjacent to Harvard Avenue at Coolidge Corner, being des- 
ignated in the 1973 Assessor’s Atlas of the Town of Brookline as Lots 2-3, 
20 and 24, in Block 82, bounded and described as follows: 


bounded on Northly side by Harvard St., 
Westerly by lots 1, 25, and Shailer St. 
Southwesterly by lots 23, 22, 21, and Centre St. 


Southeasterly by parking lot and driveway under the jurisdiction of the . 
Town. As shown on page 16 of said Atlas. Square footage: Lot 2 and 3, 
36024; Lot 24, 7128, Lot 20, 6743, and to raise an appropriate sum of money 
to acquire said parcels and to pay for the same or to pay for land damages 
and other costs in connection therewith; or will take any other action with 
respect thereto. 


Thirty-second Article. To see if the Town will amend the Zoning By- 
law by adopting the following amendments thereto or will otherwise amend 
and adopt said proposed amendments, or take any other action with re- 
spect thereto: 

1. To amend Section 5.21 EXCEPTIONS TO MAXIMUM FLOOR AREA 
RATIO REGULATIONS (BONUS PROVISIONS), paragraph (a), subpara- 
graph (3), now reading, 

None of the bonus floor area proposed is located within a buffer area 

as defined in Section 5.31(C) 
by substituting for this wording the following: 

No lot (or part of a lot) within a buffer area, as defined in Section 

5.31(c), shall be eligible for any provision or counted toward any re- 

quirement of this section for gross floor area in excess of that per- 

mitted in Section 5.00, nor shall such bonus floor area be located 
thereon. 

2. To amend Section 5.31 EXCEPTIONS TO MAXIMUM HEIGHT REG- 
ULATIONS, Paragraph (c), by replacing the words ‘‘a lot containing a resi- 
dential building or public open space” with the words “any land not within 
a public way” and, in subparagraph (1), by replacing the word “lot” with 
the word “land,” so that said paragraph shall read as follows: 

Where two different maximum height figures are specified for the 
same zoning district in Section 5.00, the lower figure shali apply to any 

lot or part of a lot located in a buffer area. A buffer area is defined as a 

lot or part of a lot within an M-1.5, M-2.0, M-2.5, G-2.0. or G-4.0 District 

which is located at a lesser distance from any land not within a public 
way in an S, SC, or T District than the following: 
(1) 200 feet if the direction of the land in the S, SC, or T District is 
northerly, between northwest and northeast; 
(2) 150 feet if such direction is easterly, between northeast and 
southeast, or westerly, between northwest and southwest; 
(3) 100 feet if such direction is southerly, between southeast and 
southwest. 


Thirty-third Article. To see if the Town will amend the Zoning By-law 
to permit no new construction above six (6) floors above ground level. 


Thirty-fourth Article. To see if the Town will amend its Zoning By-law 
and its Zoning Map by adopting the following amendment thereto, or will 
otherwise amend and adopt said proposed amendment, or will take any 
other action with respect thereto: 

1. To amend the Zoning Map by changing to M-1.0 an area of land 
bounded by Thatcher St. on the north, St. Paul St. on the east, Freeman St. 
on the south and Pleasant St. on the west, commonly known as the former 
Dexter School site, consisting of those parts now zoned M-2.0 of land desig- 
nated in the 1973 Ailas of the Town of Brookline on Plate 5 and described 
as follows:

and adjacent parts of Thatcher St., St. Paul St., Freeman St., and Pleas- 

ant St., to the centerlines thereof. 
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Thirty-fifth Article. To see if the Town will vote to accept the gift to 
the Brookline School Committee of five thousand dollars ($5,000) from The 
Florence L. and Mortimer C. Gryzmish Trust, such fund to be designated as 
THE FLORENCE L. AND MORTIMER C. GRYZMISH SCHOLARSHIP 
FUND, the income of which is to be used to provide a scholarship to a 
member of the graduating class at Brookline High School, the recipient to 
be determined by the Scholarship Commitiee of Brookline High School, or 
take any other action with respect thereto. 


Thirty-sixth Article. To see if the Town will amend the Town by-laws 
by adding thereto Article XXXIV, as follows, or take any other action with 
respect thereto: 


Article XXXIV. Rules and Regulations regarding Inflammable Material. 


Section 1. Pursuant to the authority of Section 9 of Chapter 148 of the 
General Laws, the Fire Department after consultation with, or in response 
to initiation from the Conservation Commission shail have the power, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Selectmen, to promulgate rules and regulations 
governing the issuance and renewal of any permit cr license issued or re- 
newed in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 148 of the General 
Laws relative to the storage of fuel oil, liquid chemicals and/or gasoline. 


Thirty-seventh Article. To see if the Town will adopt the following 
amendments to Article I of the By-laws of the Town or otherwise amend 
and adopt said proposed amendments, or take any other action with re- 
spect thereto. 


1. To amend Section 3a thereof by deleting the second and fourth sen- 
tences thereof and substituting therefor two new sentences so that Section 
3a shall read: 


An advisory Committee shall be appointed by the Moderator as here- 
inafter provided. It shall consist of thirty citizens who shall serve with- 
out pay of whom twenty-four shall be town meeting members when 
appointed and not less than one shall be from each precinct. Six mem- 
bers-at-large may be, but need not be, town meeting members. No more 
than four members shall be from the same precinct. No member of the 
committee shall be a salaried officer of the Town or a member of any 
standing board or committee having charge of the expenditure of 
money; but this restriction shail not disqualify members of special com- 
mittees which may be created from time to time by the Town Meet- 
ing, the Moderator or the Selectmen to report on specific problems. 

2. To amend Section 3b thereof by deleting the word “May” in the 
first sentence and the word “April” in the second sentence and substituting 
Eel be therefor the words “July” and “June” so that Section 3b shall 
read: 

Appointments to the committee, except for the purpose of filling vacan- 

cies, shall be made on or before the first day of July in each year. In the 

first year the Moderator shall appoint ten members to serve for one 


year, ten members to serve for two years and ten members to serve for 
three years, and thereafter he shall annually appoint ten members to 
serve for three years, the term of each such member to end on the thir- 
tieth day of June in the year in which it expires. A vacancy occurring 
otherwise than by expiration of term shall be filled for the unexpired 
term by appointment by the Moderator. 


3. To amend Section 3bb thereof by deleting subsection 2 thereof and 
substituting therefor the following as subsection 2 thereot: 


2. Absence from seven or more duly called and held meetings of 
the committee during any year of his term without reasons acceptable 
to the Advisory Committee Chairman. Notice of a member’s anticipated 
absence from a meeting should be given to the secretary at least eight 
hours prior to the time set for such meeting to convene. 

4, To amend Section 3bbb thereof by deleting the word ‘‘April” in the 
first sentence thereof and substituting therefor the word “June”. 


5. To amend Section 3 thereof by adding thereto the following as Sec- 
tion 3bbbb thereof: 


Upon determination of the occurrence of any of the events described 
in Sections 3bb and/or 3bbb by the Chairman of the Advisory Com- 
mittee written notice thereof and that the addressee has ceased to be- 
come a member of the committee shall be mailed or delivered by the 
secretary to such member. A copy of such notice shail be sent promptly 
to the Moderator. A vacancy occurring by reason thereof shall be filled 
for the unexpired term by appointment by the Moderator. 


In the event of a vacancy occurring by reason of event 2 under sec- 
tion 3bb the Moderator may reappoint the same person io fill the 
vacancy. 

6. “To amend Section 3c thereof by deleting the word “May” in the 
first and fourth sentences thereof and by substituting therefor the word 
“July”; by deleting the second sentence thereof and substituting therefor 
a new second sentence; and by adding a second and third paragraph thereto 
so that Section 3c shall now read: 


The Committee shall hold its first meeting in each year not later than 
the fifteenth day of July, to be called by the Moderator, and shall hold 
such other meetings as it may deem advisable. It shall elect annually at 
its first meeting a chairman and a vice-chairman from its own number, 
and shall appoint annually a secretary who is not one of its members, 
who shall hold office until another secretary is appointed. The duties 
of the secretary shall be defined by the committee. Subcommittees and 
the chairmen thereof shall be appointed by the chairman not later than 
the thirty-first day of July in each year. 

The Advisory Committee Chairman, when he deems it necessary, 
may establish special committees for members of the Advisory Com- 
mittee including the vice-chairman to carry out specific studies of a 
non-recurring nature that would allow in depth analysis in the special 
committee's areas of responsibility. Periodically during the pericd of 
time the special committee is in session, upon the request of the chair- 
man, the special committee shall report back to the full committee of 
its findings to date. Members of such committees, at the judgment of 
the chairman, may be excused from the requirement to attend duly 
scheduled meetings of the full committee while said special committee 
is carrying out its specific responsibilities. For purposes of determining 
the necessary quorum of members at duly scheduled meetings, those 
members with special committee assignments will be omitted, if the 
chairman has so excused them. Any member of a special committee so 
excused, can voluntarily attend duly scheduled meetings and partici- 
pate normally in the affairs of the committee. 


The vice-chairman, upon the request of, or in the absence of, the 
chairman, has the same powers as the chairman while acting as acting 
chairman of the Advisory Committee.” 


— 
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Thirty-eighth Article. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Town 
Moderator to appoint a committee or continue in effect and charge the 
committee referred to in the vote adopted under Article 22 of the warrant 
for the October 15, 1973 Special Town Meeting, to study the feasibility of 
electing members of the Advisory Committee, or take any other action with 
respect thereto. 


Thirty-ninth Article. To see if the Town will amend Article XXVIII of 
the Town By-laws — Human Relations Commission — Director of Human 
Relations — by deleting the title of said Article XXVIII and Sections 1 and 
2 thereof and substituting therefor the following, or take any other action 
with respect thereto: 


“Division of Human Relations — Youth Resources” 


Section 1. There is hereby established a Division of Human Relations — 
Youth Resources, consisting of a Human Relations Commission and a Stand- 
ing Committee on Youth. The Human Relations Commission shall consist of 
fifteen (15) citizens of the Town. Members of said Commission shall be 
appointed by the Selectmen and shail hold office for a period of three (3) 
years except that of the fifteen (15) members first appointed: five (5) shall 
be appointed for one (1) year, five (5) shall be appointed for two (2) years 
and five (5) shall be appointed for three (3) years. 


All members of said Commission shall serve without compensation. 
In the event of the death or resignation of any member, his successor shall 
be appointed to serve the unexpired period of the term for which such 
member has been appointed. A member may be removed by the Selectmen 
at any time when, in their judgment, the public interest so requires. Said 
Commission shall establish a Standing Committee on Youth. whose mem- 
bership and the terms of office of the membership of which shall be de- 
termined by said Commission. 


Section 2. Director of Human Relations — Youth Resources. There shall 
be a Director of Human Relations — Youth Resources who shall be the 
administrative head of a department to assist the Commission in the admin- 
istration of its functions and policies under this Article. The Selectmen 
shall appoint and may remove, when in their judgment the public interest 
so requires, and may fix the compensation of said Director. The Selectmen 
shall have the authority to create subordinate staff positions in said de- 
partment and the Director, with the approval of the Selectmen, may appoint 
persons to fill these positions, and he may remove them with the approval 
of the Selectmen. The Director shall have full charge and supervision of the 
work of the department and its personnel. He shall, in the performance of 
his duties and responsibilities, be directly responsible to and subject to the 
direction, authority and contro} of the Board of Selectmen. The Director 
shall perform such duties and responsibilities as may be assigned to him 
from time to time by the Heard of Selectmen in carrying out the policies 
of the Commission, including the obiaining of compliance by contractors of 


the nondiscrimination provisions in Town contracts. The Director shall 
act as technical advisor to the Board of Selectmen, the Commission and 
other Town agencies or officials on Human Relations — Youth Resources 
matters, with especial reference to nondiscrimination, and publish and dis- 
tribute such copies of reports as the Board of Selectmen may authorize in 
relation thereto. The Director shall be responsible for keeping the agenda 
for Commission meetings, the records, files, indexes, correspondence, and 
other data relating to the functioning of the Commission. In addition, the 
Director shall cooperate with the Commission in the fulfillment of the Com- 
mission's responsibilities under this Article, provide full staff services to 
the Commission, and shall carry ovt such assignments as the Commission 
may request from time to time with the consent of the Board of Selectmen. 


Fortieth Article. To see if the Town will amend the Town By-laws by 
adding thereto Article XXXV as follows, or take any other action with 
respect thereto: 


Article XXXV. Removal of Snow and Ice from Sidewalks 


Section 1. Definitions. The following definitions shall apply in the in- 
terpretation and enforcement of this by-law: 

(a) “Sidewalk” means that portion of a street between the curb lines, 
or the lateral lines of a roadway, and the adjacent property lines intended 
for the use of pedestrians. 

(b) ‘Business day” is any day not a Sunday or a legal holiday. 

(c) “Business hours” are the hours between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. on any 
business day. 

Section 2. Snow and Ice to be Removed from Sidewalks by Private 
Person in an Emergency. 

(a) Every owner or his agent in charge of anv building or lot of land 
within the Town fronting or abutting on a sidewalk, shall remove and clear 
away, or cause to be removed and cleared away, snow and ice from so 
much of said sidewalk as is in front of or abuts on said building or lot of 
land whenever the Board of Selectmen have declared by public announce- 
ment that an emergency exists which prevents the Town from removing 
such snow and ice therefrom. 

(1) Except as provided in subsection (b) hereof, snow and ice shall 
be removed from sidewalks in all business districts within the Town 
within four (4) business hours after the cessation of any fall of snow, 
sleet, or freezing rain or by the beginning of business hours of the 
next business day following such fall, whichever period is shorter. 

(2) Except as provided in subsection (b) hereof, snow and ice shall 
be removed from all other sidewalks within the Town within the first 
twelve (12) hours of daylight after the cessation of any fall of snow, 
sleet or freezing rain. 

(b}) However, in the event snow and ice on a sidewalk has become so 
hard that it cannot be removed, the person or entity charged with its re- 
moval shall, within the time mentioned in subsection (a) hereof, cause 
enough sand or other abrasive to be put on the sidewalk to make travel 
thereon reasonably safe; and shall then, as soon thereafter as weather per- 
mits, cause said sidewalk to be thoroughly cleaned. 

Section 3. Penalties. Any person, partnership, corporation, joint-stock 
company, or syndicate who violates any provision of this by-law shall be 
fined in an amount not exceeding ten dollars. Each day such violation is 
committed or permitted to continue, shall constitute a separate violation of 
this by-law. 

Section 4. Separability. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, 
phrase, or portion of this Article is for any reason held invalid or uncon- 
stitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, such portion shall be 
deemed a separate, distinct, and independent provision and such holding 
shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions hereof.

Forty-first Article. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
release, at a time or times to be determined by the Selectmen, to the owner 
of the lands hereinafter described, all the Town's right, title and interest, if 
any there be, in and to the existing sanitary sewers, surface water drains 
and water mains laid in and through said lands, together with the Town's 
right, privilege and easement, if any there be, of laying, making, maintain- 
ing and repairing sanitary sewers, surface water drains and water mains 
with their respective appurtenances in and through the same upon being 
advised by the Commissioner of Public Works that said Town utilities 
and rights, privileges and easements pertaining thereto are no longer re- 
quired for public use, for the minimum amount of one dollar ($1), said 
lands being described as follows: 

A part or parts of a public way known as Pearl Street, from a point on 
the easterly side of said Pearl Street, approximately two hundred twelve 
(212) feet north of Washington Street, to the extension of the westerly side 
of Emerald Street and from the extension of the easterly side of said Em- 
erald Street to the northwest side of Brookline Avenue as shown on two 
(2) plans entitled, “Plan of Discontinuance of Portions of Pearl Street, 
Brookline, Mass.” dated January 6, 1969 by Leo D. Picardi, Commissioner of 
Public Works, on file in the office of the Engineering Division at the De- 
partment of Public Works; and 

A part or parts of a comraon sewer location (presently used for sur- 
face water drain purposes) hereinafter described by its approximate center 
line and having a parallel width of six and one-half (6/2) feet on both sides 
of its described center line, as laid out by the September 13, 1867 Special 
Town Meeting and running through land, other than public way land, ex- 
tending from the east side of Pearl Street (at a point about two hundred 
(200) feet north of Washington Street} to a point on the northwest side of 
Brookline Avenue (about fifty-seven (57) feet southwesterly from the in- 
tersection of the southwesterly side of Emerald Street with the said north- 
westerly side of Brookline Avenue) and extending from a point on the south- 
easterly side of Brookline Avenue (about four hundred ten (410) feet south- 
westerly from the intersection of the said southeasterly side of Brookline 
Avenue with the northwesterly side of River Road) to a point on the said 
northwesterly side of River Road {about three hundred seventy-five (375) 
feet southwesterly from the said intersection of the said northwesterly side 
of River Road), as shown, by broken lines, on Map No. 4, Disposition Plan, 
entitled ‘Marsh Urban Renewal area, Town of Brookline, Norfolk County, 
Massachusetts, Project Number, Mass, R-37”, dated June 1965 by the Plan- 
ning Services Group, last revised October 1972 by the Brookline Redevelop- 
ment Authority on file in the office of the Brookline Redevelopment Au- 
thority and Engineering Division of Brookline Department of Public Works, 
respectively. 


Forty-second Article. To see if the Town, pursuant to the provisions of 
Section 20 of Chapter 121B of the General Laws, will raise and appropriate, 


or appropriate from available funds a sum of money, not to exceed Two 
Million Dollars ($2,000,000) for the purpose of defraying such part of the 
development, acquisition, and operating costs of the Central Village Reha- 
bilitation Project of the Town of Brookline, Massachusetts, described more 
particularly below, as will not be met by loans, contribution, or grants 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or from the federal government 
or otherwise, and determine how any such appropriation will be raised, 
whether by taxation, transfer of available funds, by borrowing or other- 
wise, and if by borrowing, to authorize the issuance of bonds or notes of 
the Town therefor, or take any other action with respect thereto. 


Beginning at the northerly corner of the Project area at the intersection of 
St. Paul and Francis Streets 

thence running easterly, crossing Kent Street, to the Brookline-Boston 
boundary 

thence running southerly along the Brookline-Boston boundary to the 
boundary of the Marsh Urban Renewal Project 

thence running northwesterly along the Marsh Urban Renewal Project 
boundary and southwesterly along said Project boundary on Kent and 
Station Streets to Washington Street 

thence running southeasterly and easterly along Washington Street to the 
intersection of Walnut Street 

thence running southerly, southwesterly, and westerly along Walnut Street 
to the intersection of High Street 

thence running southerly and southeasterly following the boundary of the 
Farm Urban Renewal Project to the intersection of Pond Avenue and con- 
tinuing southeasterly in the same straight line crossing Riverdale Parkway 
to the Brookline-Boston boundary 

thence running southerly along the Brookline-Boston boundary to the inter- 
section of Chestnut Street 

thence running northwesterly along Chestnut Street to the intersection of 
Walnut Sireet 

thence running northeasterly along Walnut Street to the intersection of 
Cushing Road 

thence running northwesterly along Cushing Road to the intersection of 
Boylston Street 

thence running northeasterly along Boylston Street to the intersection of 
Cypress Street 

thence running northerly along Cypress Street to the intersection of Wash- 
ington and School Streets 

thence running northeasterly along the westerly lot line of Lot 52, Block 
171 and continuing northerly along the westerly boundary of the Pierce 
Playground to Harvard Avenue 

thence running easterly along Harvard Avenue to the back lot line of Lot 
29, Block 171 

thence running southeasterly along said back lot line to Harvard Place 
thence running northeasterly along Harvard Place to the back lot line cf 
Lots 35-37, Block 171 ; 

thence running southeasterly along said back lot line to the intersection of 
School Street 

thence running northerly along School Street and Aspinwall Avenue and 
St. Paul Street to the point of the beginning. 
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Forty-third Article. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
the filing of a petition to the General Court for a special act relating to the 
Town of Brookline in substantially the following form, or take any other 
action with respect thereto: 


An Act Permitting the Brookline Redevelopment Authority to Finance 
Redevelopment Projects on the Basis of the Tax Increment Generated Thereby. 


Section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of any general law, special 
law or by-law to the contrary, the Brookline Redevelopment Authority shall 
be authorized to borrow money for any of its purposes upon the security of 
its bonds. notes or other evidences of indebtedness, and to secure any in- 
debtedness in connection therewith by mortgages upon property held or to 
be held by it, by pledge of its revenue, including without limitation grants 
or contributions by the federal government, by pledge of tax receipts paid 
to it by the Town of Brookline and in connection with the incurrence ‘of 
any indebtedness to covenant that it shall not, so long as the same shall 
remain unpaid, further pledge the whole or any specified part of its rev- 
enues, cr pledge the whole or any specified part of tax receipts paid to it 
as aforesaid. 


Section 2. (a) The Town of Brookline, by vote of the voters at an an- 
nual or special town meeting, may authorize tax increment financing for 
any clearance, urban renewal, community renewal, relocation, rehabilita- 
tion or low rent housing project and thereupon the provisions of sub- 
paragraphs (b) and (c) of this section shall apply thereto. 


(b) When authorized to do so as provided in sub-paragraph (a) of this 
section, the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline may agree with 
the Brookline Redevelopment Authority that the taxes raised by assess- 
ment on the taxable property included as part of a clearance, urban re- 
newal, community renewal, relocation, rehabilitation or low-rent housing 
project shall be divided as follows: 


1) That portion of the taxes which would be raised by the rate at 
which the tax is assessed each year by and for the Town of Brookline 
upon the total sum of the valuation of the taxable property in the 
project as shown upon the next preceding year’s assessment roll used 
in connection with the taxation of such property by the Town prior 
to the appproval of the plan or project, as the case may be, by the 
Town, or the acquisition of the project site, whichever comes first, 
shall be allocated to the Town as taxes by and for said Town; and 


2) Of the taxes raised each year by the rate at which the tax is 
assessed upon the actual valuation of the taxable property in the proj- 
ect as shown upon the assessment rolls for that year, that portion 
which is in excess of the amount described in clause 1) hereof shall 
be allocated to and when collected shall be paid into a special fund 
of the Brookline Redevelopment Authority to pay the principal of and 
interest on loans, monies edvanced to, or indebtedness (whether funded, 
refunded, assumed, or otherwise) incurred by the agency to finance or 
refinance, in whole or in part, such project. Unless and until the total 
valuation of the taxable property in the project for such year exceeds 
the total valuation of said property as shown by the next preceding 
year’s assessment roll referred to in subdivision 1), all of the taxes 
raised from said property shall be allocated to the Town of Brookline 
as taxes by and for said municipality. When such loans, advances, and 


indebtedness, if any, and interest thereon, have been paid all monies 

thereafter received from taxes upon the taxable property in such proj- 

ect shall be allocated to the Town of Brookline as taxes by and for 

said municipality and the agreement shall in all respects terminate. 

(c) The term “taxes by and for said Town” shall include all taxes, 
assessments or other charges raised by the Town of Brookline through 
taxes on property in said municipality and the term “project” shall include 
any and all project or projects which may be the subject of an agreement 
as provided in sub-paragraph (b) which projects need not be contiguous 
nor undertaken simultaneously. 


Forty-fourth Article. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
the filing of a petition to the General Court for a special act relating to the 
Town of Brookline in substantially the following form, or will take any 
other action with respect thereto: 

An Act Authorizing the Brookline Redevelopment Authority to Make 

Rehabilitation Loans & Grants within Project Areas within the 

Town of Brookline. 

Notwithstanding the provisions of any general law, special law or by- 
law to the contrary, the Brookline Redevelopment Authority shall be au- 
thorized to make loans and grants, including mortgage loans, upon such 
terms and conditions as it may determine, of money all or substantially all 
of which is borrowed by the urban renewal agency without recourse to the 
general credit of said agency, or provided by the Town for the purpose of 
financing or refinancing, in whole or in part, the improvement or rehabilita- 
tion of property within the area of an urban renewal project as approved 
by the Town. 


Forty-fifth Article. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve the 
filing of a petition to the General Court for a special act relating to the 
Town of Brookline in substantially the following form, or will take any 
other action with respect thereto: 

An Act Authorizing the Establishment of a Revolving Rehabilitation Fund. 
Notwithstanding the provisions of any general law, special law or by- 

law to the contrary, there shal! be established in the Town of Brookline a 
revolving fund and such fund shall be administered by a Town agency, as 
determined by the Board of Selectmen, from which loans may be made to 
property owners within areas defined by the Town as urban renewal areas 
requiring rehabilitation. The said loans shall be made in accordance with 
written rules, regulations, terms and conditions as determined by the 
agency with the approval of the Board of Selectmen. 


Forty-sixth Article. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
the filing of a petition to ithe General Court in substantially the following 
form, or take any other action with respect thereto: 

An Act Establishing the Housing Improvement and Rehabilitation Program 
in the Town of Brookline. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. By a majority vote, as defined in section one of chapter forty- 
four of the General Laws, the Town of Brookline may authorize any exist- 
ing authority or agency of town government or and/or combination thereof 
to: 
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(a) administer and finance a housing improvement and rehabilitation 
program. 

(b) issue housing improvement and rehabilitation revenue bonds, the 
terms and conditions of which are detailed and provided for in section three 
of this act, 

(c) define and outline standards under which owners of residential real 
property may become qualified to participate in the housing improvement 
and rehabilitation program. 

(d) detail the nature and extent of improvement or rehabilitation which 
may be financed under provisions of this act, 


(e) execute loan agreements with qualified participating owners of resi- 
dential real property, and 


(f) promulgate rules and regulations and do all other things necessary 
to govern and administer the Brookline housing improvement and rehabili- 
tation program. 


Section 2. (a) Before the authority or agency of town government or 
any combination thereof as provided for in section one of this act, herein 
after referred to as the agency, shall make any loan to finance the cost of 
any housing improvement and rehabilitation project it shall first determine 
that the project is practicable, the repayment plan is sound, and that svid 
project is consistent with any urban renewal plans (if applicable), and with 
the master plan of the Town of Brookline, and is not detrimental to the 
public safety and convenience and that the project is in the public interest 
and will provide public benefit. 


(b) the loan agreement for such financing shall contain such provisions 
as to the lease, use, occupancy and operation of any project including, if 
appropriate, the number of housing units within a project which shall be 
rented or otherwise made available to persons or families whose annual 
income is less than the maximum amount which would make them eligible 
for units owned or leased by the Brookline Housing Authority, as the 
agency may deem necessary to facilitate the public use and benefit to be 
derived from such projects. In prescribing the provisions of any such agree- 
ment in connection with any project, series of projects or the total number 
of such projects the agency may protect the public interest in having such 
project or projects available, insofar as it is practicable, to a diversity of 
users on a fair basis. Said provisions shall not necessarily be applicable to 
projects which contain only one dwelling unit except in the case when such 
project is owned by a person or family of low or moderate income. 


Section 3.a. The agency may borrow money to make loans to any quali- 
fied participating owner of housing and issue its housing improvement and 
rehabilitation revenue bonds therefor, provided that the aggregate outstand- 
ing loan shall not exceed the total cost of improvement or rehabilitation of 
housing as may be detailed in loan agreements executed between the sev- 
eral qualified participating owners and the agency. Such cost may include 
improvement enlargement, reconstruction, rehabilitation, alteration, reloca- 
tion of persons or organization displaced by the carrying out of an improve- 
ment or rehabilitation project, financing charges, engineering and legal ser- 
vices, administrative expenses, such reserves for debt service or other capi- 
tal or current expenses as may be required by the agency and all other 
expenses incidental to the determination of the feasibility of any improve- 
ment or rehabilitation project. 


(b) in anticipation of the sale of such revenue bonds, the agency may 
issue negotiable bond anticipation notes and may renew the same from 
time to time, but the maximum maturity of any such note, including re- 


newals thereof, shall not exceed two years from the date of issue of the 
original note, The agency shall determine the manner of execution of the 
notes, may provide for the sale of the notes at public or private sale and 
may determine the interest rate or rates, maturity or maturities, redemption 
privileges (if any}, form, denomination or denominations and place or places 
of payment. 

({c) revere bonds issued under this section, and notes issued in antici- 
pation thereof, may be payable solely from revenues or other moneys held 
or to be received by the agency with respect to the several housing im- 
provement and rehabilitation projects. 


(d) the bonds of each issue shall be dated. shall bear interest at such 
rate or rates, shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twenty years 
from their dates of issue, as shall be determined by the agency, and may be 
made redeemable before maturity at such price or prices and under such 
terms and conditions as may be fixed by the agency prior to the issue of 
the bonds. The bonds may be issued as serial or term bonds. The agency 
shall determine the form of the bonds, including any interest coupons to 
be attached thereto, and the manner of their execution, and shall fix the 
denomination or denominations of the bonds and the place or places of 
payment of the principal and interest, which may be at any bank or trust 
company within the commonwealth. The bonds shall bear the seal of the 
agency or a facsimile thereof. The agency shall also provide for the replace- 
ment of any bonds, notes or coupons which shall become multilated or shall 
be destroyed or lost. 


(e) bonds and notes may be issued under this act without obtaining the 
consent of any department, division or commission of commonwealth or 
other political subdivision thereof, and without any proceeding or the hap- 
pening of any conditions or things other than those proceedings, conditions 
or things which ere specifically required by this act or which may be addi- 
tionally imposed by the town meeting. 


(f) home improvement and rehabilitation revenue bonds or notes issued 
by the agency may be secured by a trust agreement between said agency 
and a corporate trustee, which may be any trust company or bank having 
the powers of a trust company within the commonwealth. Such trust agree- 
ment or the resolution providing for the issue of the bonds or notes shall 
pledge or assign, in whole or in part, the revenues and other moneys held 
or to be received by the agency with respect to the several home improve- 
ment and rehabilitation projects. Such trust agreement shall contain such 
provision for protecting and enforcing the rights and remedies of the bond- 
holders or noteholders as may be reasonable and proper and not in viola- 
tion of law, including {without limiting the generality of the foregoing) pro- 
visions defining defaults and providing for remedies in the event thereof 
(which may include the acceleration of maturities) and covenants setting 
forth the duties of, and limitations on, the agency in relation to the collec- 
tion of loans made to qualified partcipating owners of residential real prop- 
erty, the steps to be taken to realize upon any security provided therefor, 
including the maintenance, operation, repair, insurance and disposition of 
property furnished as security therefor, the custody, safeguarding, invest- 
ment and/or application of moneys, the issue of additional bonds or notes 
as might be authorized by town meeting. The use of any surplus bond or 
note proceeds and the establishment and maintenance of reserves or sinking 
funds. 
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It shall be lawful for any bank or trust company to act as @ depository 
or trustee of the proceeds of bonds or notes or of revenues or other moneys 
under any such trust agreement and to furnish such indemnifying bonds 
or to pledge such securities as may be required by the agency. Any such 
trust agreement may set forth the rights and remedies of the bondholders 
or noteholders and of the trustee, and may restrict the individual right of 
action by bondholders or noteholders. In addition to the foregoing, any such 
trust agreement may contain such other provisions as said agency may 
deem reasonable and proper for the security of the bondhelders or note- 
holders. 

The pledge by any such trust agreement shall be valid and binding, 
and shall be deemed continuously perfected for the purposes of the Uni- 
form Commercial Code, from the time when the pledge is made; the rev- 
enues, moneys, rights and proceeds so pledged and then held or thereafter 
received by the agency shall immediately be subject to the lien of such 
pledge without any physical delivery or segregation thereof or further act; 
and the lien of any such pledge shall be valid and binding as against all 
parties having claims of any kind of tort, contract or otherwise against 
said agency irrespective of whether such parties have notice thereof. 

The terms and condtions of any trust agreement to be executed be- 
tween the agency and a corporate trustee shall be subject to approval by 
town meeting. 

(g) The home improvement and rehabilitation revenue bonds and notes 
in anticipation thereof shall not constitute a debt or pledge of the faith 
and credit or taxing power of the commonwealth nor of the Town of Brook- 
line except as town meeting may provide and a statement to this effect shall 
be included on the face of such bonds and noies. 

(h) Notwithstanding any of the foregoing provisions of this act or any 
recitable in any such bonds and notes issued by the agency, all such bonds 
and notes shall be deemed to be investment securities under the Uniform 
Commercial Code. 


(i) Any holder of such bonds or notes of the agency or of any of the 
coupons appertaining thereto, anc the trusiee under a trust agreement 
securing the same, except to the extent the rights herein given may be 
restricted by such trust agreement, may bring suit upon the bonds, notes 
or coupons and may, either at law or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus 
or other proceedings, protect and enforce any and all rights under the laws 
of the commonwealth or granted hereunder or under such trust agreement, 
and may enforce and compel the performance of all duties required by this 
chapter or by such trust agreement to be performed by the agency. 

(j) Upon. passage of a resolution by town meeting authorizing the agency 
to issue bonds and notes for the purpose of making a loan under this act, 
the agency shall file with the clerk of the Town of Brookline a copy of such 
resolution attested by the secretary of town meeting and shall cause a copy 
of such resolution to be published im at least one newspaper of general cir- 
culation in said town. Upon the expiration of thirty days from such filing 
and publication, no action of law or in equity shall be brought directly or 
indirectly contesting the legality or velidity of such bonds or notes, and 
the legality and validity of such bonds or notes shall conclusively presumed. 


Forty-seventh Article. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
the filing of a petition to the General Court in substantially the following 
form, or take any other action with respect thereto: 


An Act Amending Chapter 13 of the Acts of 1963, Relating to the 
Park and Recreation Commission of the Town of Brockline 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Chapter 13 of the Acts of 1963 is hereby amended by deleting 
therefrom Section 4 thereof and substituting therefor the following: 


Section 4. The incumbent superintendent of the park department and 
the incumbent superintendent of recreation shall, upon the initial appoint- 
ment and qualification of the members of the commission, and thereafter, 
have such duties and responsibilities as the commission may assign and 
impose, without loss of pay and without loss of rights under the laws and 
rules relating to civil service. Upon the cessation or failure of either or both 
of said incumbents to serve, the commission may appoint a director of parks 
and recreation, hereinafter called the director, and not more than two 
division heads who shall have such powers and responsibilities as the 
commission may assign or impose. Said director and division heads shall 
not be subject to the civil service laws and rules. Said director and division 
heads shall each be appointed for a term of one (1), three (3) or five (5) 
years and shall serve until the qualification of their respective successors. 
Said director and division heads, respectively, may be removed at any time 
by the commission when, in the judgment of the commission, the public 
interest so requires, and any vacancy from any cause may be filled by 
appointment by the commission for the remainder of the unexpired term. 


Forty-eighth Article. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
the filing of a petition to the General Court in substantially the following 
form: 


An Act Requiring Voting by Voice or Roll Call Vote in the Town of 
Brookline in Filling Vacancies in Certain Offices, or if There is a 
Failure to Elect 


No other law withstanding, the Town of Brookline is hereby authorized 
and required to employ the provisions of Chapter 39, Section 23A, of the 
General Laws, as amended, insofar as it requires voting by voice or roll 
call vote, in the filling of vacancies, or if there is a failure to elect, in those 
offices described in Chapter 41, Section 11, of the General Laws, as 
amended. 


Forty-ninth Article. To have Town election take place the first Tues- 
day of April in non-presidential election years starting in 1975. Town elec- 
tion to take place the first Tuesday of March in presidential election years. 


Fiftieth Article. We ask that on the Brookline Town Warrant for 
March, 1974, it be 


Voted: The town of Brookline hereby accepts the provisions of Gen- 
eral Laws, Chapter 40, Section 8 D, allowing the establishment of an His- 
torical commission. 

We also ask that it be 

Voted: There is hereby established, under the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 40, Section 8 D, an historical commission of the town of 
Brookline, for the purposes and with the rights and duties provided by 
law, to be composed of seven members, appointed by the Board of Select- 
men for terms of three years except that the initial appointment shall be two 
members for one year, two members for two years, and three members for 
three years. 
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Fifty-first Article. To see if the Town will grant permission to the Holy 
Transfiguration Monastery, in accordance with the provisions of Mass. 
General Laws, Chapter 114, Section 34, toe use a portion of their land at 
278 Warren Street, Brookline, Massachusetts, consisting of a plot sixty (60) 
feet by one hundred twenty (120) feet, located at the Southerly corner of 
Lot 7-10, Block 351, as shown in the 1873 Atlas of the Town of Brookline 
and in accordance with the Plan dated October 25, 1972, on file in the office 
of the Town Clerk, as a private cemetery for exclusive use of members of 
their brotherhood, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Fifty-second Article. To hear and act upon the Reports of Town Offi- 
cers and Committees. 


Fifty-third Article. To see if the Town will authorize taking a sum of 
money voted for the apprepriations heretofore made at this meeting and 
not voted to be borrowed, from any available funds in the treasury, and 
will authorize the Assessors to use free cash in the treasury in any avail- 
able funds to that amount in the determination of the tax rate for the fiscal 
year July 1, 1974-June 30, 1975. 


Fifty-fourth Article. To appropriate and raise by borrowing or to ap- 
propriate from other available funds, such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for all or any of the purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles. 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your doings 
thereon, to the Selectmen seven days at least before the day of said meet- 
ing.

Removal of Snow and Ice from Sidewalks 


SECTION 1. Definitions. The following definitions shall apply in the 
interpretation and enforcement of this Bylaw: 


(a) “Sidewalk” means that portion of a street between the curb lines, 
or the lateral lines of a roadway, and the adjacent property lines intended 
for the use of pedestrians. 

(b) “Business day” is any day not a Sunday or a legal holiday. 

(c) “Business hours” are the hours between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. on any 
business day. 


SECTION 2. Snow and Ice to be Removed from Sidewalks by Private 
Person in an Emergency. 


{a) Every owner or his agent in charge of any building or lot of land 
within the Town fronting or abutting on a sidewalk, sha!l remove and clear 
away, or cause to be removed and cleared away, snow and ice from so 
much of said sidewalk as is in front of or abuts on said building or lot 
of land whenever the Board of Selectmen have declared by public an- 
nouncement that an emergency exists which prevents the Town from 
removing such snow and ice therefrom. 


(1) Except as provided in subsection (b) hereof, snow and ice 
shall be removed from sidewalks in all business districts within the 
Town within four (4) business hours after the cessation of any fall of 
snow, sleet, or freezing rain or by the beginning of business hours of 
the next business day following such fall, whichever period is shorter. 


(2) Except as provided in subsection {b) hereof, snow and ice shall 
be removed from all other sidewalks within the Town within the first 
twelve (12) hours of daylight after the cessation of any fall of snow, 
sleet or freezing rain. 


(b) However, in the event snow and ice on a sidewalk has become 
so hard that it cannot be removed, the person or entity charged with its 
removal shall, within the time mentioned in subsection (a) hereof, cause 
enough sand or other abrasive to be put on the sidewalk to make travel 
thereon reasonably safe; and shall then, as soon thereafter as weather 
permits, cause said sidewalk to be thoroughly cleaned. 


SECTION 3. Penalties. Any person, partnership, corporation, joint-stock 
company, or syndicate who violates any provision of this bylaw shall be 
fined in an amount not exceeding ten dollars. Each day such violation is 
committed or permitted to continue, shall constitute a separate violation 
of this bylaw. 


SECTION 4. Separability. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, 
phrase, or portion of this Article is for any reason held invalid or uncon- 
stitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, such portion shall be 
deemed-a separate, distinct, and independent provision and such holding 
shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions hereof.

To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
the filing of a petition to the General Court in substantially the following 
form, or take any other action with respect thereto: 


An Act Establishing the Housing Improvement and Rehabilitation 
Program in the Town of Brookline. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. By a majority vote, as defined in section one of chapter 
forty-four of the General Laws, the Town of Brookline may authorize any 
existing authority or agency of town government and/or combination 
thereof to: 


(a) administer and finance a housing improvement and rehabilitation 
program. 


(b) issue housing improvement and rehabilitation revenue bonds, the 
terms and conditions of which are detailed and provided for in section 
three of this act, 


(c) define and outline standards under which owners of residential 


real property may become qualified to participate in the housing improve- 
ment and rehabilitation program. 


(d) detail the nature and extent of improvement or rehabilitation which 
may be financed under provisions of this act, 


(e) execute loan agreements with qualified participating owners of 
residential real property, and 


(f) promulgate rules and regulations and do all other things necessary 
to govern and administer the Brookline housing improvement and rehabilita- 
tion program. 


Section 2. (a) Before the authority or agency of town government or 
any combination thereof as provided for in section one of this act, herein- 
after referred to as the agency, shall make any loan to finance the cost of 
any housing improvement and rehabilitation project it shall first determine 
that the project is practicable, the repayment plan is sound, and that said 
project is consistent with any urban renewal plans (if applicable), and 
with the master plan of the Town of Brookline, and is not detrimental to 
the public safety and convenience and that the project is in the public 
interest and will provide public benefit. 


(b) the loan agreement for such financing shall contain such provi- 
sions as to the lease, use, occupancy and operation of any project includ- 
ing, if appropriate, the number of housing units within a project which 
shall be rented or otherwise made available to persons or families whose 
annual income is less than the maximum amount which would make them 
eligible for units owned or Jeased by the Brookline Housing Authority, as 
the agency may deem necessary to facilitate the public use and benefit to 
be derived from such projects. In prescribing the provisions of any such 
agreement in connection with any project, series of projects or the total 
number of such projects the agency may protect the public interest in 
having such project or projects available, insofar as it is practicable, to a 
diversity of users on a fair basis. Said provisions shall not necessarily 
be applicable to projects which contain cnly one Cwelling unit except in 
the case when such project is owned by a person or family of low or 
moderate income. 


Section 3. a. The agency may borrow money to make loans to any 
qualified participating owner of housing and issue its housing improve- 
ment and rehabilitation revenue bonds therefor, provided that the ag- 
gregate outstanding loan shall not exceed the total cost of improvement or 
rehabilitation housing as may be detailed in loan agreements executed be- 
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tween the several qualified participating owners and the agency. Such cost 
may include improvement enlargement, reconstruction, rehabilitation, altera- 
tion, relocation of persons or organization displaced by the carrying out 
of an improvement or rehabilitation project, financing charges, engineering 
and legal services, administrative expenses, such reserves for debt service 
or other capital or current expenses as may be required by the agency and 
all other expenses incidental to the determination of the feasibility of 
any improvement or rehabilitation project. 


(b) in anticipation of the sale of such revenue bonds, the agency may 
issue negotiable bond anticipation notes and may renew the same irom 
time to time, but the maximum maturity of any such note, including re- 
newals thereof, shall not exceed two years from the date of issue of the 
original note. The agency shall determine the manner of execution of the 
notes, may provide for the sale of the notes at public or private sale and 
may determine the interest rate or rates, maturity or maturities, redemption 
privileges (if any), form, denomination or denominations and place or 
places of payment. 

(c) revenue bonds issued under this section, and notes issued in 
anticipation thereof, may be payable solely from revenues or other moneys 
held or to be received by the agency with respect to the several housing 
improvement and rehabilitation projects. 


(d) the bonds of each issue shall be dated, shall bear interest at such 
rate or rates, shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twenty years 
from their dates of issue, as shall be determined by the agency, and may 
be made redeemable before maturity at such price or prices and under such 
terms and conditions as may be fixed by the agency prior to the issue of 
the bonds. The bonds may be issued as serial or term bonds. The agency 
shall determine the form of the bonds, including any interest coupons to 
be attached thereto, and the manner of their execution, and shall fix the 
denomination or denominations of the bonds and the place or places of 
payment of the principal and interest, which may be at any bank or trust 
company within the commonwealth. The bonds shail bear the seal of the 
agency or a facsimile thereof. The agency shall also provide for the re- 
placement of any bonds, notes or coupons which shall become mutilated 
or shall be destroyed or lost. 


(e) bonds and notes may be issued under this act without obtaining 
the consent of any department, division or commission of commonwealth 
or other political subdivision thereof, and without any proceeding or the 
happening of any conditions or things other than those proceedings, con- 
ditions or things which are specifically required by this act or which may 
be additionally imposed by the town meeting. 


(f) home improvement and rehabilitation revenue bonds or notes issued 
by the agency may be secured by a trust agreement between said agency 
and a corporate trustee, which may be any trust company or bank having 
the powers of a trust company within the commonwealth. Such trust 
agreement or the resolution providing for ihe issue of the bonds or notes 
shall pledge or assign, in whole or in part, the revenues and other moneys 
held or to be received by the agency with respect to the several home 
improvement and rehabilitation projects. Such trust agreement shall con- 
tain such provision for protecting and enforcing the rights and remedies of 
the bondholders or noteholders as may be reasonable and proper and not 
in violation of law, including (without limiting the generality of the fore- 
going) provisions defining defaults and providing for remedies in the event 
thereof (which may include the acceleration of maturities) and covenants 
setting forth the duties of, and limitations on, the agency in relation to the 
collection of loans made to qualified participating owners of residential 
real property, the steps to be taken to realize upon any security provided 
therefor, including the maintenance, operation, repair, insurance and dis- 
position of property furnished as security therefor, the custody, safeguard- 
ing, investment and/or application of moneys, the issue of additional bonds 
or notes as might be authorized by town meeting. The use of any surplus 
bond or note proceeds and the establishment and maintenance of reserves 
or sinking funds. 


It shall be lawful for any bank or trust company to act as a depository 
or trustee of the proceeds of bonds or notes or of revenues or other moneys 
under any such trust agreement and to furnish such indemnifying bonds 
or to pledge such securities as may be required by the agency. Any such 
trust agreement may set forth the rights and remedies of the bondholders 
or noteholders and of the trustee, and may restrict the individual right of 
action by bondholders or noteholders. In addition to the foregoing, any 
such trust agreement may contain such other provisions as said agency 
may deem reasonable and proper for the security of the bondholders or 
noteholders. 


The pledge by any such trust agreement shall be valid and binding, 
and shall be deemed continuously perfected for the purposes of the 
Uniform Commercial Code, from the time when the pledge is made; the 
revenues, moneys, rights and proceeds so pledged and then held or there- 
after received by the agency shall immediately be subject to the lien of 
such pledge without any physical delivery or segregation thereof or further 
act; and the lien of any such pledge shall be valid and binding as against 
all parties having claims of any kind of tort, contract or otherwise against 
said agency irrespective of whether such parties have notice thereof. 

The terms and conditions of any trust agreement to be executed 
between the agency and a corporate trustee shall be subject to approval by 
town meeting. 


(g) The home improvement and rehabilitation revenue bonds and notes 
in anticipation thereof shall not constitute a debt or pledge of the faith 
and credit or taxing power of the commonwealth nor of the Town of 
Brookline except as town meeting may provide and a statement to this 
effect shall be included on the face of such bonds and notes. 


(h) Notwithstanding any of the foregoing provisions of this act or any 
recitable in any such bonds and notes issued by the agency, all such 
bonds and notes shall be deemed to be investment securities under the 
Uniform Commercial Code. 


(i) Any holder of such bonds or notes of the agency or of any of the 
coupons appertaining thereto, and the trustee under a trust agreement 
securing the same, except to the extent the rights herein given may be re- 
stricted by such trust agreement, may bring suit upon the bonds, notes or 
coupons and may, either at law or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus or 
other proceedings, protect and enforce any and all rights under the laws of 
the commonwealth or granted hereunder or under such trust agreement, 
and may enforce and compel the performance of all duties required 
by this chapter or by such trust agreement to be performed by the agency. 

(j) Upon passage of a resolution by town meeting authorizing the 
agency to issue bonds and notes for the purpose of making a loan under 
this act, the agency shall file with the clerk of the Town of Brookline a 
copy of such resolution aitested by the secretary of town meeting and shall

cause a copy of such resolution to be published in at least one newspaper 
of general circulation in said town. Upon the expiration of thirty days from 
such filing and publication, no action of law or in equity shall be brought 
directly or indirectly contesting the legality or validity of such bonds or 
notes, and the legality and validity of such bonds or notes shall con- 
clusively presumed.

To see if the Town will petition and/or ap- 
prove the filing of a petition to the General Court in substantially the fol- 
lowing form, or take any other action with respect thereto: 


An Act Amending Chapter 13 of the Acts of 1963, Relating to the Park 
and Recreation Commission of the Town of Brookline. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Chapter 13 of the Acts of 1963 is hereby amended by delet- 
ing therefrom Section 4 thereof and substituting therefor the following: 

Section 4. The incumbent superintendent of the park department and 
the incumbent superintendent of recreation shall, upon the initial appoint- 
ment and qualification of the members of the commission, and thereafter, 
have such duties and responsibilities as the commission may assign and 
impose, without loss of pay and without loss of rights under the laws and 
rules relating to civil service. Upon the cessation or failure of either or 
both of said incumbents to serve, the commission may appoint a director of 
parks and recreation, hereinafter called the director, and not more than two 
division heads who shall have such powers and responsibilities as the 
commission may assign or impose. Said director and division heads shall 
not be subject to the civil service laws and rules. Said director and division 
heads shall each be appointed for a term of one (1), three (3) or five (5) 
years and shall serve until the qualification of their respective successors. 
Said director and division heads, respectively, may be removed at any time 
by the commission when, in the judgment of the commission, the public 
interest so requires, and any vacancy from any cause may be filled by ap- 
pointment by the commission for the remainder of the unexpired term. 


On motion of Robert C. Cochrane, Jr., duly seconded by Martha G.

Voted: To approve the filing of a petition to the General Court in sub- 
stantially the following form: 


AN ACT AMENDING CHAPTER 13 OF THE ACTS OF 1963, 
RELATING TO THE PARK AND RECREATION COMMISSION 
OF THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Chapter 13 of the Acts of 1963 is hereby amended by delet- 
ing the third sentence in Section 4 thereof and substituting therefor the fol- 
lowing new sentence: 


Said director and division heads shall not be subject to the civil service 
laws and rules, but shall each be appointed for a term of one (1) or three (3) 
years and shall serve until the qualification of their respective successors 
and may be removed at any time by the commission when in the judgment 
of the commission, the public interest so requires, and any vacancy from 
any cause may be filled by appointment by the commission for the remain- 
der of the unexpired term. 


Fiftieth Article. We ask that on the Brookline Town Warrant for 
March, 1974, it be 


Voted: The Town of Brookline hereby accepts the provisions of 
General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 8D, allowing the establishment of an 
Historical commission.

Voted: There is hereby established, under the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 40, Section 8D, an historical commission of the town 
of Brookline, for the purposes and with the rights and duties provided 
by law, to be composed of seven members, appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen for terms of three years except that the initial appointment 
shall be two members for one year, two members for two years, and 
three members for three years.

Voted: To accept the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 
8D, allowing the establishment of an historical commission. 


On motion of James Segel, duly seconded, it was unanimously: 


Voted: That there is hereby established, under the provisions of Gen- 
eral Laws, Chapter 40, Section 8D, an historical commission of the town of 
Brookline, for the purposes and with the rights and duties provided by law, 
to be composed of seven members, appointed by the Board of Selectmen for 
terms of three years except that the initial appointment shall be two mem- 
bers for one year, two members for two years, and three members for 
three years.

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performance of his duties and responsibilities, be directly responsible to 
and subject to the direction, authority and control of the Board of Select- 
men. The Director shall perform such duties and responsibilities as may be 
assigned to him from time to time by the Board of Selectmen in carrying 
out the policies of the Commission, including the obtaining of compliance 
by contractors of the nondiscrimination provisions in Town contracts. The 
Director shall act as technical advisor to the Board of Selectmen, the Com- 
mission and other Town agencies or officials on Human Relations — Youth 
Resources matters, with especial reference to nondiscrimination, and pub- 
lish and distribute such copies of reports as the Board of Selectmen may 
authorize in relation thereto. The Director shali be responsible for keeping 
the agenda for Commission meetings, the records, files, indexes, corres- 
pondence, and other data relating to the functioning of the Commission. In 
addition, the Director shall cooperate with the Commission in the fulfillment 
of the Commission's responsibilities under this Article, provide full staff 
services to the Commission, and shall carry out such assignments as the 
Commission may request from time to time with the consent of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


On motion of Robert C. Cochrane, Jr., duly seconded by Martha G. 
Edmondson, it was unanimously: 


Voted: To adopt the following amendments to Article XXVIII of the 
Bylaws of the Town: 


1. To delete the title of Article XXVIII and Sections 1 and 2 thereof 
and substitute therefor the following new title and new Sections 1 and 2: 


DIVISION OF HUMAN RELATIONS — YOUTH RESOURCES 


Section 1. There is hereby established a Division of Human Relations — 
Youth Resources, consisting of a Human Relations —Youth Resources Com- 
mission. The Human Relations —- Youth Resources Commission shall con- 
sist of fifteen (15) citizens of the Town. Members of said Commission shall 
be appointed by the Selectmen and shali hold office for a period of three (3) 
years except that of the fifteen (15) members first appointed: five (5) shall 
be appointed for one (1) year, five (5) shall be appointed for two (2) years 
and five (5) shall be appointed for three (3) years. 

All members of said Commission shall serve without compensation. In 
the event of the death or resignation of any member, his successor shall be 
appointed to serve the unexpired period of the term for which such mem- 
ber has been appointed. A member may be removed by the Selectmen at any 
time when, in their judgment, the public interest so requires. 


Section 2. Director of Human Relations — Youth Resources. There shall 
be a Director of Human Relations — Youth Resources who shall be the ad- 
ministrative head of a department to assist the Commission in the adminis- 
tration of its functions and policies under this Article. The Selectmen shall 
appoint and may remove, when in their judgment the public interest so 
requires, and may fix the compensation of said Director. The Selectmen 
shall have the authority to create subordinate staff positions in said depart- 
ment and the Director, with the approval of the Selectmen, may appoint 
persons to fill these positions, and he may remove them with the approval 
of the Selectmen. The Director shall have full charge and supervision of the 
work of the department and its personnel. He shall, in the performance of 
his duties and responsibilities, be directly responsible to and subject to the 
direction, authority and control of the Board of Selectmen. The Director 
shall perform such duties and responsibilities as may be assigned to him 
from time to time by the Board of Selectmen in carrying out the policies of 
the Commission, including the obtaining of compliance by contractors of the 
nondiscrimination provisions in Town contracts. The Director shall act as 
technical adviser to the Board of Selectmen, the Commission and other 
Town agencies or officials on Human Relations — Youth Resources matters, 
with especial reference to nondiscrimination, and publish and distribute 
such copies of reports as the Board of Selectmen may authorize in relation 
thereto. The Director shall be responsible for keeping the agenda for Com- 
mission meetings, the records, files, indexes, correspondence, and other 
data relating to the functioning of the Commission. In addition, the Direc- 
tor shall cooperate with the Commission in the fulfillment of the Commis- 
sion’s responsibilities under this Article, provide full staff services to the 
Commission, and shall carry out such assignments as the Commission may 
request from time to time with the consent of the Board of Selectmen. 


2. To amend Section 3 thereof by inserting a new Section 3(c) and 
redesignating the old section 3(c) as Section 3(d) so that Sections 3(c) and 
3(d) shall read as follows: 


Section 3. 


{c) To carry out its general duties as they relate to Youth Resources the 
Commission shall: 


(1) Develop and sustain full coordination, communication and coopera- 
tion among all public and private agencies, departments and groups 
which relate to youth in the community. 

(2) Continually evaluate the effectiveness of all programs relating to 
youth, 

(3) Serve as an advocate for youth and to increase the capacity of 
public and private agencies to respond to youth needs. 

(4) Increase and sustain open communication and foster positive rela- 
tions among youth from the various socio-economic, ethnic, religious 
and cultural segments of the community. 


(5) Promote and maintain communication and cooperation between 
youth and adults. 


(6) Act as technical and program adviser to the Board of Selectmen. 


(7) Keep informed on trends and developments in youth research and 

services elsewhere, and determine their applicability to Brookline. 

(8) Participate in regional and inter-community youth advocacy and 

program planning boards, councils and committees. 

(9) Provide direct service and/or assist in the initiation, implementa- 

tion and development of suitable programs for youth in the community. 
(d) In order to carry out the purposes and provisions of this Bylaw, the 
Commission shall adopt such procedural rules and regulations as it deems 
necessary and appropriate, shall hold public hearings, shall appoint sub- 
committees to concern themselves with specific human relations problems 
and shall consult with and hire any necessary consultants. The power of 
the Commission to consult with and hire consultants shall in no event ex- 
ceed the sum or sums which may from time to time be appropriated for 
such purposes. 


Forty-third Article. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
the filing of a petition to the General Court for a special act relating to 


the Town of Brookline in substantially the following form, or take any 
other action with respect thereto: 


An Act Permitting the Brookline Redevelopment Authority to 
Finance Redevelopment Projects on the Basis of the Tax Increment 
Generated Thereby. 


Section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of any general law, special 
law or bylaw to the contrary, the Brookline Redevelopment Authority shall 
be authorized to borrow money for any of its purposes upon the security 
of its bonds, notes or other evidences of indebtedness, and to secure any 
indebtedness in connection therewith by mortgages upon property held 
or to be held by it, by pledge of its revenue, including without limitation 
grants or contributions by the federal government, by pledge of tax receipts 
paid to it by the Town of Brookline and in connection with the incurrence 
of any indebtedness to covenant that it shall not, so long as the same shall 
remain unpaid, further pledge the whole or any specified part of its 
revenues, or pledge the whole or any specified part of tax receipts paid to 
it as aforesaid. 


Section 2. (a) The Town of Brookline, by vote of the voters at an 
annual or special town meeting, may authorize tax increment financing for 
any clearance, urban renewal, community renewal, relocation, rehabilitation 
or low rent housing project and thereupon the provisions of sub-paragraphs 
(b) and (c) of this section shall apply thereto. 


(b) When authorized to do so as provided in sub-paragraph (a) of 
this section, the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline may agree 
with the Brookline Redevelopment Authority that the taxes raised by 
assessment on the taxable property included as part of a clearance, urban 
renewal, community renewal, relocation, rehabilitation or low-rent housing 
project shall be divided as follows: 


(1) That portion of the taxes which would be raised by the rate 
at which the tax is assessed each year by and for the Town of Brookline 
upon the total sum of the valuation of the taxable property in the 
project as shown upon the next preceding year's assessment roll used 
in connection with the taxation of such property by the Town prior 
to the approval of the plan or project, as the case may be, by the Town, 
or the acquisition of the project site, whichever comes first, shall be 
allocated to the Town as taxes by and for said Town; and 


(2) Of the taxes raised each year by the rate at which the tax is 
assessed upon the actual valuation of the taxable property in the 
project as shown upon the assessment rolls for that year, that portion 
which is in excess of the amount described in clause (1) hereof shall 
be allocated to and when collected shall be paid into a special fund 
of the Brookline Redevelopment Authority to pay the principal of and 
interest on loans, monies advanced to, or indebtedness (whether funded, 
refunded, assumed, or otherwise) incurred by the agency to finance or 
refinance, in whole or in part, such project. Unless and until the total 
valuation of the taxable property in the project for such year exceeds 
the total valuation of said property as shown by the next preceding 
year’s assessment roll referred to in subdivision (1}, all of the taxes 
raised from said property shall be allocated to the Town of Brookline 
as taxes by and for said municipality. When such loans, advances, and 
indebtedness, if any, and interest thereon, have been paid, all monies 
thereafter received from taxes upon the taxable property in such project 
shall be allocated to the Town of Brookline as taxes by and for said 
municipality and the agreement shall in all respects terminate. 


(c) The term “taxes by and for said Town” shall include all taxes, 
assessments or other charges raised by the Town of Brookline through 
taxes on property in said municipality and the term ‘project’ shall include 
any and all project or projects which may be the subject of an agreement 
as provided in sub-paragraph (b) which projects need not be contiguous 
nor undertaken simultaneously.

Forty-fourth Article. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
the filing of a petition to the General Court for a special act relating to 
the Town of Brookline in substantially the following form, or will take 
any other action with respect thereto: 


An Act Authorizing the Brookline Redevelopment Authority to 
Make Rehabilitation Loans & Grants within Project Areas within the 
Town of Brookline. 


Notwithstanding the provisions of any general law, special law or bylaw 
to the contrary, the Brookline Redevelopment Authority shall be authorized 
to make loans and grants, including mortgage loans, upon such terms and 
conditions as it may determine, of money all or substantially all of which is 
borrowed by the urban renewal agency without recourse to the general 
credit of said agency, or provided by the Town for the purpose of financing 
or refinancing, in whole or in part, the improvement or rehabilitation of 
property within the area of an urban renewal project as approved by the 
Town.

Foriy-fifth Article. To see if the Town will petition and/or approve 
the filing of a petition to the General Court for a special act relating to 
the Town of Brookline in substantially the following form, or will take 
any other action with respect thereto: 


An Act Authorizing the Establishment of a Revolving Rehabilitation 
Fund. 


Notwithstanding the provisions of any general law, special law or 
bylaw to the contrary, there shall be established in the Town of Brookline 
a revolving fund and such fund shall be administered by a Town agency, as 
determined by the Board of Selectmen, from which loans may be made to 
property owners within areas defined by the Town as urban renewal areas 
requiring rehabilitation. The said loans shall be made in accordance with 
written rules, regulations, terms and conditions as determined by the 
agency with the approval of the Board of Selectmen.

Voted: To approve the filing of a petition to the General Court in sub- 
stantially the following form: 


AN ACT REQUIRING VOTING BY VOICE OR ROLL CALL VOTE IN THE 
TOWN OF BROOKLINE IN FILLING VACANCIES IN CERTAIN OFFICES, 
OR IF THERE IS A FAILURE TO ELECT 


No other law withstanding, the Town of Brookline is hereby authorized 
and required to employ the provisions of Chapter 39, Section 23A, of the 
General Laws, as amended, insofar as it requires voting by voice or roll 
call vote, in the filling of vacancies, or if there is a failure to elect, in those 
offices described in Chapter 41, Section 11, of the General Laws, as amended. 


Forty-ninth Article. To have Town election take place the first 
Tuesday of April in non-presidential election years starting in 1975. Town 
election to take place the first Tuesday of March in presidential election 
years.

An Advisory Committee shall be appointed by the Moderator as hereinafter 
provided.

5. To amend Section 3 thereof by adding thereto the following as 
Section 3bbbb thereof: 

Upon determination of the occurrence of any of the events described in Sec- 
tions 3bb and/or 3bbb by the Chairman of the Advisory Committee written 
notice thereof and that the addressee has ceased to become a member of 
the committee shall be mailed or delivered by the secretary to such member. 
A copy of such noiice shall be sent promptly to the Moderator. A vacancy 
occurring by reason thereof shail be filled for the unexpired term by ap- 
pointment by the Moderator. 

In the event of a vacancy occurring by reason of event 2 under sec- 
tion 3bb the Moderator may reappoint the same person io fill the vacancy. 


6. To amend Section 3c thereof by deleting the word “May” in the

Subcommittees and the chairmen thereof 
shall be appointed by the chairman not later than the thirty-first day of 
July in each year. 
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The Advisory Committee Chairman, when he deems it necessary, may 
establish special committees for members of the Advisory Committee in- 
cluding the vice-chairman to carry out specific studies of a non-recurring 
nature that would allow in depth analysis in the special committee’s areas 
of responsibility. Periodically during the period of time the special com- 
mittee is in session, upon the request of the chairman, the special com- 
mittee shall report back to the full committee of its findings to date. Mem- 
bers of such committees, at the judgment of the chairman, may be excused 
from the requirement to attend duly scheduled meetings of the full com- 
mittee while said special committee is carrying out its specific responsibili- 
ties.

A copy of 
such notice shall be sent promptly to the Moderator. A vacancy occurring

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In the event of a vacancy occurring by reason of event 2 under section 
3bb the Moderator may reappoint the same person to fill the vacancy. 


6. To amend Section 3c thereof by deleting the word ‘‘May” in the 
. first and fourth sentences thereof and by substituting therefor the word 
‘June;” by deleting the second sentence thereof and substituting therefor a 
new second sentence; and by adding a second and third paragraph thereto 
so that Section 3c shall now read: 
The committee shall hold its first meeting in each year no later than the 
fifteenth day of June, to be called by the Moderator, and shall hold such 
other meetings as it may deem advisable. It shall elect annually at its first 
meeting a Chairman and vice-chairman from its own number, and shall 
appoint annually a Secretary who is not one of its members, who shall hold 
office until another Secretary is appointed. The duties of the Secretary 
shall be defined by the Committee. Subcommittees and the chairmen thereof 
shall be appointed by the Chairman not later than the thirtieth day of June 
in each year. 

The Chairman of the Advisory Committee may establish from time to 
time special committees of the Advisory Committee to carry out specific 
studies. Periodically during the tenure of a special committee and upon the 
request of the Chairman the special committee shall report back to the full 
committee its findings to date. The Chairman may excuse members of such 
special committees from the requirement that they attend meetings of the 
full committee. For purposes of computing a quorum at meetings of the full 
committee, those members with special committee assignments will be 
omitted, if the Chairman has so excused them. Any member of a special 
committee, so excused, may nonetheless attend duly scheduled meetings 
and participate normally in the affairs of the full committee. 

The vice-chairman, upon the request of, or in the absence of, the Chair- 
man, shall act as Chairman of the Advisory Committee.

The proposed constitutional amendment, if approved, would provide 
for a census in the year 1975 and every tenth year thereafter of the inhabi- 
tants of each city and town as a basis for determining the representative, 
senatorial and councillor districts for the ten year period beginning with 
the first Wednesday in the fourth January following the taking of the 
census, provided that the districts as established based on the 1971 
census shall terminate on the first Wednesday in January, 1979. The census 
shall specify the number of inhabitants residing in each precinct of a town 
and each precinct and ward of a city. 

Under the proposed amendment, the House of Representatives would 
consist of 160 members, in contrast to the present membership of 240, and 
the Senate of 40 members. The General Court would, at its first regular 
session after the year in which the censussis taken, divide the Common- 
wealth into 160 representative districts and 40 senatorial districts of con- 
tiguous territory so that each representative and each senator will repre- 
sent an equal number of inhabitants as nearly as may be; and such districts

The proposed amendment would also alter the second clause of the 
present section 2 by removing the prohibition against a grant, appropriation 
or use of public money or property or loan of public credit by the Common- 
wealth or any political subdivision for the purpose of founding, maintain- 
ing or aiding any schooi or institution of learning, whether under public 
control or otherwise, wherein any denominational doctrine is inculcated, or 
any other school or any college which js not publicly owned and under the 
exclusive control, order and superintendence of public officers or public 
agents.

SUMMARY 


Provisions of the act establish an independent Corrupt Practices Com- 
mission, with five members to be appointed by the Governor to staggered 
five year terms. The Commission has subpoena powers and is to investi- 
gate, by means of secret hearings, candidates’ compliance with all state and 
federal laws relating to political campaign contributions and expenditures 
and corrupt practices. If probable cause is shown, the Commission is re- 
quired to direct the Attorney General to take further action in the proper 
form and is required to make public a report of such action. In cases 
involving the campaign practices of the Attorney General himself, a special 
attorney is to be appointed. If no probable cause is shown, the Commission 
is to state so publicly. 

Further, the proposed act extends the application of the current statute 
regarding the disclosure of campaign expenditures and contributions, to all 
candidates for office above the town and city level, with the exception of 
President and Vice President of the United States. The act requires all such 
candidates to receive and disburse all amounts greater than $25 by check, 
and makes it a crime to knowingly receive cash payment from a candidate 
or his committee for a service costing more than $25. The act also requires 
candidates to designate a single bank as depository of funds and as record- 
keeper, with records of receipts and expenditures to be open to public

“provisions of the act extend present campaign spending limits to cover 

all media expenses and require all media firms (including: television, radio, 
newspaper, billboard, magazine, advertising, public relations, printing, opin- 
ion polling, computer, telephone, telegraph) to report the purchase of 
media services by candidates. Media expenses of candidates for the offices 
of district attorney, clerk of court, register of probate and insolvency, 
register of deeds, county commissioner, county treasurer and sheriff are 
limited to $.07 for each resident of the respective electoral district. Other 
provisions of the act require candidates, upon official announcement or 
filing of nomination papers, to report all political receipts and expenditures 
since the date of the last general election for the office sought, and count 
such expenditures toward spending limits. The act also limits candidates to 


one political committee. 


The act establishes a maximum penalty of one year imprisonment 
and/or $10,000 fine for individuals engaged in corrupt practices, and a 
$50,000 fine for corporations so involved. In addition, the Attorney General 
is permitted to bring an action for the removal of a candidate whose elec- 
tion was materially aided by corrupt practices on the part of the candidate

(c) ASSOCIATE MEMBERS: 

The board of selectmen shall appoint two or more associate members of 
the board, and in the case of any vacancy, inability to act, or interest on the 
part of any: member, his place shall be taken while such vacancy, inability, 
or interest exists by an associate member designated by the chairman. 


(d) REMOVAL: 
The board of selectmen shall have the power at any time to remove any 
member or associate member of the board. 


(e) COMPENSATION: 

Each member and associate member of this board shall be paid such sum 
for each meeting attended and such reimbursement for expenses incurred 
as the board of selectmen may from time to time determine and approve. 


(f) CLERK: 

A clerk may be appointed by the board of sole RR to serve at their pleas- 
ure. The salary or compensation of the clerk, if any, shall be such as the 
board of selectmen may from time to time vote. 


(g) ANNUAL REPORT: 
The board shall annually, on or “before January 1, submit to the board of 
selectmen a written report summarizing the decisions of the board. 


(h) APPEALS: 

(1) WHO MAY APPEAL 

An appeal may be taken to the board of appeals by any officer or board 
of the town or by any person aggrieved by any order or decision of the 
building commissioner. Such appeal shall be taken within 30 days after 
the order or decision appealed from has been rendered, by filing a 
notice of appeal, specifying the grounds thereof, with the town clerk, 
who shall forthwith transmit copies thereof to the commissioner and 
to the members of the board of appeals. The appeal shall be in writing 
and shall be accompanied by a fee of $15.00, plus the cost of advertising. 


(2) PROCEDURE FOR APPEAL 

The board shall fix a reasonable time for the hearing of any appeal, 
and shall cause the notice of the time and place of such hearing thereof 
and of the subject matter, sufficient for identification, to be published 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the town once in each of two 
successive weeks, the first publication to be not less than fourteen days 
before the day of the hearing or if there is no such newspaper, then by 
posting such notice in a conspicuous place in the town hall for a 
period of not less than fourteen days before the day of such hearing 
and also send notice by mail, postage prepaid, to the petitioner and to 
the owners of all property deemed by the board to be affected thereby

The decision in such cases shall specify 
the variances allowed and the reasons therefor and shall be immedi- 
ately filed in the office of the commissioner and in the office of the 
town clerk and shall be a public record. A certified copy shall be sent 
by mail or otherwise to the applicant and a copy kept publicly posted 
in the office of the commissioner for two weeks thereafter.

The board shall annually, on or before January 1, submit to the board 
of selectmen a written report summarizing the decisions of the board.

An appeal may be taken to the board of appeals by any officer or 
board of the town or by any person aggrieved by any order or 
decision ‘of-the building commissioner. Such appeal shall be taken 
within 30 days after the order or decision appealed from has been 
rendered, by filing a notice of appeal, specifying the grounds there- 
of, with the town clerk, who shall forthwith transmit copies thereof 
to the commissioner and to the members of the board of appeals.
